[Text] The Information and Research Group on Peace (GRIP) has just published 
a timely report on the problem of Euromissiles. Indeed, the START (Strategic 
Arms Reduction Talks) talks resumed in Geneva last week 5 days after the re- 

opening of negotiations on Euromissiles in the same city. 


What, then, are these Euromissiles and this Eurostrategy? By reading this re- 
port and by making some extrapolation, it is possible to define them as mis- 
sles set up in Europe and "targeted" for Europe, whether they belong to member- 
states of the Warsaw Pact or member-states of the North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 
zation. 


Eurostrategy or the Eurostrategic balance has made its appearance in military 
thinking only with the establishment of the SS-20 [Soviet missiles] in 1977. 
Earlier, the SS-4's and SS-5's which were produced around 1959 and 1961, re- 
spectively, served practically to counterbalance the French and British vectors 
as well as the underwater nuclear arsenal of the United States. The degree of 
improvement and accuracy of these SS-20 missiles has mandated the revision of 
the "Europeen nuclear theater" concept. 


SS-20, Poseidon, and Every Other Missile 


In fact, the need to restore the arms equilibrium which has tilted heavily 
toward the Soviet Union since 1977 has unquestionably impacted more than all 
other considerations. 


From the mid-1960's on, the West had only a ridiculously modest ground-to- 
ground missile inventory compared to the Soviet weapons and the only efforts 
made to restore a balance of forces had consisted in doubling the number of 
Poseidon nuclear missiles on American submarines. 


Obviously, the bombers of the U.S. Strategic Air Command, an important compo- 
nent of the American armed forces, were not inlcuded. Besides, to give the 
total picture, it should also be stressed that the Soviet Union has a strike 
force that is superior in terms of bombers if only a European action range is 
considered. This problem has never been officially raised during the negotia- 


tions. 











But let us return to the present situation by considering the latest proposals. 
In 1979 NATO decided to install 572 cruise and Pershing missiles in Europe be- 
ginning in 1983, Following this decision which has reactivated the arms race, 
the efforts of the two camps--despite all the "psychological" difficuities in- 
volved in this--are bearing on the desire to limit the installation of these 
terrifying weapons. 


Three proposals, to be known as the Brezhnev, Reagan, and Andropov proposals, 
were to emerge from the highest places. With Leonid Brezhnev dead, let us 
only discuss the last two. 


President Ronald Reagan's "zero option expresses the hope of seeing the dis- 
mantling of the Soviet SS-series missile network in exchange for the non-in- 


Stallation of the American missiles. 


In this case the supremacy of the West would be assured by the Frerczh and 
British weapons and by the 400 Poseidon missiles carried by U.S. submarines. 


The proposal of Yuriy Andropov, on its part, tries to keep only a number of SS- 
20 missiles equivalent to that of the European vectors not directly included 

in the NATO arsenal. The systems removed from Europe's borders would supposedly 
be destroyed or transferred to Asia. But what would China think in that case? 
Such an alternative would represent a more or less balanced reduction. 


Neither More Nor Less? 


During the negotiations the statistical data and technical arguments represent 
only some of the difficulties. Those stemming from human factors are much 


more significant. 


Whatever may happen, it has been barely plausible so far that the equilibrium 
should be found at a "zero" level by the parties. Rather, a middle position 
has been favored according to two possible scenarios. 


The Nitze option (named after Paul Nitze, the first American arms negotiator 
in Geneva) calls for 300 cruise missiles but no Pershing-2 missiles in the 
territory covered by NATO while in the satellite countries behind the iron 
curtain there would be no more SS-4, SS-5 missiles and 75 SS-20's (with three 


nuclear warheads each). 


The other hypothesis offering at least as much credibility is that which would 
be based on agreement among all existing forces--the Soviet Union, the United 
States, France and Britain. It would include 300 cruise missiles, Poseidon 
missiles, and the modernized armaments of the French and British, Tridents and 
Polaris. The total nuclear warheads of the West would thus come to 1,912. It 
would thus be allowable for the Soviets to install some 1,200 to 1,600 warheads 
on their submarines and to retain 225 warheads for their 75 SS-20 missiles. In 
such a case there is little change that the equilibrium should not move up to 

a higher level in future. 











Unfortunately, too, Eurostrategy can no longer be dissociated from the wider 
defense plans of the partners, scrutinized, among other places, in the START. 
Accordingly, if it continues to be identified with them, it will be just as 
inconceivable to achieve real de-escalation. 


In contrast, to dissociate these two types of strategic plans and to seek com- 
plete disarmament in Europe involves many dangers and would admittedly be 
utopian. Unless both sides start listening to the dreamers, the fruits of 
pacifism are not about to be reaped soon.

ADMIRAL ON RELATIONS WITH U.S. NAVY, NATO

[Interview with Vice Admiral Schlim, chief of staff of the Belgian Navy; date 
and place not given] 


(Text} Admiral Watkins' visit, the integration of Belgian 
ships in interallied squadrons, the exchange of Belgian and 
NATO officers, the evolution of the tripartite minesweeper 
program, recruitment of deck officers--these are all ques- 
tions to which Vice Admiral Schlim, chief of staff of the 
Belgian Navy, kindly responded for the benefit of the read- 


ers of VOX. 


[Question] Admiral, you received a visit by Admiral Watkins, chief of naval 
operations of the U.S. Navy, on 15 December 1982; could you tell us the purpos- 


es of this visit? 


[Answer] Admiral Watkins, who on 1 July 1982 was made chief of staff of the 
U.S. Navy, took advantage of a short stay in Europe to pay me a courtesy visit. 
The question of the problems with the budget cuts naturally arose. Further- 
more, even though Admiral Watkins does not have any NATO function, he is very 
concerned about defense of the lines of communication with Europe, in view of 
the fact that even in peacetime, there is a shortage of some 200 frigates for 
ensuring the security of convoys. He is uneasy about the void created by the 
shifting to the Indian Ocean of certain American units assigned to NATO; he is 
convinced that these units are also defending NATO by ensuring free movement of 
fuels coming from the Persian Gulf, but he would like other NATO countries to 
furnish units to fill in the gaps thus created. 


We also talked about the new minesweeper program, for the Americans, aware of 
their shortage of means for combating mines, are interested in our projects. 
He also asked me what the performance characteristics of our new frigates are 
and what our program for replacement of certain units is. 


[Questicn] Are there special bonds between the Belgian Navy and the U.S. Navy? 


[Answer] Certainly. Indeed, we should not forget that the Belgian Navy, which 
was created after World War II, was created with American aid, and here I would 

















mention Admiral Burke, who was chief of staff of the U.S. Navy at the time and 
who offered Belgium 52 minesweepers in the Mutual Defense Aid Program (MDAP), 
as well as all the logistics necessary. Thus, as is proper, we maintain excel- 
lent relations with the Americans--first of all, because they belong to NATO, 
but also because they were to an extent the "creators" of our Navy. 


[Question] We kmow that exchanges of officers and petty officers between the 
Navies of the two countries are planned, to perform operational duties and to 
take courses. Could you give us the advantages that the two countries can ob- 
tain from these mutual exchanges? 


[Answer] The program that you mention (the PEP--Personal Exchange Program) has 
existed for several years, and the Americans want very much to continue it. It 
involves a bilateral exchange of two officers and three petty officers serving 
on units of the other country. At present, we have two officers and one petty 
officer from the United States on board frigates (the "Westhinder" and the 
"Wielingen"), one petty officer on the minsweeper ‘'Bovesse," and another petty 
officer on the command and logistical-support ship "Zinnia."' This training 
tour usually lasts 2 years, and all duties relating to battle order, except for 
those of commander, can be held. 


These men are completely integrated, replacing a member of the American or Bel- 
gian crew; they therefore have the same responsibilities. 


As regards us, our officers and petty officers acquire great experience on 
board the American units, which have a larger number of days at sea and take 
part in more frequent firing exercises. The Americans, for their part, are 
very enthusiastic about being able to send their young officers and petty of- 
ficers to Belgium--among other things, they learn Dutch, and for the most part, 
know it before going on board our units--and in the course of their stay in our 
country, they have the opportunity to get to know the population. I would not 
say that from the professional point of view they get the same benefit from it 
as do our officers and petty officers, but both for the Americans and for the 
Belgians, I find that it is an excellent accomplishment on both the profession- 
al level and the human-relations level. 





The Belgian Navy has acquired an excellent reputation in the area of antimine 
warfare; for this reason, I would like to mention that we have an American of- 
ficer and petty officer on assignment tothe School of Mine Warfare at Ostende. 


Moreover, since 1 July 1982 there has been a Belgian officer-instructor at the 
American Mines School at Charleston (South Carolina), for a 3-year tour. 


{Question} Does this system of officer exchanges exist with other nations too? 


(Answer! We have always had exchanges of officers and petty officers with oth- 
er navies; I meed mention, as an example, only the School of Mine Warfare at 
Ostende, a Belgian-Dutch institution, where officers from all the NATO coun- 


tries regularly take courses. 














We also have an agreement with the British Navy for exchange of three officers 
and three petty officers. One of the last British Navy officers we had is the 
son of the current Allied commander of the English Channel. 


Moreover, within the framework of the tripartite program, two officers and sev- 
eral petty officers were detached to Lorient for several years to monitor the 
construction of the French prototype there. They have now returned to Belgium 
to take part in and monitor the construction of our own minesweepers at Os- 
tende. Until the beginning of 1983, we also had an officer at the Tripartite 


Program Office in Paris. 


[Question] Is the American Navy interested in the tripartite minesweeper that 
Belgium is developing jointly with France and The Netherlands? 


[Answer] The Americans too are concerned about replacement of their minesweep- 
ers. They are therefore interested in our tripartite minesweeper, and they 
have, moreover, signed with the three countries involved a agreement that gives 
them observer status for the next 2 years; after 2 years, they will have to de- 
cide whether to build the tripartite minesweeper under license or to go only in 
the direction of purchase of certain equipment. 


In the joint program, Belgium is building 25 percent of the equipment, its 
principal contribution being the active steering system. 


The main propulsion--i.e., what is necessary for cruising navigation--is Dutch. 
But once minesweeping is started, it is necessary to use engines that are very 
quiet and that make it possible to maintain bearing with great precision, and 
that is where the equipment built in Belgium by the ACEC [Electric Manufacturing 
Workshops of Charleroi] comes into action: the active steering system, which 
consists of two rudders with an integrated propeller driven by submerged electric 
motors, which enables the minesweeper to move at from 0 to 7.5 knots. The 
Americans are very interested in this Belgian equipment. 


[Question] Since we are talking about the tripartie minesweepers, can you tell 
us whether the construction program will be adhered to? 


{[Answer] It cannot be said that it is going as initially planned. Belgium, in 
effect, has experienced a 2-year delay as a result of administrative problems 
relating to the contract. At present, we are off to a good start, the contract 
was signed at the beginning of 1982, and the infrastructure necessary for con- 
struction of these new minesweepers is practically completed along the Ostende- 
Bruges canal. The first hull was laminated at the beginning of January 1983, 
and the first ship will be operational at the beginning of 1985; we will re- 
ceive two per year, and the last one--i.e., the 10th--will be delivered to the 
Belgian Navy at the end of 1989 or the beginning of 1990. 


Despite the delay encountered, I would like nonetheless to point out that we 
have benefited from the experience of the trials of the French prototype, the 
“Eridan," which had certain problems, and that this 2-year delay will be bene- 
ficial for the construction of our minesweepers. 




















[Question] In the 1983 operational program, will the Belgian frigates call at 
U.S. ports? 


[Answer] For 1983, what with the dec cease in the number of seagoing days, we 
have not planned any calls in the United States. The frigate "Westhinder," 
which will be integrated into the Atlantic Squadron, will operate only alcng 
the European coasts. In 1982, a frigate called at Washington--the one that had 
been integrated into the Dutch squadron and was in the United States for the 
visit by the queen of The Netherlands. We took advantage of that occasion to 
have people from the Pentagon visit it. I was personally on board that frig- 
ate, and we received visits from several admirals as well as civilians from the 


Defense Department. 


Despite this obvious interest, we have no plans at all to send one to the 
United States this year. 


[Question] Are you still satisfied then, admiral, with the performance of our 
frigates that are integrated in STANAVFORLANT [expansion unknown]? 


[Answer] It is very agreeable to me to answer that question, since I recently 
received a very laudatory letter from Commodore H.M.D. MacNeil, CI [expansion 
unknown] commander STANAVFORLANT, on the work of the "Wielingen,” which was in- 
tegrated in STANAVFORLANT from 9 August to 6 December 1981; let me read you an 
excerpt from this letter: "From the moment that BNS [expansion unknown] 'Wie- 
lingen' joined the Permanent Naval Force of the Atlantic, it was clear that the 
'Wielingen' was thoroughly prepared for this mission, and it integrated with 
the Force very quickly. My first impression of the ‘Wielingen’ was that it was 
a perfectly well-commanded and well-maintained ship, with the highest effec- 
tiveness and an enthusiastic and courageous crew, and this impression was only 
reinforced during the 4 months that it was attached to STANAVFORLANT. It was a 
ship that could be counted on to be in the right place at the right time, ready 


to carry out any mission assigned to it. 


"The design of the ‘Wielingen' is such that although it was not the biggest 
ship in the Force, it had the best equipment available and the best striking 
force. On several occasions, sometimes very close to one another, the '‘Wie- 
lingen' was designated to carry out tasks such as those of antisubmarine-war- 
fare command ship during exercises such as ‘Northern Wedding.' What impressed 
me--as well as the entire CTG (Commander Task Group) staff--in particular was 
the 'Wielingen's' astonishing speed of action and its crew's capacity to react 
in a positive, firm and intelligent manner to a complex situation. I presume 
that this is a result both of the training of the crew and of its commanding 
officer's ability to navigate his ship and command his crew in the best pos- 
sible manner. The example of the ‘'Wielingen' can be a source of new ideas 
about the way to conduct an operation and for suggestions for improving the 
performance of the entire Squadron." 


[Question] The year 1982 was marked by a certain deficit in the recruiting of 
deck officers. To conclude this interview, could you tell us what the Belgian 


Navy intends to do in 1983 to remedy this situation? 














[Answer] The year 1982 was indeed characterized by a deficit in the recruiting 
of deck officers for the Belgian Navy. There are many causes of this deficit, 
but I believe that the information campaign in 1982 was directed mainly at the 
recruiting of seagoing petty officers, of which the Navy has an enormous need. 


Because of this fact, and as a result of the budget cuts, we were only moder- 
ately able to inform deck-officer applicants about the career that could be 
theirs. In 1983, we are going to place emphasis mainly on this information, 
and we have also provided, for the first time, for places for deck officers by 
way of the so-called "normal" recruiting process. 


This recruitment provides that any candidate who holds an A2-level diploma may 
take the selection examinations. It goes without saying that the recruitment 
of career officers by way of the ERM [Royal Military School], the Higher Tech- 
nical Institute and the School of Navigation of Antwerp remains unchanged.

POLL EXAMINES ATTITUDES ON CONDITIONS FOR DISARMING FINLAND

{Arcticle: "Majority of Citizens Believe: Finland can Disarm Under Suitable 
Conditions" ] 


[Text] Three out of four Finns would approve of disarmament activities under 
certain conditions. On the other hand, more than a quarter would be ready to 
disarm without involving other countries. One-fifth considers disarmament 


impossible under any conditions. 


The data are from an investigation commissioned by the National Defense Infor- 
mation Planning Board regarding opinions of Finns about security policy. At 
the request of the planning board, Gallup of Finland interviewed about 1000 
Finns over the age of 15 at the end of November and early December. 


Of the adult population, 15 percent would consider unilateral reduction in 
arms; 12 percent would consider disarmament.activity of certain other small 
countries to be a sufficient condition. 


If all countries were ready to reduce arms, 47 percent of the citizens wuld 
consider it possible also for Finland. Disarmament must not happen under any 
conditions, say 21 percent of the population. 


SKDL Would Prefer Most to Disarm 


The study did not reveal any differences in attitudes between women and men. 
Of voters from the four largest parties, the SKDL had the most approving 
unilateral disermanet (3l percent), and the Center Party the least (5 percent). 


Correspondingly, those rejecting reduction of arms were most numerous in the 
Center Party (22 percent) and fewest in the SKDL (1l percent). The 
Conservatives and the SDP placed between these two both times. 


Six out of ten Finns thought in comparing the effectiveness of the peace 
movement and national defense that both of these increase Finland's security. 


Every seventh person believes only in the effectiveness of national defense, 
and just as large a portion only in the effectiveness of the peace movement. 
Every tenth person, on the other hand, believes that neither of these increases 


security.

FOREIGN MINISTER STENBACK CONCERNED OVER ARMS STATUS

ment Situation"”] 


{Text] Foreign Minister Par Stenback expressed on Tuesday Finland's concern 
about the present disarmament situation. The international atmosphere has 
been dominated for years by lack of trust, unforeseen development in weapons 
technology, and an accelerating arms race. 


Stenback explained the disarmament negotiations and Finland's attitude at 
length at a defense course last Tuesday. In spite of his concern, Stenback 
seemed to see also positive signs in the international atmosphere. 


Stenback stresses that Finland's disarmament policy is at the same time a part 
of general foreign policy. In the foreign minister's opinion, there are, in 
spite of limited possibilities for influence, good starting-points for acting 
successfully on disarmament questions. 


Stenback emphasized that the negotiations between the Soviet Union and the 
United States in Geneva on both strategic arms and medium-range nuclear 
missiles are at the very center of disarmament negotiations. 


The foreign minister wanted especially to emphasize the importance of starting 
strategic discussions. "It is naturally not Finland's affair to interfere in 
negotiations on the disputed questions of either strategic weapons or medium- 
range nuclear missiles," Stenback said. 


In spite of this, there is reason in Finalnd also to stress the great 
political significance of these negotiations from the point of view of the 
mutual relationships between the great powers and the general international 
situation, according to him. 


Stenback considered the recent signs of flexibility given by both the Soviet 
Union and the United States to be encouraging. 


But he did not want to guess whether or not real progress would follow these 
signs. "If a summit meeting between the Soviet Union and the United States 
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would further improve the atmosphere, no obstacles should be placed to it," 
the foreign minister said. 


"From Finiand’s point of view, there is reason to express our deep concern 
about the possibility that the process of negotiation may not lead to mutual 
understanding," Stenback said, and he added that new rounds of armamént in 
Europe. cannot add to the real security of either side. 


Stenback announced that Finland supports the recent proposal of the Warsaw 
Pact, because if implemented its influence would be welcomed in the inter- 


national atmosphere. 


Implementation as strongly as possible of the principle of banning the use of 
force and its threat, and the peaceful resolution of disputes, are in Finalnd's 
view timely questions which should be considered seriously. 


The foreign minister recalled Finland's initiative for study of nuclear-free 
zones, of which the UN approved phase two unanimously. 


Similarly, Stenback recalled that Finland has responded positively to Sweden's 
recent proposal for the establishment of a so-called nuclear-free combat zone 


in Central Europe. 


The foreign minister said that the government will continue efforts on behalf 
of those arrangements that will keep the Nordic area outside of speculation 
regarding the use or threat of nuclear weapons. Finland considers as a 
Starting point for those arrangements the security needs of the nations in 
the area as they themselves define then. 


In addition, according to Stenback, the great powers whose strategic 
arrangements or plans would be affected by the arrangement, should present 
their views right from the beginning of the negotiations. 


"In our opinion, particular questions such as guarantees to be given to the 
zone, arrangements for areas geographically near the zone, the effects of the 
zone arrangements on the Baltic Sea and other seas areas, etc., are negotiable 
questions on which it is not appropriate for the Finnish government to express 
a stand at this point," Stenback said, and he added that , aland is ready to 
begin negotiations when other parties are ready for that. 


At the end of his speech, the foreign minister discussed the conference on 
European security and cooperation, which in Finland's opinion should include 
in the concluding document of the Madrid follow-up meeting an agreement about 
convening a European disarmament conference.

LABOR PARTY SEEN HURT IN POLLS DUE TO DUAL-DECISION DEBATE 
NATO Put Before Dual-Decision ‘No’ 
Oslo AFTENPOSTEN in Norwegian 28 Feb 83 p 3 


[Text] A large majority of the population--nearly 70 
percent--prefer to retain Norway's NATO membership 
rather than to say "no" to the dual decision, if such 

a vote should be necessary. And among those who know 
what the dual decision says, there are 83 percent who 
would give NATO priority in a vote. The level of knowl- 
edge, for that matter, is not exceptionally high on this 
issue, as shown by an opinion poll which the Norwegian 
Opinion Institute [NOI] conducted for AFTENPOSTEN in 
January: Only 15 percent could give a description of 
the contents of the dual decision--and 53 percent 
answered "don't know." 


The participants in the poll--1002 persons who made up a representative 
cross section of Norway's adult population--was first given a list with 

14 multiple-choice answers to the question "What do you believe NATO's dual 
decision is intended to accomplish?" Four of the answers are considered 
correct: "Only deployment (of new medium-range missiles in Europe) if the 


Soviet Union does not agree to reduction (of its SS-20 missiles)." "Mod- 
ernization (not increasing the numbers)." "Deployment in Europe if the 
Soviet Union does not agree to reduction.” "Press the Soviets toward 


moderation/place terms on the Soviets." 


In all, these alternative answers were chosen by 15 percent. Thirty-two 
percent chose answers which were very imprecise or directly incorrect. For 
example there were as many as nine percent who thought that "deployment of 
nuclear missiles" is a complete description of the dual decision. But the 
category "don't know" is in the majority--53 percent gave up looking for a 
correct answer. 


The level of knowledge is apparently highest in the Conservative Party (28 
percent correct answers) and in the Socialist Left Party and Progressive 
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Party (14 percent each). The Labor Party came in last with eight percent 
correct answers. In the latter party there were 63 percent who answered 
"don't know" compared with 37 percent of the Conservatives. 


Then followed a question which was more a matter of opinion: "Do you believe 
that Norway can go against NATO's dual decision and at the same time remain 
a member of NATO?" Fifty-three percent of those asked thought such a com- 
bination fully possible, while 35 percent answered "no." Here, as with 

most of the other questions, the "don't know" group was decidedly smallest 
in our three largest cities--and greatest in sparsely populated areas. 

And to hold us to geographic differences, there was a 50/50 division between 
the "yes" and "no" answers in the Oslo/Akershus region, while the other 
parts of the country were about average on that question. 


Political background is also interesting in that connection. Those who 

are members of the Liberal, Socialist Left and Center Parties were most apt 
to believe that we can oppose the dual decision and still remain a NATO 
member. The "yes" percents were respectively 75, 73 and 67 in the three 
parties--and doubters were very few. In the Labor Party 61 percent thought 
such a combination possible, 21 percent said "no" and 18 percent said "don't 
know." 


Most Conservatives--5/7 percent--said that we must choose between NATO men- 
bership and opposition to the dual decision, while 37 percent think that a 
combination is possible. In the Christian People's Party the position is 
33-47. 


NOI has sorted out those who knew what the dual decision says. Within this 
group there was a 50/50 split on the question of whether Norway can oppose 
the dual decision and at the same time be a member of NATO. The "no" per- 
centage is 15 percent higher among those who know what it says. 


"If you had to choose between continued Norwegian membership in NATO and a 
Norwegian 'no' to the dual decision, what would you choose?" was the final 
question. Sixty-nine percent would choose NATO, 18 percent a "no" to the 
dual decision, while 14 percent were in doubt. More men than women (74 
against 63 percent) gave priority to NATO membership, while women made a 
larger contribution to the "don't know" group (18 percent to 10 percent). 
Also in this question it was shown that the Oslo/Akershus region was dif- 


ferent, with 77 p2rcent for NATO and 13 percent for the dual decision--if 
they had to choose. 


The willingness to hold onto our NATO membership increases with increased 
" 8 


income, while the main body of those who place a ‘no to the dual decision 
are in the lower and middle income classes. 


Supporters of the Conservative and Center Parties place most weight on our 
relationship with NATO, 89 and 82 percent respectively, far above the 
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average. Among the Conservatives there are only six percent who would vote 
"no" to the dual decision. 


The Labor Party comes out with 61 percent for NATO membership and 18 percent 
for a "no" to the dual decision. This party, together with the Christian 
People's Party, has the most doubters, about 20 percent. In the Christian 
People's Party the position is 70-10 percent in favor of NATO, in the Pro- 
gressive Party 72-22 and in the Liberal Party 51-41. In the Socialist Left 
Party 57 percent put priority on opposition to the dual decision, while as 
many as 38 percent of the Socialist Left supporters see our NATO membership 


as more important. 


Then NOI again considered those who answered correctly on the question of 
the contents of the dual decision. Of these, 83 percent hold NATO member- 
ship as being of the greatest importance, while 14 percent consider a "no" 
to the dual decision as more important. In conclusion the responses are 
divided according to professional affiliation. Among members of LO [Fed- 
eration of Trade Unions] there is a somewhat stronger tendency to favor a 
Norwegian "no" to the dual decision in an election situation--24 percent, 
while 62 percent regard our NATO affiliation as more important. 


Seven Labor Party Locals Back Line

[Text] Seven annual meetings of Labor Party locals 
over the weekend gave their support to the missile 
position of the party's governing board and national 
leadership. At the annual meeting in More og Romsdal 
Thorvald Stoltenberg made the following comments about 
disagreement in the Labor Party and the handling of 
the missile question: "On the missile position we 
obviously believe that this disunity should be pushed 
before us. It is better to push the problems before 
us than to be crippled by them now." 


Party chairperson Gro Harlem Brundtland, who opened the annual meeting in 
Hedmark, said that the Labor Party is building its security policy on the 
western defense alliance as before. She urged all the members to fight 

back against the incorrect picture which she said that others had described. 
She maintained that we must also increase the security of the people by 
finding new ways to stop the nuclear arms race. 


The following seven counties dealt with the missile question over the week- 
end: Nordland, More og Romsdal, Vest-Agder, Rogaland, Telemark, Vestfold 

and Hedmark. In a statement which was approved by the meeting in Nordland, 
the need for a credible conventional defense and continued NATO membership 


was strongly emphasized. 
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At the meeting in Rogaland the president of the Storting, Odvar Nordli, 

maintained that the Labor Party in opposition obviously has its share of 
the responsibility for preventing unnecessary splits in the view of our 

position from the outside world. 


"But it is and will continue to be the government which must bear the main 
responsibility for forming the nation's foreign and security policy," he 
said. 


Nordli emphasized that therein also lay an important responsibility to, as 
long as possible, coordinate viewpoints in our own country. Rather than 
seeking possibilities to create conflict over our security policy, the gov- 
ernment should, according to Nordli, work with the opposition to find view- 
points which can be coordinated. "Rather than exaggerating simple questions 
where opinions differ, the government should clarify for domestic and foreign 
opinion the basic viewpoints of agreement," said Odvar Nordli. The pres- 
ident of the Storting pointed out that unnecessary party political quar- 
reling over security policy is a high stakes game. 


Storting representative Knut Frydenlund opened the debate at the annual 
meeting of the Vestfold Labor Party. Among other things he said that 
criticism of the western negotiating position at Geneva is not due to 
anti-Americanism or illusions about the Soviet Union. "But because the 
negotiations are an equally important part of the dual decision, there is 
reason to look at the situation which has now arisen and which must concern 
all who are thinking about unity and vitality of the NATO alliance," said 
Knut Frydenlund. 


The annual meeting in Hedmark agreed unanimously to approve the position 
which the party's governing board and national leaders have taken on the 
missile issue. In a statement from the meeting it was said that the 
Hedmark Labor Party warned against the middle solutions which have been 
proposed in connection with the Geneva negotiations, and which include a 
reduced deployment in the West against smaller reductions in the East. In 
agreement with the Labor Party Missile Committee, the Hedmark Labor Party 
can not approve any other solution than one which includes significant 
reductions in the East and no deployment in the West, it said among other 


things. 


The annual meeting in Rogaland also unanimously approved giving full sup- 
port to the missile position of the Labor Party leadership. Ina state- 
ment it said that our NATO membership obliges us to state our opinion when 
there is reason to fear that fixed viewpoints are interfering with work 


for disarmament and peace. 


A proposal by AUF [The Labor Party Youth Organization] in Rogaland about an 
annex to the statement about peace and disarmament was only agreed to by 28 
of the over 150 authorized to vote. In the AUF proposal it said that the 
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Rogaland Labor Party interpreted the position of the Labor Party Missile 
Committee to be that the party would oppose any deployment of medium-range 
missiles in Europe, independent of the result of the Geneva negotiations, 
and that the Rogaland Labor Party supported that viewpoint. 


In Telemark there was unanimous agreement on the position of the party lead- 
ership without debate. AUF, which wanted to say no to the deployment of 

new missiles, decided not to push such a recommendation because they realized 
that it would not be approved. 


In Vestfold the position was approved against two votes. One of those who 
voted against said in the debate that he could not approve the recommenda- 
tion to freeze the number of nuclear weapons and stop preparations for 
deployment in the West. This is the first time that someone has voted 
against the position of the national leadership on this issue in an annual 
meeting. 


At the annual meeting in More og Romsdal Thorvald Stoltenberg pointed out 
that it is being charged that the Labor Party should say no to deployment 

of new missiles under any circumstances. "In that case that would be throw- 
ing the party into a debate which in the best case would reduce our ability 
to influence the negotiations now going on, and in the worst case would 
cripple our influence. In the recommendation we say openly that we are 
pushing this disagreement before us. It is better to keep the problems 
before us than to be crippled by them now," maintained Stoltenberg. 


Poll Loss Attributed to Stand

[Text] The Labor Party received a real missile shock in 
the February barometer from MMI [Market and Media Insti- 
tute]. This is the first of the political barometers 
which has fully measured the effect of the negotiations 
on the missile issue on the party. The setback for the 
party is altogether 4.7 percentage units in comparison 
with the January measurement. Support for the party is 
thereby down to the same level as the party received in 
the Storting election of 1981. In the period after the 
election the party was well over 40 percent on MMI's 
barometer. 


Such a large fluctuation as five percentage points can not be blamed only 
on faulty data. It must be an expression of a real reaction among the vot- 
ers, and that must have political causes. All indications are that the 
Labor Party must now pay the bill for its stand on the missile issue. 
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Fieldwork 


The fieidwork for the MMI poll was done during the period 8-15 February. 
All the field work, in other words, came after the party dealings on the 
issue were decided right up to the national leadership, and the first an- 
nual meatings, including the one at Troms were held. The lack of clarity 
with was created in connection with the presentation of the Foreign Affairs 
Committee recommendation on NATO cooperation, in which the reversal on the 
missile issue was clear, could also be brought out by the poll. The recom- 
mendation was made on 3 February. 





Conservatives 


It is the Conservative Party which is gaining a significant number of the 
defections from the Labor Party. The Conservatives have gained by 1.8 
percent, and thereby are also on the same level as they were in the 
September 1981 election. The other parties have modest deviation from the 
numbers of recent months, but there is reason to note that the Center Party 
gained 1.2 percent, and reached 6.6 percent, which is identical with the 
election results. 


The Curves 


If we look at the curves in the MMI diagram there is over several months a 
negative tendency for the Labor Party and a weak positive tendency for the 
Conservatives. The break in the Labor Party development line in January 
can be due to a statistical incident. The explanation that the Labor 
Party is going backward and the Conservatives forward can be read in the 
background material of the poll. While the Labor Party for many months 
tas had the support of well over 90 percent of its voters from 1981, this 
figure in January was reduced to 87. The changeover to the Conservatives 
has increased from well under one percent to almost three, and that is a 
startling increase. Suddenly the Labor Party is much weaker than pre- 
viously among those who did not vote in 1981, meaning mainly young people. 
The "don't know" percentage is also growing slightly. All this indicates 
that voters have started to move. 


Remarkable 


It is also remarkable that there was no increased changeover from the Labor 
Party to the two parties clearly opposed to the missiles, Socialist Left 


and Liberal. 


That indicates that the commotion is coming from the Labor Party's right 
wing. That is a confirmation of the tendency which has been expressed in 
the press in connection with dealings on the missile issue. It is here 
that the reservations and strong protests are being drawn up. 
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Stability 


For its part the Conservative Party has at this time increasing stability in 
its own ranks, is losing fewer to the Labor Party, and has about as many as 
the Labor Party in its group which did not vote in 1981, but wants to vote 


how. 


As to the other parties, it is interesting that the Center Party is perhaps 
moving slowly forward again. Its progress is primarily due to increased 
support from its own voters. But there is also a small influx from most of 
the other parties. Cheery greetings to party chairman Johan J. Jakobsen 
before next week's national congress in Trondheim. 
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Brundtland Comments on Poll

[Text] "During the days when this opinion poll was being 
taken we reached the peak of a nonsocialist frenzy and 
smearing of the Labor Party of which I have never seen 
the equal. It is not remarkable that this misinformation 
from our political opponents has confused a number of 
voters," said Gro Harlem Brundtland in a commentary on 
today’s poll results from MMI. Conservative Party chair- 
man Jo Benkow does not discount that his attack on the 
Labor Party on the missile issue can have caused the 
February result at MMI. Johan J. Jakobsen said that the 
Center Party's progress is a cheerful encouragement before 
an important party congress. 


The leader of the Labor Party, Gro Harlem Brundtland, wants to emphasize 

strongly, however, that simple figures in an opinion poll are not fatal. 

It is the long term trend which is interesting, and she said that support 
for the Labor Party remains around 40 percent. 


"MMI has always been somewhat high for the Labor Party. The drama this 
time is due largely to the January figure being obviously too high, and the 
subsequent decline was therefore more surprising. Until the results from 
the other opinion polls are available, it is impossible to say if this is 

a swing or expression of a trend,” she said. 


Vulnerable 


She said further that she finds it alarming if a political debate such as 
the Labor Party has been exposed to causes large swings in opinion. If the 
tendency is correct, that indicates that the Labor Party is very vulnerable 
when security policy is being discussed. 


"The proven incorrect accusations which have been directed at the Labor 
Party, for example that we are ready to abandon our alliance ties, that we 
are ‘on the skids,’ etc., can well have caused a lack of confidence in 
some voters,” said Gro Harlem Brundtland. 


Stability 


Conservative Party chairman Jo Benkow told DAGBLADET that MMI's figures for 
February coufirm that the Labor Party's top standing last month was not 
typical of the long-term trend. 
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"Personally I am happy about the modest advance that the Center Party has 
made. As for the Conservatives, the figures confirm our great stability. 
If a man is searching for a simple issue which can have great importance, 
it is appropriate to think abcut the debate on NATO's dual decisicn. 


No Celebration 


"Do you believe that your attack on the Labor Party could have caused the 
party's decline?" 


"I do not know, but it obviously can not be discounted," said Jo Benkow. 


Johan J. Jakobsen in the Center Party really sees no reason to celebrate 
over an opinion poll which gave the same result as a poor election. 


"An advance is pleasant now just before the national congress, and it is 
especially good that the advance is distributed over all three polls," 
said Johan J. Jakobsen. 


Labor Party Youth Also Divided

[Text] "My advice the entire time has been that AUF should 
support the missile position at the Labor Party Congress." 
This was said by the chairman of the youth organization, 
Egil Knudsen, in a conversation with AFTENPOSTEN. Knudsen's 
Statement illustrates the need now felt by the party for 
calm on the security policy issue. In party circles they 
are very concerned that the missile fuss is causing doubt 
about the ability and will of the Labor Party to guard 
Norway's NATO membership. 


The left wing of the Labor Party and AUF are really not satisfied with the 
conclusions of the missile position. The reason is that the position does 
not clearly say no to any deployment of new missiles when the result of 
the negotiations will be known. However, the left wing considers it best 
not to make more trouble now, because they have already done too much. 


There is therefore no reason to believe that at the Labor Party Congress 
there will be any special force behind recommendations which are intended to 
say no to all deployment of new missiles now. The congress will most prob- 
ably approve the lack of clarity which Thorvald Stoltenberg described as 
follows during the weekend: "On the missile position we say clearly that 

we will push this disagreement before us. It is better to push the problems 


before us than to be crippled by them now." 
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Stoltenberg's choice of words was not particularly well received by the 
party leadership. They believe that Stoltenberg could have chosen other 
words to describe the missile position, and have emphasized that the Labor 
Party believes that the missile position is an outline for total disarmament 
work. Instead Stoltenberg is being criticized for emphasizing that lack 

of clarity is the best description of the missile position. Thorvald 
Stoltenberg is one of the authors of the position. 


At several of the 13 annual county meetings which were held in the Labor 
Party, recommendations were put forth by AUF that the Labor Party should now 
say a clear no to any deployment. With the exception of Oppland, all the 
counties voted down that recommendation. There is reason to believe that 
most of those in the left wing will keep that in mind and not provoke a 

vote at the congress where the left wing can be voted down. In addition 

the so-called missile opponents in the Labor Party are sure that the wind 

is blowing their way. Egil Knudsen put it this way: 


"The national board of the Labor Party has unanimously approved a freeze of 
the nuclear weapon arsenals. In the Storting NATO debate of 15 March the 
party will vote for a stop in the appropriations for construction of missile 
installations and at the congress the party will unite behind the missile 
position. I find it difficult to believe that this party will approve de- 
ployment later in the fall." 


On the question of which advice Knudsen will give to the AUF groups which 
recommend that the congress say no to any deployment, Knudsen said: 


"The AUF governing board and I have always believed that the congress should 
unite behind the missile position. I have obvious reservations about what 
can happen on the disarmament front between now and the congress, but the 
position is an obligatory program for disarmament and the best point of 


departure which we have today. 


"AUF wants a prohibition against deployment now, but the different opinions 
in the party must not prevent us from coming forth with a unified strategy 
on this question," said Egil Knudsen. 


In the Labor Party they are working toward the goal of getting the missile 
position approved by the congress. Briefly this advocates freezing of all 
types of nuclear weapons, the Soviet Union and the United States to recognize 
a mutual freeze of all types of nuclear weapons at the current level, all 
preparations for deployment of new medium range missiles in Europe to be 
discontinued and deployment must not take place as long as negotiations are 


taking place. 


The above points are not in line with the NATO dual decision of 1979 which 
the then-existing Labor Party government agreed to. In the Labor Party 
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they are now very concerned about the impression that the missile position 
and the party's dealing with security policy questions are not consistent 
with Norwegian NATO membership. 


The party will therefore emphasize the explanation that there is no such 
connection, but according to some individuals this will be difficult, because 
among the warmest defenders of the missile position are the party's fore- 
most opponents of NATO. These party members have not reversed themselves 

on NATO membership, but explain that membership is not at present a real 
political question.

"GROUPE BAKOUNINE-GDANSK’ ON GOALS, EMPAIN-SCHNEIDER ATTACK 
Paris LIBERATION in French 15 Feb 83 p 15 
[Interview with the "Groupe Bakounine-Gdansk" by Gilles Millet] 


[Text] The "Groupe Bakounine-Gdansk" has just claimed respon- 
sibility for its 16th attack: an explosion in the early morning 
hours on Monday that shook the premises of the Company for 
Driving Engine Applications (SAMM) in Issy-les-Moulineaux, 

a company that manufactures precision engineering items and, 
in particular, sighting systems for tanks and helicopters. 

The low-level explosive, which had been placed in a vent in 
the facade of the SAMM building at 24 quai de Stalingrad in 
Issy-les-Moulineaux, destroyed all the windows in that 
building as well as those in buildings belonging to the EDF 
[French Electric Company] and the Renault Company. 


The Groupe Bakounine-Gdansk, which carried out its first at- 
tack in December 1981, has so far remained very mysterious. 

It has claimed responsibility for each of its operations in 

a telephone call or communique addressed to a press agency or 
newspaper. On each occasion, a message--generally stenciled-- 
provided some information on the target and the meaning of the 
attack. Those messages seem to be the only means the police 
have of identifying the members of this group, which is causing 


them great concer. 
For our part, we succeeded in reaching them with a request for 


an interview. It was eventually possible to conduct that inter- 
view, but only in writing. The text reached us a few days ago. 


LIBERATION: Are there many of you? 
[Answer] A hooligan lies dormant in every individual. 
LIBERATION: What led you to undertake this struggle? 


[Answer] Krasuselski's coup d'etat in Poland demonstrated once again that any 
attempt to form an autonomous organization, even if it comprises the majority 
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in a particular country, is systematically repressed by the government. It 
struck us that the best means we had of helping the Polish workers in a con- 
crete way would be to attack the economic interests of the ruling class in the 
Polish and Russian states. In the same way, the situation of the Latin Ameri- 
can peoples justifies any interference with U.S. interests. 


LIBERATION: Why did you choose terrorism as a form of "propaganda” and politi- 
cal expression? 


[Answer] Terrorism is a name given by the government (and in France, it dates 
back to the Petain regime, which used it to stigmatize all illegal opposition). 
The members of the French resistance and then the Algerians were "terrorists." 
The response to "terrorists" by governments has always been a policy of taking 
hostages: directly during World War II and indirectly today through the media, 
which are insistent about making people believe that everyone is the target when 
a violent act occurs. Those who are opposed to violence should not forget that 
everyone is an accomplice to the violence carried in everyone's name by govern- 
ments. Our minds are poisoned concerning the formal violence engaged in by in- 
dividuals or small groups (madmen or hooligans), but the state uses the phrase 
"civic duty” to describe the violence of a war with its millions of dead. And 
what should one say about the standardized violence of wage-earning iabor, the 
schools, the army, the courts, the police, advertising, and Guy Lux? 


LIBERATION: Doesn't terrorism mean embodying the terrorist dream so dear to the 
Right and all the forces of repression? 


[Answer] Has LIBERATION forgotten that Mitterrand is a former minister of in- 
terior and that the "Left" regularly wins renown through repression as fierce 
as that of the "Right" against the workers? Think of the strikes in 1946 in 
Nord, the establishment of the CRS [Republican Security Companies], the repres- 
sion of Setif in 1945, and the bombing of Haiphong in 1947. Today the PS, by 
setting up the "antiterrorist" file and promoting the criminal Broussard (the 
assassin of Mesrine), represents change in continuity. 


LIBERATION: Really, isn’t terrorism outdated, useless, and dangerous? 


[Answer] Must we wait until LIBERATION or some other newspaper reflecting cur- 
rent fashion decides that expressing oneself by setting off bombs is stylish 


and has class? 


LIBERATION: Doesn't it simply mean enabling the state to strengthen its police 
power without your benefiting from it in the least? 


[Answer] The concept of "political benefit" is dear to all those who want to 
capitalize on it for traditional cheap political ends. Police power is being 
strengthened autonomously by and for the survival of the state. Quite the con- 
trary, any radical struggle weakens that power. The destruction of property, 
offices, economic agencies, or factories that are harmful is very simple to 
carry out. If individuals want to become "internationalist hooligans" at little 
cost, gasoline is very reasonable from the standpoint of cost and quality. Fire 
causes long-lasting damage that is expensive to repair (electrical circuits,

files, order books, and so on). Explosives can be made or stolen. The value 
of this means of expression, to begin with, is that it harms those one chooses 
as one's targets, after which it forces the media to talk about those targets 
and reveal something of their activities. And third, it puts across a message 
that will be received by thousands of people. 


LIBERATION: What are your objectives? 


[Answer] Establishing a single economic mode defined by industrial production 
(productivity and consumption) as the declared end goal of social life binds 
all peoples to each other economically and irremediably, subjects the "little 
people” to the "powerful," and enables the big powers to control the planet. 

To ensure that it will last, that mode relies on values that are tending to be- 
come universal (private property, recognition of governments and institutions, 
and the accumulation of property). That absolute reign by the market economy 
forces antagonistic states or those with "opposing" political systems to engage 
in trade, which is vital to their equilibrium (the USSR-Argentina, Israel-Iran, 
the USSR-South Africa, and so on). There is no lack of examples: in the 1970's, 
for instance, Polish coal was delivered to Franco's Spain to break a miners’ 
strike in Asturias. 


Iron Curtain in the East and smokescreen in the West: the standardization of 
people's thinking (that of the white man in a necktie) can only be achieved by 
practicing physical and cultural genocide on all those who refuse to submit. 
That universalization depends on the imposition of a uniform way of dressing 
and eating (Nestle in Africa), living (in cities), and production (industrial). 
There is in fact no free space for the individual who wants to be free. 


What can a Polish worker do when he is Fzaten with billy clubs by a militia 
equipped with Japanese shields (purchased by the bureaucracy thanks to German 
bankers)? If he winds up being expelled to Vienna, he will be placed in a camp 
(Traiskirchen) that is every bit the equal of the internment camps he has just 
left. Exploited every morning by the Austrian small businessman, who sees him 
as cheap manpower, he waits for months to receive a visa allowing him to go to 

a "democracy." which will exploit his helplessness in its own way. Only one 
country issues visas quickly to highly skilled Polish refugees (engineers and 
technicians) to strengthen its racist regime: South Africa. What can one say 
about Begin, who, taking advantage of the noise made by his buddy Jaruzeiski's 
boots, was able to annex the Golan Heights on the quiet? That is why we want 

to break, here, the profit each camp gains from the revolt and then repression 
of the proletariat and peasants of this world (an advance by one camp, experi- 
ments with weapons, improvements in repression techniques, and so on). No coun- 
try can find the free space in which to escape the domination of the two blocs. 
Where is the right of the peoples (Polish, Breton, Afghan, Irish, Corsican, 
American Indian, Eritrean, Palestinian, Kurdish, Eskimo, and so on--or the 
French Guianese, New Caledonians, Martiniquais, and Guadeloupians, who live de- 
pendent on French colonialism)? Even if their struggles for liberation are 
often based on conservative nationalism, the original reasons for their strug- 
gles to safeguard their cultural identities and make their own decisions regard- 
ing their future are fully justified and should enable them to move on to an in- 
ternationalism based on respect for differences. 
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LIBERATION: Where do you place yourselves in relation to other illegal groups 
such as Action Directe? 


[Answer] As we have already said, we have no ties with Action Directe. Our 
only regret is that the artificial separation of this world is reflected among 
them and that their ideological alignment has led them to join the European 
Marxist-Leninist fighting organizations in their unilateral struggle (against 
the United States and against the Zionists). However, we note with satisfaction 
that a debate is now beginning among certain fighting organizations--notably 
Italian--concerning the hegemonic role of the USSR and its reactionary charac- 
ter, and we hope that actions against the USSR will give renewed strength to 
this truth: "Humanity will not be happy until the day when the last bureaucrat 
is hanged with the guts of the last capitalist." 


LIBERATION: Do you have relations with foreign groups? 


[Answer] As Luis Rego said: "The statistics are clear: there are getting to be 
more and more foreigners in the world." And in fact, we are feeling more and 
more like foreigners in this world. 


LIBERATION: Why did you attack Baron Empain? 


[Answer] Why not? He is a gun merchant (today) whose kidnaping put Parisians 
under a real state of siege. The sniveling in the press about his misfortunes 
must not make us forget that he headed a powerful group that is not unconnected 
with the economic exploitation of the Third World and that he has now been re- 
cycled into the armed repression of that same Third World. In Communique No 6 
following our campaign against South African interests in France, we listed the 
Empain-Schneider group and about 20 other firms trading with South Africa, and 
we invited everyone to attack them. We regret that LIBERATION did not print 
that part of the communique. By remaining silent, is LIBERATION trying to spare 
South African representatives trouble? 


It is unnecessary to point out that we do not in any way feel that we are pris- 
oners of the analyses and ways of thinking we are expressing here. The evolu- 
tion of each individual and of the society in which we live allows us to rede- 
fine, deepen, and broaden our view of the world and of what we want--despite 
everything--to experience. Robert Jaulin (the ethnologist) described our past 
and our future very well when he said: "If man's pleasures are the failures of 
others--the possession of hierarchical rights and the accumulation of capital 
or of fallacious knowledge, which are solitary joys rather than being people- 
oriented in their structure--it is probably just as well that we should perpe- 
trate the murder of civilizations where things are just the opposite, but is 
such a proposition worth being taken seriously and put into practice? Let us 
arm ourselves against the death of man--the death that Western man has been 


concocting for a very long time.” 


For our part, we are determined to concoct a living future. Let some people 
tremble: we embrace the others! 
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Sixteen Attacks Since December 1981 


The "Groupe Bakounine-Gdansk" first made a name for itself in 
December 1981, when it claimed responsibility for a criminal 
explosion whose target was a Polish transportation company 
located near Opera Square. 


On 10 January 1982, three practically simultaneous explosions 

at about 1930 hours hit the offices of an import-export firm 
that trades with the United States (in the ninth arrondissement), 
those of a Soviet jewelry company (third arrondissement), and 
those of an import-export firm (17th arrondissement). 


On 11 February 1982, three explosions at about 2030 hours did 
serious damage to the premises of the Chilean national airline 
company (second arrondissement), a home appliance store (ninth 
arrondissement), and the offices of a company that imports 
Argentine meat (first arrondissement). 


Three days later, on 14 February, a Colombian steel company and 
an American home appliance company were hit at the same time on 
rue Marbeuf (eighth arrondissement) at about 2030 hours by two 


bomb attacks. 


On 1 November 1982, the store in the third arrondissement owned 
by the Soviet jewelry company--already hit previously on 10 Jan- 
uary the same year--was the target of bombs placed by unknown 


persons. 


Less than 3 weeks later, on 19 November, two bomb attacks at 
about 2000 hours devastated the offices of the French subsid- 
iary of a South African citrus fruit import-export firm (ninth 
arrondissement) and those of a French chemical import-export 
company (eighth arrondissement). 


Two days later, on 21 November, a branch of the Rothschild 
group (eighth arrondissement) was hit by a criminal explosion. 


On 26 December, the offices of the company selling radar equip- 
ment for military aircraft (15th arrondissement), owned by Baron 
Edouard-Jean Empain, were devastated by a violent explosion. 


Lastly, on 20 January 1983, the administrative office of several 
magazines published by the Ministry of Defense (15th arrondisse- 
ment) was hit by a criminal explosion.

RAID ON BASQUE POLICE STATION NETS ARMS, AMMUNITION

[Text] San Sebastian--Yesterday in the early hours of the morning a group 
of individuals armed with rifles, submachine guns and pistols attacked the 
offices of the Autonomous Basque Police in the San Sebastian Regional 
Council building, where they overpowered about 10 "ertzainas" [Basque police] 
and made off with 112 pistols, Star-P type; 6,340 bullets, 9 mm caliber 
Parabellum, Geco type; six radiotransmitters, 12 police lanterns and the 
same number of complete uniforms; as well as two cars, one belonging to the 
“ertzaina" itself and another privately-owned one, the property of a member 
of this corps. The spectacular nature of the attack, and especially the 
technical perfection with which it was carried out, has dealt a serious 
moral and political blow to the Basque government, and of course to the 
autonomous police themselves, whose public image, founded on the concepts 
of efficiency and readiness, has been severely damaged. 


The representatives of Euskadiko Ezkerra [Basque Left] in the Regional 
Council yesterday accused Eli Galdos, the vicecouncilor of the Basque 
government of negligence for not having set up a security system to protect 
the offices of the autonomous police. "They gave them the guns,” a deputy 
from Basque left said in the plenary meeting held yesterday, "but they did 
not give them installations with minimum security arrangements. The 'ert- 
zainas’' are very well trained," he added, "but no one can fight back if 

they hold a pistol to their head, and if their attackers calmly come in 
through a door which usually remains open and where there are no identifica- 


tion procedures." 


The attack began at 2:15 am yesterday outside the building in the Guipuzcoa 
Plaza, located in the most central part of the city. Three young men talking 
in loud voices approached the front of the building, which was guarded by 

two of the autonomous police. One of the youths spoke to the policeman who 
was stationed at the door which leads to the improvised barracks of the 
"“ertzaina,” and said in a loud voice, "We want to ask you something.” The 
unsuspecting policeman allowed the youths to come near, and then one of them 
suddenly pulJed out a pistol and held it to his stomach. At the same time, 
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other individuals who had been hidden in the streets beside the building 
out of sight of the guards covered a second policeman, who was patrolling 
from one end of the building to the other, with their weapons--two "Cetmes" 
and three rifles. 


The attackers, the majority of whom by then had already covered their heads 
with hoods, stripped the two "ertzainas," put on their berets and red coats 
and then rushed into the police office, whose access door, located in an 
interior hall of the building, was not locked. Other reports maintain that 
the attackers called at the door believing that it was locked. According 
to this latter report, the terrorists had used the showy clothing of the 
guards in order to confuse the "“ertzaina" who were inside, so that they 
would allow them to pass, in the belief that the glass in the door would 
reveal their reflections. Whatever the case, the attackers surprised the 
rest of the guard post, made up of about 10 police officers, some of whom 
it appears were asleep. When they saw themselves threatened by the weapons 
of people who they believed to be their own comrades, some "ertzainas" 
nervously resisted, with words like: "What are you doing"? "Stop joking.' 
and "You must be crazy." Without losing a moment, the members of the 
raiding party immobilized the policemen with their own handcuffs, tying up 
their feet with adhesive tape, which they also used to gag them, before 
demanding from the chief of the post the keys to the weapons locker and the 
safe, where the small arsenal was located. 


Once the weapons and the rest of the material were collected, the terrorists, 
who police sources number at about 12 persons, fled in an official "ertzaina" 
car, a Talbot with license number VI-0886-G and in a red 127, license number 
NA-6635-E, belonging to one of the policemen, whose identity documents they 
also took. Moments before, a policeman on duty in the transmissions center 
located on the third floor of the building appeared in the offices, unaware 
of what was going on, when many of the attackers were taking off their 

coats, ready to begin their flight. This member of the autonomous police, 
like the others, was stripped at gun point, tied up and gagged by the 
raiders, who threatened that they would take reprisals against him and his 
companions if they identified their physical characteristics in the police 
station or reported the event before one hour had passed. 


The attackers, who spoke in Spanish, and who cut the telephone lines before 
fleeing, remained in the office of the "ertzaina" for three-quarters of an 
hour, as some of them reported yesterday. The communications center of 

that unit did not realize the attack had taken place until much later. The 
details of this account have not been confirmed or checked by those in charge 
of the Basque government's department of the interior, which observed tight 
secrecy when questioned by the press. The only official reaction of this 
department was expressed in a statement issued yesterday afternoon, in which 
a simple enumeratinn of the facts was made, and they denied a report supplied 
by an agency, which said that the "ertzainas" had complied with the instruc- 
tions of the attackers and had not reported the event until an hour later. 
The agency's report is also contradicted by the fact that the San Sebastian 
municipal police knew about the attack at 3:45 am, three quarters of an hour 
after the attackers had fled. 
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Checkpoints in San Sebastian 


According to sources consulted by this newspaper, the autonomous police 
managed to free themselves from their bonds and warn the remaining units 

a quarter of an hour later. Strict checkpoints were set up in San Sebastian 
and the approaches to the city by the National Police, the Civil Guard and 
the "ertzaina" themselves, but they did not succeed in intercepting the 
attackers, the identity of those organization is unknown. Because of the 
spectacular and daring nature of the attack, it could be attributed to the 
ETA [Basque Fatherland and Liberty Gr 1p] political-military, an organization 
which has carried out similar actions in the past. However, this hypothesis 
is open to question because of the current weakness of this branch, which 
has recently undergone a split between the "eights"--the ones who separated 
from the "“sevenths", who disbanded themselves--and the "pro-milis", who are 
in favor of integrating themselves into the ETA-military. Various members 
of the communications media yesterday also echoed this opinion. The sector 
of the "eights" has been very poorly provided with weapons since the split, 
and it appears it has no rifles and submachine guns available, a fact which 
in principle allows them to be ruled out as authors of the attack. 


The "pro-milis," on their part, possess practically all the weapons of the 
ETApm, but do not have more than 40 persons available who are capable of 
carrying out actions of this type; and their top members, four of whom are 
in prison in Bayonne, have recently been subject to strict surveillance by 
the French police, which would have made it difficult for them to have taken 
part in the attack, which certainly was painstakingly planned. If their 
responsibility were to be confirmed it would be clear that either one of 

the two groups would have had to have used, and moreover risked, the majority 
of their troops in this action, in one desparate initiative aimed at carrying 
out an effective blow to get themselves out of their current position of 
organizational weakness and political isolation. 


By simple elimination of possibilities, the attack could be attributed to 
the ETA-military. This assumption would prove that that terrorist organiza~ 
tion has substantially changed the strategy which it has been using, at a 
time when Popular Unity (HB) and the PNV [Basque Nationalist Party] appear 
to agree on a certain viewpoint on the means to be used to pacify the Basque 
Country. If they prove to be responsible, the ETA-military would have acted 
outside or to the detriment of the line which the HB leadership is promoting, 
and of course against the PNV, a party whose bases have for a long time been 
fostering the myth that the ETA could never attack any autonomous institu 
tions, because a confrontation between the Baaques themselves is in practice 


impossible. 
ETApm Denies Participation 


Sources from the ETA-political-military-8th Assembly yesterday denied that 
they took part in the attack, and also expressed their suspicions that it 
was not the work of any of the other armed organizations of the Basque Country. 
The same sources also referred to a supposed exchange of fire which took 
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place in Amara at 4:00 am, an event partially confirmed by this newspaper 
from sources in the civil government of Guipuzcoa, who specified that it was 
no more than one shot let off by a guard, without saying where he was 
carrying out his guard duty. The civil government denied the possibility 
that any shooting had taken place between members of the State Security 


Forces. 


In the statement issued yesterday by the councilor of the interiors's 
office, they stated that that department had not ruled out "any hypotheses" 
regarding who might possibly be responsible for the attack. 


The delegate from the central government in the Basque Country, Ramon 
Jauregui, and the Socialist Party of Euskadi-PSOE vesterday stated that the 
attack constituted an attempt to discredit the autonomous police corps. Both 
the Spanish Socialist Workers Party and Basque Left declared that they were 
awaiting explanations from the councilor of the interior of the Basque 
government, who has been urgently requested to make an appearance in the 
Vitoria Parliament. "I have ordered the civil governments," added the 
delegate from the central government, "to collaborate with the ‘ertzainas' 
in investigating this attack." The PSE-PSOE executive board called the 
event "very serious, because of the results which it may entail for the 
prestige and the future actions of the ‘ertzaina.'"

BRIEF SKETCH OF DEV-SOL ‘BRAIN’ PASA GUVEN

[Text] It has become apparent that the activities abroad of the bloodshed and 
terrorism organization /Dev-Sol/ against Turkey were planned, before the 12th 
of September, by its now fleeing leader /Pasa Guven/. The German security 
forces who are looking for /Pasa Guven/ announced that they had lost his tracks. 


The 10 militants who attacked the Turkish Consulate General in Koln and who 
are actually detained in the /Ussendorf/ German penitentiary, revealed in 
their depositions many of the organization's plans of action. It is now clear 
that /Haydar Murat Aydin/ was the leader of the Dev-Sol cell of 10 militants 
who led the armed raid against the Turkish Consulate General in Koln on the 
3rd of November 1982, hundreds of them wearing red masks, and who also hung 
on the building the large placard bearing the hammer and sickle that is the 
emblem of /Dev-Sol/, /Pasa Guven/ was the leader of the Dev-Sol Central Con- 
mittee Abroad, which operated under the name of /The Koln Mutual Support 
Association/. The names of the militants of the /Koln/ cell presently detained 
by the German security forces are as follows: 


/Haydar Murat Aydin, Huseyin Kadem, Ceyhun Kilinc, Huseyin Tokgoz, Sukru Yildiz, 
Ibrahim Cetin, Mehmet Unlu, Mulazim Mencan, Asim Agirgul, Mustafa Pasli./ 


Activities of the Organization Abroad 


From the joint operations planned by the /German/ and the /Turkish/ security 
forces and, as the result of an exchange of information, it appears that the 
militants who were caught are the children of guestworker families living in 
Germany. Meanwhile, the declarations to the police of militant /Cemalettin Can/ 
who was captured when he returned to Turkey, brought to light a great number 

of the organization's plans of action and activities abroad. It has been re- 
vealed, however, that such operations as the armed raids in October and Novem- 
ber 1982 against the Koln Consulate General and the Amsterdam Tourism Councillor's 
office, the hanging of placards in the arena where the /Galatasaray-Austria Wien/ 
Cup match was being played, the demonstration of 44 Dev-Sol members in front of 
the Turkish Embassy in Bonn and their clash with the police, were organized by 
/Pasa Guven/. 








By order of the German Minister of the Interior /Friedrich Zimmermann/, at 

the request of the Minister of Foreign Affairs /Ilter Turkmen/, all the legal 
and illegal /Dev-Sol/ offices in Germany were closed on February 9, 1983. 
Furthermore, the search carried out in the /"Halk-Der"/ offices, a branch 

of Dev-Sol that operates in Germany, revealed the plans of some Turkish consul- 
ates as well as the plans of the /Hanover/ Turkish consulate building, against 
which a raid was planned. Meanwhile, as the result of the series of operations 
that are being carried out, the arrests of some/Dev-Sol/militants who particip- 
ated in armed actions in Germany, have begun. 


Who is Pasa Guven? 


/Dev-Sol/, which took its name from the Chilean organization /"Ihtilalci-Sol"/ 
[Revolutionary Left] was part of /Dev-Genc/ at first. But /Abdullah Bulent Uluer/ 
and his friends, who broke away from Dev-Genc because of party conflicts, 
founded /Dev-Sol/. Later on, on orders from a central committee consisting of 
three people, /Dursun Karatas/, responsible for the whole of Turkey, /Huseyin 
Solgun/, responsible for city wards and which included /Pasa Guven/ responsible 
for operations outside the country, bloody activities were started. The organ- 
ization was broken up as a result of the 12th of September Movement initiating 
a series of operations, and its leaders were brought before tribunals to be 
tried, with a request for the death penalty. /Pasa Guven/ was president of the 
Istanbul Education Association (I.Y.0.D.) and also president of the Istanbul 
Dev-Genc. When he fled abroad, he continued his activities in Germany. It is 
reported that, in spite of the series of operations carried out by the German 
Ministry of the Interior, /Pasa Guven/ who was proven to have directed many of 
the /Dev-Sol/ operations abroad, has managed to cover his tracks.

FINNISH FIRMS COMPETING FOR SHARE OF NORWAY BARENTS WORK

Falling Behind"] 


[Text] Oulu (HS) Competition for the:oil billions of northern Norway has 
begun already, even though actual construction of oil and gas [equipment] is 
timed for the 1990's. Finnish enterprises are being encouraged to expand 
cooperation, so that the Finnish role will not be restricted to "carpetbag" 


firms and labor going to northern Norway. 


The possible effects of oil and gas findings in northern Norway on the economic 
life of northern Finland were discussed last Wednesday at a conference organ- 
ized in Oulu. For the first time there were around the same table repre- 
sentatives of enterprises, universities, chambers of commerce, KERA, the 
Foreign Trade Union, VIT, and the Foundation for Export Training. 


"The beginning of oil and gas activity in northern Norway means an investment 
of billions of marks during a period of 10-15 years. In the opinion of some, 
we are starting early, but it is high time for us to get ready for an oil boon, 
for the Norwegians will decide on the timetable themselves," said mining 
counselor Helge Haavisto of Rautaruukki. 


In Haavisto’s opinion northern Norway cannot consider a joint organization 
like Kostamus, or a kind of north Finland Inc., because, there are Finnish 
possibilities in thousands of little pieces. The Norwegians will keep the 


biggest parts tightly to themselves. 


Governor Asko Oinas, who was appointed as chairman of the northern Norway 
Commission by the Ministry of Trade and Industry, encouraged enterprises to 
cooperate. According to him, there have been poor experiences with individual 
efforts, and several Finnish enterprises have returned from northern Norway 


with "bloody heads.” 


Office manager Leo Laaksonen of Lappland Gold told businessmen to take ALTA 
protection as an example. "Cooperation should be just as strong as ALTA's 
protectors, who bind themsleves together with chains," said Laaksonen. 








"There is no use in aiming at northern Norway with cannons that are too big, 
because export in the oil industry is the most demanding," said director 
Pekka Rekola of the Ministry of Trade and Industry. 


According to Rekola, it is high time to make clear that only six Finnish 
‘enterprises are capable of offshore activity. On the other hand, Finns have 
plenty to do on land in the construction of schools, villages, roads, etc., 


in his opinion. 


"There are also numerous planning jobs on shore. For example, the planning 
of a particular village can bring Finns for its construction also," said 


Haavisto. 


Veikko O. Vuorikari, assistant manager of the area development fund, pro- 
posed tightened cooperation particularly in planning, where in addition to 
businessmen, others such as universities and VIT researchers would be "blowing 


on the same coal."

Vagiatis made dramatic revelations concerning 
the country's oil reserves. These deputies of the major opposition charged 
that due to the government's "criminally shallow policy in the oil products 
sector our oil reserves are dismally low" and that "our diesel oil reserves 


will last only 20 days"(!) in a year of heavy winter. 


Papaligovras charged that the "sellout of the oil reserves was made by the 
government not because of a wrong appraisal of the country's needs but 
intentionally for the illicit purpose of having the balance deficit appear 
reduced. 


Loss of 8 Million Dollars 


On the other hand, because of the procurement of oil products from the Arab 


world through interstate agreements and not from the open market where a 
ton is at least 35 dollars cheaper, the state lost 80 million dollars. 


The major opposition deputies especially criticized the question of fuel 
high pricing at a time when the oil prices are dropping internationally. 
"The price of fuels is unbearable," said Mitsotakis characteristically while 
Mikh. Papakonstandinou observed that the devaluation of the drachma did 

not constitute a justification and that the real reason for maintaining the 
high level of prices is the recently imposed high taxes. 


The government was also criticized for reducing the amount needed for 
research, a fact which--as A, Tsiplakos pointed out—-had a negative impact 
on the speedy exploitation of the country's energy sources.

DEBATE CONTINUES ON GOVERNMENT ROLE IN OFFSHORE OIL 


Labor Party Organ Opposes Change

[Text] The so-called Melbye committee--originally the Hellesen committee-- 
has released its report. The committee was given the task by the Willoch 
government to evaluate participation by the state in oil activity, includ- 
ing Statoil's activity. The intent of the committee was not to investigate 
how society could better ensure itself of control and management over oil 
activity. The mandate which the committee was given to work with was as if 
cut out of the Conservative Party platform. The intention was clear: The 
task of the committee was to find technical solutions for reducing Statoil's 
place in Norwegian oil policy. 


With a mandate so dominated by party politics, the committee has not had 
great opportunities for a free evaluation of the complex subject. The re- 
sult was what might be expected. It is purely a conservative model. One 

of the members of the committee, Einar Magnussen, has correctly made an 
important special statement of principle in which he shows the parliamentary 
objections which can be raised against the minister of oil and industry 
having direct responsibility for commercial decisions, as was recommended 


in the committee report. 


We believe that the Conservative Party should have stood alone in this re- 
port. The intent of the committee has clearly been to satisfy the need of 
the Conservatives for political oil emphasis. We consider the entire affair 
a misuse of a public committee. This really should have been an internal 
committee under the Conservative Party. 


The main points in the report are that Statoil's owner shares, and thereby 
its influence, will be sharply reduced. The owner shares will instead be 
taken over directly by the state through the Ministry of Oil and Energy. 


Further the report says that the largest part of the money which is now 
channeled through Statoil should go directly to the state treasury. 
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We believe that the new arrangements are both unnecessary and impractical. 
They require a new bureaucracy in both the Ministry of Oil and Energy and 
the Ministry of Finance, and we can not see how Norwegian society is going 
to be any better off for this. Neither will we have better control of the 
oil activity in the Norwegian area. 


It has been an important principle of Norwegian oil policy that there should 
be clear lines of separation when it comes to responsibility. Therefore a 
system was built up in which the Ministry of Oil and Energy has the admin- 
istrative responsibility, the Oil Directorate has control responsibility 
and Statoil has responsibility for the business operation. This system, 
which was sensibly built up and which has functioned satisfactorily, will 
be made a mess of by the report of the Melbye committee--if it is carried 
out. We wiil get a mixture of administrative and business operation. This 
is a break with the basic principles on which we thought there was basic 
agreement. In its most extreme consequence the report of the Melbye com 
mittee means that the minister of oil and energy can act as chairman of the 
board of directors and administrative director of a state oil company. It 
is completely incomprehensible to us how a cabinet minister with parliamen- 
tary responsibility can carry out such a role. 


The idea of letting the flow of income go directly to the state, and not 
through Statoil, is also difficult to understand. The state can by simple 
means ensure receipt of the money desired from Statoil at any time under 
the present system. There is therefore no need for a new and unwieldy 
solution. 


We strongly deplore the attack on Statoil's role in the entire report. In 
this connection, "wing clipping" is too polite a term. The Willoch govern- 
ment has obtained what they wanted with this report. We therefore do not 
expect any great changes from the government side. On the contrary, we 
hope that the Storting majority will apply another and more socially con- 
scious view when the matter comes up for debate there. The Labor Party 
will for its part never accept such a rearrangement of important parts of 
the oil policy. If the conservative government succeeds in forcing it 
through, it must be the goal of the Labor Party to correct the error as 
soon as the party has the political power to do it. 


For 10 years Statoil has been built up to a vigorous, internationally re- 
spected company. The company has been an important defender of Norwegian 
interests in oil activity, both as to business, districts, and the union 
movement. Statoil's strength is not its size alone (compared with inter- 
national oil companies Statoil is a small company), but the fact that Stat- 
oil's business connections and trade counterparts know that the company has 
the Norwegian state, and thereby Norwegian society, behind it. Now the 
conservative government is preparing to cut the legs out from under Statoil. 
Something good will be cut down, without being replaced by something better. 
In this matter we hope that reason will win over the Conservatives and the 


Melbye committee. 
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Role of Statoil Outlined

[Text] State-owned Statoil--or according to its full name 
The Norwegian State Oil Company A/S--was established in 
1972 and today plays a more dominant role in oil activity 
on the Norwegian continental shelf than any other company. 
If Statoil’s activities are to continue under the present 
circumstances, the dominance of the company will grow con- 
siderably during the coming years. 


Statoil's rapid growth so far--and the company's continuing opportunities 
for growth--are due to political decisions to give it a number of special 
rights and duties, with the intention of letting it stand as the custodian 
of the interests of Norwegian society. 


The company's most extensive task is to participate in exploration for and 
extraction of Norwegian oil and gas. But because it has over 70 percent 
owner shares in the distribution company Norol (Norwegian Oil A/S) and 30 
percent in the refinery company Rafinor A/S (which owns the Mongstad re- 
finery), Statoil is counted as a cartel. Norol's and Rafinor's accounting 
Statement is included in the Statoil cartel statement. When Norol's 40 
percent of Rafinor is included, it appears that Statoil cartel controls 70 
percent of the interests in Rafinor. 


The Statoil concern now has nearly 3000 employees, and in 1982 it had an 
operating income of around 16 billion kroner. It is estimated that the 
concern--if the current working conditions are not changed--will have about 
5000 employees and an operating income of between 48 and 70 billion kroner 
in 1990, measured in 1982 currency. Operating income of this size will com- 
prise 10-15 percent of Norway's GNP. 


Broad Commitment 


The mother company Statoil is not only committed to exploration, extraction, 
oil refining and distribution of petroleum products. Its most important 
other commitments are: 


- A 33 percent owner share of the petrochemical installations at Bamble in 
Telemark. 

- A 50 percent owner share in the pipelaying system Norpipe, which trans- 
ports oil from the Ekofisk area to Teeside in England and gas from the same 
place to Emden in West Germany. 

- A 5 percent owner share in one of the two pipelines which transport gas 
from the Frigg field to St. Fergus in Scotland. 

- A 50 percent owner share in Statfjord Transport, which transports oil 
from the Statfjord field to customers in a number of countries by chartered 


tanker. 
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- A 60 percent owner share in the planned pipeline system Statpipe, which 
will bring gas to Norway and the continent from fields such as Statfjord, 
Gullfaks and Heimdal. 


In addition the mother company has owner shares of different sizes in several 
supply bases along the Norwegian coast. 


So far it has been political practice that the company should not have owner 
shares in activity abroad, but based on special circumstances one exception 
has been made: Statoil has 7.5 percent in an oil field on the Netherlands 
continental shelf. 


As far as foreign activity is concerned, the company has acted as consultant 
in legal, financial, technical and safety questions for the Chinese. 


The large dominance of the company in Norwegian oil activity is represented 
mainly, however, by its extensive owner interests in the parts of the Nor- 
wegian continental shelf which the authorities have so far opened for ex- 
ploration of oil and gas. 


In those areas where exploration and extraction permission has been allocated 
in the last decade--and which make up most of the allocated areas--Statoil 
has from the start been granted 52 percent owner shares on the average. In 
comparison, the other Norwegian companies have altogether received 2 percent, 
while the other 36 percent are divided among foreign companies. 


The decision in the last 10 years has been that Statoil should have a share-- 
at least 50 percent--in all allocated areas. That is one of Statoil's 
special rights. 


Another special right is that the authorities can increase Statoil's orig- 
inal share in these concessions to a maximum of 80 percent when the ex- 
ploratory activity results in discovery and extraction. The increase happens 
in accordance with a sliding scale system: The greater amounts extracted per 
day, the larger Statoil's share grows--and the more the shares of the other 


companies shrink. 


A third of Statoil's special rights is that the company is largely carried 
economically through the exploration phase 

by the other participating companies: The expense which Statoil otherwise 
would have paid in proportion to its owner share is divided as an extra 
burden on other companies. Previously the Norwegian companies had to assume 
parts of this extra burden, but now it only falls on the foreign companies. 


This arrangement and the sliding scale system mean in short that Statoil 
invests relatively less money than other companies in a risky game, and 
that Statoil also receives the decidedly largest share of the eventual 


profits. 
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Sells For the State 


A fourth special right--or it could be called a duty--is that the company is 
responsible for the sale of between 8 and 16 percent of all Norwegian oil 
and gas which comes to the State in the form of fees, so-called royalties. 
The company gets a certain provision for that sale and can earn a little 
extra from it if it succeeds in selling the resources at a higher price than 
the market price it pays back to the state. 


A fifth special right is that Statoil has a greater voice in the business 
decisions than the company's owner shares would allow in exploration and 
extraction privileges. Statoil thereby plays a very central role when it is 
decided which firms will deliver products and services for the exploitation 
of a discovery. 


A sixth special right--perhaps also considered a duty--is that Statoil is 
responsible for the sale of all Norwegian gas, whether it is owned by Statoil 
itself or other companies. Thereby other companies, for example for tax 
reasons, can not sell their Norwegian gas at a lower price to any of their 
affiliated companies in other countries. 


There are many ways to illustrate Statoil's dominant position. One of them 
is to point out that the company in 1982 disposed of about 8 of the nearly 
50 million tons of oil units which were extracted from the shelf. According 
to its own prognosis, in 1994 Statoil will dispose of over 50 of the over 

80 million tons--if the politicians do not choose to stop the growth. 


Statoil is openly dissatisfied with the report of the Melbye committee. 
But so far the company will not officially comment on it.

Recommendations for Reform

Headache" ] 


[Text] More than 10 years have passed since a unanimous 
Storting approved the creation of the national oil company 
Statoil. Even though the company has for all those 10 
years been under the scrutiny of the politicians and the 
public, we find today that a conflict is seriously arising 
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about which role the company should play in the future. 

On the nonsocialist side there is a fear that the large 
income from oil activity will make the company too power- 
ful and a desire to ensure popularly elected controi. How 
that should in practice be arranged is the issue in a 
political debate which moreover is full of incomplete 
opinions. 


The last incendiary torch in the Statoil debate was the report from the so- 
called Melbye committee which was released almost 2 weeks ago. The commit- 
tee was to discuss "the organization of national participation in oil ac- 
tivity." The committee's mandate was based on the unified report on the 
long term program for the present period from the Conservative, Christian 
People's and Center Parties which the Storting discussed before the election 
in 1981. The three parties said in this report that they were "striving 
for a maximum part of the income which goes to Statoil to be transferred 
to the national treasury," and the same parties hinted at possibilities 
"for statoil to be placed on an equal footing with other companies in which 
the more administrative tasks are taken over by other organizations.” An 
important point of departure was besides that the total national oil income 
must not be reduced. 


Melbye Committee 


The Melbye committee recommended practical solutions for how the wishes of 
the cooperating parties could be fulfilled. A central point here is how 
the state should administer its share in the different blocks, when a sig- 
nificant part of the oil income should go directly to the state, and not as 
it does now, via Statoil. 


Two solutions were offered. The first was that the state not participate in 
the operative partnership and that Statoil protect the state's share. The 
second solution was that the state participate in the partnership and have 
voting rights. The state's participating share would be protected by Stat- 
oil, but Statoil would only get the income and voting rights corresponding 
to the company's share in the individual blocks or development. Whether 
Statoil in such a case should vote the entire share would be decided by 
Statoil’s board of directors, meaning the minister of oil and energy. 


The Melbye committee recommended further that redistribution of state shares 
in the already allocated concessions be undertaken, as for example the 
Gullfaks field. For example the Melbye committee wrote in its report that 
the state could have 73 percent of the interest in that field against Stat- 


oils i2 percent. 
Political Conflict 


Comments on the committee's report came quickly. On the nonsocialist side 
they were positive, but without wanting to lock in their positions. Most 
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positive of all was Minister of Oil and Energy Vidkunn Hveding, who how- 
ever maintained that the recommended changes would not weaken Statoil as 
an oil company. 


From the Labor Party the comments were harsh: "The committee has not 
clearly differentiated administrative tasks from business tasks, as was the 
intention. We will not discuss Statoil's future on this basis," said the 
Labor Party's foremost spokesman for industrial-political matters, Finn 
Kristensen. The party chairperson and parliamentary leader Gro Harlem 
Brundtland said it this way: "The report of the Melbye committee is a crea- 
tion ordered by the conservative government!" 


There can only be speculation today over what conclusions the Ministry of 
Oil and Energy will reach. The committee report will be discussed in the 
ministry, in the government and between the three cooperating parties. 
Minister Hveding has, however, said that a Storting report will probably 
come out in the fall. 


What Will the Labor Party Do? 


Will the Labor Party completely oppose any change in the present system? 
"No,'"’ said the party's parliamentary leader Gro Harlem Brundtland to 
AFTENPOSTEN, "We will, however, discuss it on a broader basis than the 
Melbye committee report.” She referred among other things to the speech 
which she made while prime minister in the Storting debate about activity 
on the Norwegian continental shelf on 5 June 1981. Then she said, " I see 
little reason to investigate Statoil's organization and role for the long 
haul. That would only damage Statoil's role externally, and that does not 
serve us as a nation. On the other hand I believe it is necessary from time 
to time to discuss a more detailed relationship between Statoil, other oil 
companies and political authorities. The Storting's possibility for 
Supervision is a reason to devote particular attention to this. 


In the Thinking Booth 


The government and the political parties will now find themselves for a time 
in a sort of political "thinking booth" over these questions, because there 
will hardly be a Storting debate for a year at the earliest. Another cir- 
cumstance will be decisive in the coming process: The need for unity on 

such a central question in Norwegian politics. Strong conflict can give the 
effect of a ball on a rubber string, just as important principles are changed 
in keeping with the view which is defended by the shifting political majority. 
One should not be too sure that significant changes will be approved by the 
Storting before the next Storting election. Nor which conclusions the 
political participants in this great Statoil game will reach in the end.

POWER AGENCY PROPOSES PIPELINE ROUTE FOR ARCTIC GAS 
Stockholm DAGENS NYHETER in Swedish 1 Mar 83 p 3

{Text} Monday [28 February] Vattenfall [the Swedish State 
Power Agency] presented to Birgitta Dahl, minister of energy, 
its proposal on where a projected gas pipeline from North 
Norway shall be run through Sweden. If the pipeline is con- 
structed it will be one of Sweden's biggest industrial 
projects ever, with an estimated cost of 20 billion kronor. 


But there are a lot of "ifs" in the way of the project. 
First, a big enough gas find must be made off North Norway. 


Then the Norwegians must decide that it will pay to exploit it and that the gas 
shall be conducted to the continent and not sold to Great Britain, for example. 


After that, Norway must decide that the gas shall be transported via a 1/0-mile 
(= 510 English miles] pipeline through Sweden. Not through Norway or on the 
sea bottom or by tanker. 


The prerequisites are expected to become somewhat clearer by 1986 at the earli- 
est. 

"But if we are to be in on it when Norway makes its decisions, the planning must 
begin right away,” Jonas Norrby of Vattenfall said at a press conference in 
Stockholm Monday. 


The news today is that Vattenfall has now decided on one of the many alterna- 
tives that have been under study for how the pipeline--if there is one--shall 
be run through Sweden. 


The best and cheapest alternative is to run it in from the Norwegian boundary 
near Karesuando or Treriksr@set, have it pass near Svappavaara and Malmberget 
to Alvsbyn, and then follow the coast as far as Hudiksvall. 


Disturbs Reindeer 


Then Vattenfall--and Swedegas, which has been in on the planning--want to veer 
toward the west past Hedemora and Orebro to Gardsj6 in Vastergétland. 
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What is to happen to the pipeline beyond Gardsjé 
depends on Dano-Norwegian decisions; i.e., where 
the pipeline shall run in Denmark. 


Of all the local authorities that Vattenfall has 
consulted with in 17 counties and 120 communes, 
the Lapps are the only ones who have protested 

so far. A 40-meter lane through North Sweden 
would disturb the reindeer grazing, the Lapps say, 
but they add that the alternative that Vattenfall 
is now proposing is the only one that can be con- 
sidered. 


There are 7,500 land-owners who are affected by the 
planned pipeline. Vattenfall wants a year's time 
to negotiate with them.

By 1986 it is conceivable, Vattenfall says, that Norway will conclude agreements 
with various countries on gas extraction, sale, and transportation. 


In April 1986 the concession may be arranged for if everything goes well in the 
negotiations with the land-owners. 


In 1987 the pipeline legal proceedings should take place. 


After that, negotiations for the construction will take 2 years and the actual 
construction another 5 years. 


New Pipe Factory 


Planning the pipeline will take 1,300 man-years and 1,200 million kronor, and 
constructing it will take about 18,000 man-years. 


In addition a new pipe factory will probably be needed in Sweden if pipes of 
the planned dimension are to be manufactured here. Swedish Steel and Granges 
Hedlund in Jordbro are studying the matter. 
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If the pipeline is built, ahout 20 billion cubic meters of gas a year can be 
transported via Sweden to West Europe by the end of the century, or in the late 
1990's. Part of the gas can be drawn off in Sweden on the way. 


As for other gas projects, Swedegas is continuing to investigate whether there 

is a market for Russian natural gas via Finland, Owe Carlsson said at the press 
conference. If so, that gas can be obtained within the 1980's. He was not will- 
ing to say anything at all about Sydgas in the present situation.

GOVERNMENT EXPECTED TO ACT TO AID OIL INDUSTRY

[Text] Gdteborg, Monday [28 Feb]--The effects of the wors- 
ened interest terms for Swedish offshore oil industry have 
become so serious that the government will introduce new and 
more generous rules as early as this spring. That was re- 
vealed by Thage G. Pettersson, minister of industry, at the 
offshore exhibit tnat is being opened officially Tuesday in 
Goteborg. 


The criticism from the shipyards, customers, and others interested in the off- 
shore industry became violent when the government decided last fall that those 
ordering oil drilling rigs and platforms were not to get the same preferential 
interest rates as in the case of orders for vessels. 


It was a rather narrow interpretation of the international rules on state sup- 
port of shipyard orders that lay behind the worsening of the conditions last 
fall. All of a sudden loans for those ordering drilling rigs became almost 
100 percent more costly. 


"The consequences of that decision have beeen much too serious,” the minister 


of industry tells DAGENS NYHETER, "but I cannot say yet how we shall change the 
terms or when it will be put through." 


The Swedish industries that have now invested big money to get into the offshore 
market, which, with fallins oil prices, is very uncertain right now, also got 
some comforting words from the minister of industry. 


"There may be uneasiness in the market for the immediate future, but I believe 
a stable price policy will be established again. 


"T am therefore convinced that sooner or later there will be investments in the 
offshore sector." 


The question, of course, both for the minister of industry and for the indus- 


tiral firms that now have a stake in seabottom engineering in various forms, 
is how long it will take before the oil market is stabilized so that the 
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willingness to invest in the oil industry comes back. 


Among the Swedish firms that have occasion right now to view the development with 
uneasiness are those that have invested in oil rigs. The market is weak, and 

STC {expansion unknown] and Stena, among others, risk losing big money by not 
getting their rigs leased out. 


Tour 


Another of the worried people that visited the exhibit Monday was Humberton 
Penalosa, head of the Venezuelan state oil company. He is on a tour of Sweden 
to see what Swedish firms can offer. He will visit Ericsson, Atlas Copco, and 
a number of other engineering concerns. 


"I believe the price of oil will be stabilized at $30 a barrel," he tells 
DAGENS NYHETER.

OIL EXPLORATION POSSIBILITIES, ROLE OF FOREIGN FIRMS

[Interview with Mustafa Vanli, member of the Istanbul Chamber of Trade Petrole- 
um Research, Refinery, and Sales Professions Committee, by Namik Ahiska; date 
and place not specified] 

Text ] Mustafa Vanli was born in the village of Derepazari in Rize Province in 
1934. He went to primary school there and, in 1947, after graduating from 
Gelenbeyi Middle School, went to Istanbul. 


Vanli, who markets Turkish Petroleum Office products at four stations, has 
served as a member of the Istanbul Chamber of Trade Petroleum Research, Re- 
finery, and Sales Professions Committee for a year. 


Vanli, who knows English, is married and the father of three. 


[Question] Mr. Vanli, I would first like to ask your thoughts, as a petroleum 
salesman, about prices of petroleum products. Is there a distinct difference 
between prices in this nation and prices in other nations that are in the poe 
sition of being consumers? To what do you attribute the fall in the prices of 


oil-producing nations? 


[Answer] Today, prices of all the petroleum products we sell in Turkey are low 
in comparison with prices in other consumer nations. If, at first glance, 

what comes to mind is the ease in transporting oil and lower costs because of 
our proximity to oil-producing nations, this must not be thought. If we look 
at Yugoslavia and Greece, which are not affected much by these factors because 
of their closeness to us, we see that their prices are very high. As for my 
conclusions about the prices of oil-producing nations, knowing partially, I 

can say there are a number of reasons. The chief of these has been disagree- 
ment over prices among OPEC nations. These disputes still continue. Conse-~ 
quently, the fall in prices will continue as long as these disagreements do. 


Another factor besides the disputes is that the economies of these countries 
are also at the point of entering crises. If we leave aside Iran and Iraq, 
prices in even the other oil-producing countries are continuously rising, and 
demand for oil, the sole and most important source of revenue for these na- 
tions, has fallen. Because of decreasing demand, supply is affected, and ac- 
tivity at wells in the majority of areas has stopped, employees have been 


thrown out of work. 














As for the situation in Iran and Iraq, there is both another topic and another 
reason for the fall in oil prices. Just as the war between these two nations 

that has lasted for more than 2 years has caused the destruction of wells and 

a reduction in productivity, it has also ruined their economies to the utmost 

degree. In order to meet war expenses, these countries are now lowering 


prices. 


[Question] At this time, it is said that, even if oil prices continue to fall, 
Turkey will not be able to come out ahead because of the commitments it has 
made. In the meantime, too, work is underway to make prolonged commitments. 
Since Turkey will be unable to gain and since 1983 commitments have been com- 
pletely fulfilled, is there a need to maintain agreements? May we ask your 


opinion on this? 


(Answer! First of all, oil prices will continue to fall. I said that the Arab 
nations are in a state of crisis and that oil revenues are continually falling. 
Therefore, I do not think that it would be wrong for me to say that prices will 
decline further. However, even if Turkey has made 1983 commitments, rumors 
that "Turkey will not come out ahead" are incorrect. No matter what commitment 
is made, the price we pay for petroleum is the price of oil on the date of de- 
livery. If you make your agreement based on amount, you pay based on dollars. 
Consequently, to profit or not to profit depends on the status of the dollar at 
that moment. With Turkey in the position of clinging to the dollar to an ex- 
treme, gain cannot be considered. There is, however, the prospect of profita- 
bility no matter what the commitment. At this moment, crude oil sells for $28 
per barrel. If it were $26, Turkey's gain would be related to the value of the 


dollar on that date. 


{Question ] What do you think about oil exploration work in Turkey? What is 
your view as to whether or not oil will be found in Turkey? What must Turkey 


do? 


(Answer | Before I speak about exploration, let me, if you wish, touch on 
whether or not there is oil in Turkey. There is. I am not saying this using 
the classic thesis, "There is oil in Iraq, in Iran, in Bulgaria, in Greece, and 
in Syria, my friend. Can there not be any in Turkey?" Thinking about it from 
this viewpoint, the existence of oil presents itself. In the meantime, there 
is also evidence of its existence. Go and you will see oil wells at 20-meter 
intervals from Iraq to the border at Nusaybin. Why don't we also find it? I 
am saying that I believe that oil can be found, but that we remain inadequate 
in carrying out the work necessary to extract it. For doing so, it is neces- 
sary to consider the state's resources. Another topic is the need to inject 
carbonhydrate gas in order to find andpump oil from the hard stratum in which 
1t exists in our country. And we do not possess sufficient capital to do so. 
If we examine the cost of so-called "drilling" towers which are used in our oil 
extraction today and if we add the cost of augers and foreign energy, what 
surfaces is the fact that we are already rowing in vain in oil exploration. 


As for the seas, we are carrying out absolutely no oil exploration activity. 
We built a ship called the "Seismic-1l,"' and we set out to look for oil, but 
we were deceived. 


Wi 
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The cost of the work does not end with opening up a well somewhere. The tower 
at a well chat is opened, the drill hammers cannot be used again at another 
well. While we have no crews and while the cost of a well is $300 million to 
$400 million liras, it is not possible for me to possess a positive thought 


about oil exploration work. 


I touched on the existence of oil a bit. I am of the opinion that it is neces- 
sary for wells to be opened at sites very near those in Iraq, but it is said 
that Iraq does not permit us to do so on our land. If such a situation exists, 
why should we explore for oil? On the other side of the coin, the oil in our 


country is at great depths. 


Yes, if we cannot extract oil, what will we do? It is necessary to tell those 
who can, "Come."" In other words, it is necessary to invite foreign capital, 
foreign organizations. I support foreign capital entering Turkey in this case. 
This was approved in the Consultative Assembly. If the National Security Coun- 
cil also approves, I believe that positive results will occur. This, however, 
is conditional upon invitations not reverting to a form of capitulations. 


{Question} Mr. Vanli, I would like to ask you something at this time. One of 
the advantages being recognized in order to attract foreign capital is the 
ability of these organizations to transfer profits. What objections are there 


to this? 


[Answer] Now, the state will be able to do something here. It must do what 

it can so that the company does not take its profit out of the country. This, 

I suppose, could be through the sale of tobacco in exchange for the profit. It 
could take the form of having the profit reinvested in Turkey. The state must 


be able to arrange that. 


Furthermore, there are also desirous foreign organizations in this area, ones 
that wish to invest foreign capital in Turkey. On another hand, let me say 
in passing that there are many more other advantages of foreign capital. To- 
day, we are in great distress, saying, "We are all alone," in the world, in 
Europe. Today, we wonder what is the reason for Greece's status in the EEC. 
Why does France oppose Iran, saying it "can't let Iraq be seized"? This is 
because ‘oreign organizations have investments in these countries. 


I do not view what is being done today on the issue of foreign capital as ade- 
guate. It is necessary to change the petroleum law once again with sections 
devoted to foreign capital. Just as a place where you cannot go is not yours, 
oil that you cannot extract is not yours. You say that there is oil, and you 
are unable to extract it because of your own lack of resources. Then, have 


others extract it. 


Meanwhile, let us consider our ability to extract oil ourselves. Under present- 
day conditions, this does not exist. Only 20 years from now will this occur. 
The value of oil will not be maintained for 20 years, and during the interin, 
oil expenses will continue to ruin us. 
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[Question | What can you say about the quality of the domestic petroleum ob- 
tained, even though it is a small amount of what we need? What are the char- 
acteristics of high-quality petroleum? 


[Answer] The petroleum extracted in Turkey is of the quality of that of 

Libya, which is described as "heavy oil." In fact, by world standards, petro- 
leum's viscosity must be high and there must be a certain octane. Unfortunate- 
ly, our petroleum is far from measuring up to these standards. 


{Question] Mr. Vanli, despite your being a petroleum salesman, do you prefer 
another source of energy to take the place of oil? If another source of energy 
to replace oil would put you in a difficult position, would you want new energy 
sources to be found? 


{Answer} My being a petroleum salesman cannot make me criticize the discovery 
of a new source of energy. This is because each retailer in Turkey, let alone 
me, will take a position in a new professional branch if he no longer earned 
his bread and butter from this profession. Perhaps, he would distribute the 
new energy source. However, the issue is that Turkey will gain from this. It 
is not necessary to look for another source of energy. There is already in 
Turkey another source of energy -- hydroelectric energy. Therefore, Turkey 
must lean on hydroelectric energy rather than on the use of petroleum energy. 
Our water resources are endless. Most of it goes to waste. Look. Let me 
say one thing here. At the 10th World Energy Conference, Turkey was criticized 
for not being able to produce hydroelectric energy from the water resources it 


possesses. 


This energy, which is called "white coal" in Italy and Japan, is very impor- 
tant. 


(Question| What are your thoughts on the subject of marketing petroleum and 
petroleum products in Turkey? I wonder if there are differences between the 
marketing activities of corporations such as Mobil, Shell, and BP, which are 
in Turkey, and the marketing methods of the Turkish Petroleum Office. Which 
has established the better merketing network, does the better marketing job? 


[Answer| There are, of course, differences between the methods of organiza- 
tions like Shell, BP, and Mobil and the marketing methods of the Petroleum Of- 


fice. 


First, these foreign corporations you mention demonstrate a difference from 

the Petroleum Office in their selection of marketing focuses. These organiza- 
tions do not open stations everywhere, in every remote corner of the country, 
as the Petroleum Office does. Naturally, their stations do not and cannot pro- 
vide supplementary services. On the other hand, they pay extreme attention to 
capital structure when they issue retail permits. Furthermore, they demand 
that various requirements pertaining to cleanliness and maintenance be carried 
out at the stations they lease. These organizations only build their stations 
in specific centers, particularly large, residential areas or on highway belts 
connecting these types of areas. 











Such a thing does not occur with the Petroleum Office. However, when saying, 
"Such a thing does not occur with the Petroleum Office," it is unfair to say 
that this organization of ours does not do what it must. It is forced to do 
this because it is a Turkish corporation. 


Another point of difference is that the foreign corporations under discussion 
also operate from various advantages recognized their stations. In spite of 
their being little things, they are the reason why station owners provide bet- 


ter service. 


Coming to the monetary aspect of marketing, both the Petroleum Office and the 
others sell their gas for cash. No other form of payment is used. In addition 
to all this, another factor is that products of the foreign companies are of 
higher quality -=- and what a pity even though the difference is small -- than 


those of the Petroleum Office. 


{Question} In what manner do retailers, who constitute an important chain for 
sales, operate? You spoke a while ago of foreign corporations' demanding 

specific standards when they furnish gasoline. What are they? I believe that 
there is a difference between us and European countries from the standpoint of 


Station structure. 


[Answer It is unfortunate that most of the retailers emphasize profit more 
than service. It is very natural that there is also a difference here between 
our country and European countries. In Europe, a station has facilities such 
as bathrooms, a shop, a cafe, and a small hotel to meet every sort of need of 
purchasers. Most of them even have portable showers in their bathrooms for 
International Highway Transport drivers. We have so few such stations, they 
can be counted on your hands. There may even be none. 


However, recently, progress has been made to design stations in specific areas 
that cater to tourists. Companies that provide gas are working toward this 
end, and the state is making efforts toward this end. Ome of these and the 
most important one, is low-cost, long-term “bathroom credit," which is being 
considered for the construction of bathrooms. I believe that many stations 


will seek to benefit from this. 


[Question | Mr. Vanli, my last question concerns retailers who sell petroleum 
and petroleum products. However, I am not asking about stations here. My 
question is related with distribution procedures administered from a bureau 
that is opened. There has been a series of complaints on this issue. Those 
who need heating fuel raise various complaints about deliveries. What per- 
centage of these are valid? What types of measures can be taken to prevent 


complaints? 


[Answer There is a measure of truth in complaints about deliveries to homes 
in particular. Those who complain are definitely complaining about private 
firms. These complaints arise from being given fuel of a lower grade than re- 
quested and being given a smaller amount of fuel than registered by allowing 
air to enter into the hose. Yes, this is true. But, it is possible to pre- 
vent this. At one time, distribution was organized through bureaus opened by 
anyone. Distribution is not that easy. There is a need for capable, 
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trustworthy personnel. Furthermore, complaints about distribution must be 
heard. It is necessary to consider what can be done about then. 


Coming to measures, the first measure, in fact, was preventing just anyone 
from opening up a bureau. However, such a movement to prevent this is not a 
topic of consideration in Turkey today. Another measure is for the person who 
places an order to be knowledgeable. If he is not, then he must, I suppose, 
stay by the tanker during delivery, for example. 


In order to eliminate this type of complaint at apartment buildings in particu- 
lar, I can say that there is a need for fuel to be obtained from one person, 
from the manager, for instance, and a need for the manager to be knowledgeable 
and competent in this area.

OIL LAW KEY TO FOREIGN ROLE IN DOMESTIC PRODUCTION

[Text } Approximately 45,000 barrels of petroleum are produced in Turkey each 
day. This is only 15 percent of the nation's needs. When the figure is scrue 
tinized, however, this means between $500 million and $550 million per year. 


Even this amount demonstrates what sort of importance this subject bears. 


Daily production in Turkey is at present: 

Shell: 21,300 barrels. 

TPAO [Turkish Petroleum Corporation]: 19,900 barrels. 
Mobil: 4,400 barrels. 

Ersan: 100 barrels. 


No matter what economies we make, our oil needs grow with every passing day, 
and, conversely, as we explained previously, our reserves on hand diminish 


gradually. 


In that case, what must be done is to extract oil that is difficult to pump 
in regions of known reserves by using what is called second and third methods 
and, particularly, to discover new, rich fields. 


The TPAO is making a truly valiant effort in this area. 
New Fields 


The most important issue in oil preduction is the discovery of new, productive 
fields. A new field means new hope, new contributions. 


However, no matter where in the world it be, there are four basic conditions 
for finding and producing oil in a nation: 


l. The existence of oil as a result of geological structure. 


2. Large amounts of capital. 
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3. Techniques and experience. 


4. Attaining production. 


As we stated before, if Turkey is not an oil nation according to information 
at this time, it is, at least, a nation that carries the hope of being able to 
extract enough petroleum to meet its ow needs. 


Several sites in the nation are, from the geological standpoint, appropriate 
for fulfilling this hope, but exploration there has not produced results as yet 
or realistic exploration has not been carried out. 


In these regions, deep test wells have not been attempted much to date because 
of techniques and because of costs. The rising cost of oil, however, has 


opened the door to risky enterprises. 


Risks, Experiments 


As is seen, oil exploration in Turkey is an extremely risky venture. Test 
well-, which require a great deal of capital, do not result in positive con- 


clusions. 


Both TPAO and Shell, two large companies that produce in Turkey, have obtained 
positive results at about 20 percent of their test sites. 


We can say this using another form of explanation. In order to discover a 
million-barrel field, an organization with an exploration division must spend a 
minimum of $15 million (approximately 3 billion liras). This also demonstrates 
how expensive an enterprise oil exploration, discovery, and production is. In 
contrast to the amount of money spent on importation though, exploring for and 
finding oil is also a very productive event. 


The most valuable method of reducing risks in oil exploration is experimenta- 
tion and the possession of equipment. Good equipment and good materials ensure 
descent to the required depth without a loss of time. But, the most productive 
method is experimentation. It is for this reason that Turkey has felt the need 
to be open to foreign capital in the area of petroleum. 


The recent "Petroleum Law" that was approved is the result of this necessity. 


If a new corporation that will come to Turkey, which is a country in which ex- 
ploration does not have a very high probability of success, is only to experi- 
ment and is ensured it can, it can hope to meet its expenses and make a profit. 


The recent law has taken on the form of being extremely attractive from this 
standpoint and from the standpoint of foreign investors through its basic 
structure. 


The law implies several articles of guarantee for encouraging exploratory ac- 
tivity. 











True Hope 


The true hope for finding new oil fields in Turkey is in the seas. 


The discovery of an extraordinarily good field off the coast of Laros Island 
in Greece's northern Aegean Sea is the best sign of this. 


This, too, is the most important reason for Greece's insistence upon claiming 
the Aegean continental shelf. 


Outside the Aegean, the Black Sea coast is one of the sites which requires en- 
phasis from this standpoint. The existence of vast and excellent oil in Batum 
and Romania, at the two ends of the Black Sea, causes one to think, willingly 
or unwillingly, that there could be similar fields along Turkey's Black Sea 


coast. 


It is certain that the sudden and steep drop-off along the Black Sea coast 
would hamper commercial production. This is because present-day technology is 
appropriate for exploration and production only to a depth of 200 meters. How- 
ever, just as England and Norway's productivity in the North Sea, which is not 
less tempestuous than the Black Sea, is another indicator, it is certain that 
developing technology will make progress toward exploration at greater depths. 


What is most hopeful for us is that, even if initial exploration does not proe 
duce results, =here is also Iskenderun Bay and the area that extends as far as 


northern Cyprus. 


The structure, the depth of the sea, and the existence of an extension of a 
former sea bed, as far as can be detected in the region, make it possible to 
have dreams that there could be rich oil fields. 


If Turkey is to become an oil-rich country one day, it will, with high probabil- 
ity, be from the sea. 


Petroleum Law 
The petroleum law brought these changes: 


l. <A corporation that discovers oil will have the right to export 35 percent 
of the oil it produces on land, 45 percent of the oil it produces at sea. 


2. A corporation will be able to use foreign exchange it obtains from exporta- 
tion outside the country for every sort of foreign-exchange payment. 


3. A corporation that discovers oil will have the right to transport and re- 
fine its oil or contract others to do so. 


4. The TPAO has been prevented from obtaining permits and keeping closed ex- 
ploration fields for which it does not have the capacity to explore itself. 
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5. Statutes for speeding up procedures have been introduced. 
6. State fee schedules have been redesigned to favor exploration. 


7. It was proposed that likely fields for the discovery of oil be covered by 
the petroleum law through a Council of Ministers’ decision.

BUNDESBANK'S SCHLESINGER ON INTEREST RATES, EMS, MONETARY POLICY

[Interview with Helmut Schlesinger, Vice President of the German Bundesbank, 
by Burkhart Salchow, date and place not specified: "Stability is Making 
Good Progress--The Vice President of the German Bundesbank Places His Hopes 
in a Moderate Round of Wage Increases for 1983"] 


[Text] RHEINISCHER MERKUR/CHRIST UND WELT: What do you consider to be the 
greatest dangers to a positive development of our economy in 1983? 


Helmut Schlesinger: Disregarding the risks inherent in foreign trade, we 
might consider primarily the development of public finances and wage expen- 
ditures among the internal risk area. If the plans proposed by the FRG 
Government for 1983 were to be implemented, this would be a contributing 
factor in producing only an insignificant overall federal deficit and in 
reducing the structural part of the deficit, within narrow limits. An in- 
crease in the overall deficit would, according to those plans, be caused 
solely by business trends. If this lime of action were to be observed by 
the provinces and communities as well, this would, in my opinion, eliminate 
any dangers to economic development. 


A second item is the 1983 round of wage increases, which still remains an 
open question. Here the important issue is take into account the profit- 
ability of the enterprise when making wage agreements; despite some signs of 
recove~v, the profitability picture is still quite bleak. In any case, 
private investment activity will take an upswing only when profitability 
prospects improve. However, I am under the impression that the foregoing 
problems are being duly considered in the 1983 wage negotiations. 


[Question] Despite great progress in stabilization in the United States, with 
their high real interest rate of 5-6 percent, they constitute a disturbing 
factor in the financial markets. Should we conclude from this that coopera- 
tion with the U.S. Federal Reserve System, which the Bundesbank so frequently 
cites in glowing terms, only works in one direction now, since the elimina- 
tion of the "U.S. disturbance factor" is apparently no longer feasible? 


[Answer] When we speak of cooperation with the Federal Reserve System, we 
are primarily referring, to our cooperation in the field of monetary policy, 
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foreign currency interventions in and exchanges of opinion about appropriate 
monetary policies. In this respect, cooperation is excellent and by no 
means a one-way street. On the other hand, I concede that the U.S. interest 
rate is high. But the fact that the Un ted States has such high nominal 

as well as actual interest rates is based on specific factors existing in 
the United States, which in my opinion is not closely related to Federal 


Reserve policy as such. 


i consider the extremely high U.S. budget deficit to be one of the reasons 
for the interest rate. Also, the high interest rate is perhaps connected to 
the fact that the rate of inflation in the United States was quite high a 
while back. The American people developed a suspicious attitude toward 
economic policy in general, resulting in the fact that even today lenders 
still demand a high rate of interest to cover their risks. What is therefore 
required in the United States on the one hand is a continuation of a 
stability-oriented Federal Reserve policy--and I don't doubt that it will 
continue--while on the other hand it is essential that the U.S. budget 
deficit be reduced. The chairman of the Federal Reserve Board is presently 
making strenuous efforts to make that quite clear. He can of course only 
try to persuade the politicians, without exercising direct influ2nce upon 
their decisions. This is no different in the United States than in the FRG. 


[Question] While it is true that the longest post-war high-interest period 
resulted in taking the FRG'’s GNP out of the red, the simultaneously desired 
increase in stability turned out to be minimal. In view of the sorely 

missed "1" in front of the decimal point of the inflation rate, was there 
perhaps something wrong with the Bundesbank's cash management policy--did 

you perhaps infuse a little too much Central Bank money into the market place? 


[Answer] First of all, the drop in the rate of inflation was not as 
negligible as your question would indicate. Barely one year ago we still 
had a seasonally adjusted inflation rate of close to 7 percent. Now we have 
arrived at something below 4 percent. That constitutes significant progress, 
if you consider the possibilities of price reductions resulting therefrom. 
But certainly this progress is still insufficient. The fact that it wasn't 
any greater is not primarily the fault of monetary policy, but rather be- 
cause this inflation was based on increased costs of imports. Jn our type 
of economy it just isn't possible to compensate for continuing price increases 
in import goods in the internal pricing system in such a way that you end up 
with a price increase rate of zero or 1 percent. If it were possible, 

prices of German-made goods would have to have been lowered. But our price 
system has no downward elasticity. To that extent, our progress in 

stability is not inconsiderable. Nor do I think that we can deduce from the 
development of the inflation rate that the increased money flow within the 
FRG was too great. Om the contrary, we are being accused of having been to 


restrictive. 


[Question] Some exchange relationships within the European Monetary System 
(EMS) are said to be umrealiatic. What could be done to expedite some over- 


due exchange rate adjustments? 
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[Answer] The EMS's problem does not consist of expediting exchange rate 
adjustments. The EMS is supposed to create exchange rate stability and 
internal stability. The mission of the EMS is therefore to control, as 

much as possible, those factors which would force changes in the exchange 
rates. It is therefore necessary to reduce inflation in the EC states. In 
my opinion, that is the only justifiable objective. It is an attitude which 
is understandable and appropriate within the system if those countries, in 
which a particular development might lead one to think that a change in the 
exchange rate would be advisable, do not implement such an exchange rate 
adjustment in a hurry, but rather try to bring about changes within their 
internal situation in such a way as to make exchange rate adjustments 
unnecessary. Procedurally, there is nothing to prevent a quick exchange 
rate adjustment. If a country felt that its exchange rate should be changed, 
it has so far always been able to do so. No, the real problem is for a 
ccuntry to avoid drifting into a situation which makes an exchange rate 
adjustment unavoidable. 


[Question] While 1982 Bundesbank earnings have been lower than the record 
earnings of 1981, the earnings transfer to the FRG Government will never- 
theless be still a little higher than a year ago, when the FRG minister of 
finance took in DM 10.5 billion. Could you explain the consequences to the 
public of this surely repeated attempt by the Bundesbank to neutralize the 
act of creating money by this earnings transfer? 


[Answer] Bundesbank earnings for fiscal year 1982 have not yet been deter= 
mined; but the Bundesbank has already indicated that the government can 
expect an earnings transfer of about DM 11 billion for the 1983 budget. 
Payment to the FRG government for 1982 will therefore be somewhat larger 
than that for 1981. This earnings transfer will increase the liquidity of 
the banking system. That is the only step which can be precisely analyzed. 
Bundesbank policy has already during the past months taken care that this 
earnings transfer would not cause an unmanageable increase in liquidity in 
the banking system. The Bundesbank does this by very short-term refinancing 
of the banks; liquidity requirements. In paying out the Bundesbank profits, 
this gap, which is covered for only the short term, will later be covered 
more or less permanently. This is the reason why there will be no such thing 


as excessive liquidity. 
[Question] And what is the situation with the cash flow production? 


(Answer) This is a difficult theoretical question. The Bundesbank is not 
creating money in the sense that it lets manna fall from heaven. The 
Bundesbank pays out profits it has made from interest, minus its own 
operating costs and minus funds allocated to reserves and payment of residual 
obligations. To that extent we do not create money any more than a bank 
which declares a dividend. We are dealing here with revenues which we have 
removed from the intake cycle during the year and which we now return to 

the intake cycle--certainly all at once, and for the benefit of the treasury. 


[Question] During the 1960s and 1970s, the central banks of the FRG and 
Swtizerland appeared to be vying for the unofficial title of "stability world 











champion." In the meantime, the Japanese too have passed us in that respect 
by maintaining their 1982 policy for the longer term. Can we learn some- 
thing from Japanese monetary policy? 


[Answer] Japanese successes in economic development and economic policy 

are admirable. They merit being studied. We are attempting to do this. 
However, I am under the impression that the somewhat greater successes in 
stability in Japan are not primarily the result of a better monetary policy. 
Rather, they are the result of the total economic situation, including 
overall policy. In regaining Japanese monetary stability, a great factor 
was the fact that Japan was better able to cope with the second oil price 
increase than was the FkG. 


Actual wages were reduced in Japan to compensate for increased energy costs ; 
in 1980 and 1981 as compared with 1979. This means that during those years 

Japanese wages did not increase as much as did prices. The profitability 

of Japanese enterprises was therefore impaired to a lesser degree than here. 

Additionally, Japan's investment percentage is considerably greater than 

ours, thus providing the opportunity of increasing productivity and of 

creating a competitive edge. You don't have to look aroune too far in the 

German market to find proof of Japanese competitive strength. The strength 

of the Japanese economy must he viewed in this context. Until now I have 

not come up with a starting point of how we could improve our monetary policy 


by emulating the Japanese. 


[Question] Within the Bundesbank, the justifiable opinion prevails that the 
illusion of money no longer has an impact on the majority of German citizens, 
given their bitter experience with monetary devaluation. In other EC 
countries--say, France, or Italy--people do not seem to have progressed to 
that insight. How would you describe today's relationship between the average 
German citizen and his money? 


[Answer] The citizen of the FRG is fully informed in matters of money, and 
acts accordingly. That is why toying with inflation as a lubricant for 
avoiding social conflicts or for the intention of creating new jobs is 
totally without effect in the FRG. The FRG citizen has no more illusions 
about money. If we were to take measures which he would consider inflation- 
ary, he would counter such a danger by making his own decisions. As a 
result, inflationary efforts to create demand would not at all have the 


effect one might expect of them.

LIQUIFIED GAS CARRIER TERMINAL HELPS NANTES-ST-NAZAIRE

[Text] For most European ports 1982 was a particularly bleak year that reflected 
the decline in international trade. In this context of heightened competition, 
the variations in trade of the different centers are even more significant-- 
adversity reveals the winners, or those with the best advantages. 


In this regard, the Research Center for the Expansion of Anvers came up with the 
following preliminary figures in 1982: Dunkerque (-12 percent), Le Havre (-20 
percent), Bremen (+0.8 percent), Hamburg (status quo), Rotterdam (-0.4 percent), 
Zeebrugge (-5 percent). In comparison to these mediocre figures Anvers was 
proud of its 5.4 percent increase in traffic, which was, however, less than 
Amsterdam's (+6 percent) and Ghent's (+18 percent). The Belgian port has broken 
all its records, thanks to a 10 percent increase in bulk traffic. 


The figures for French ports in comparison to their competitors are particularly 
mediocre. In this very difficult situation of French ports, however, there is 
a notable exception: Nantes~-Saint-Nazaire. 


In the French port environment the Basse Loire went against the grain in 1982. 
With a total of 15.791 million tons, Nantes-Saint-Nazaire is the only large 
port that increased its traffic. For Nantes-Saint-Nazaire the increase was 10.6 


percent. 


The number one factor in this growth was the opening of the Montoir methane 
terminal, which since last spring has been receiving liquified natural gas from 
Algeria. This was new traffic of a little over 2 million tons for the port. 


However, there were two other areas that port authorities willingly emphasized: 
general and containerized cargo on the one hand, and animal feed on the other. 
The former increased by 12.1 percent, while other important ports declined in 


this area. 


This shows the twofold result of setting up spe ialized equipment and having 
increased commercial activity, with the latter be ing helped by the former. The 
general cargo and container terminal has been operating since the end of June 
and strengthens regular existing lines, such as the ones tc Africa handled by 
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SCADOA (Joint Shipping Service for West Africa) and SITRAM (Ivorian Marine Transport 
Company). 


With 1.3 million tons, livestock feed--predominantly soybeans and oilcakes--leaped 
by 37 percent. 


But it is not so much the figures that have made satisfaction on the estuary climb. 
It is more the feeling being caused by the return of traffic that until now had 
been going through Belgian and Dutch ports. 


This is perhaps the result of stopovers by large ships for bulk goods at Montoir, 
which, with its deep ports and facilities, has made the equipment in the west of 
France comparable to that in northern European ports. 


This diversification in traffic has led Nantes-Saint-Nazaire to project an activity 
of about 19 million tons in 1983. 


An increase in methane is counted on and the Basse Loire will add coal traffic 
to petroleum, which must maintain a fairly stable traffic because of the recent 
changes (2 billion francs) at Elf's Donges refinery. 


Coal plays a role in the prospects for the two new portions of the Cordemais electric 
plant, the first of which should be connected to the network next autumn. 


Coal has, however, been a "sore spot": the delay in opening a current section of 
Cordemais that had been converted to this fuel upset the port's predictions. 


These two factors affected the port's receipts and helped increase the indebtedness 
of the autonomous port since it did not carry forward its equipment expenses. The 
coal terminal will be opened in June, and the agricultural terminal in September. 
Although in the 1983 budget of Nantes-Saint-Nazaire investment has declined in 
comparison to 1982, it is still 240 million francs.

PRICE RISES UNDER PASOK REPORTED

NO SHORT-TERM DIFFICULTIES FORESEEN IN FOREIGN DEBT SERVICING 
Lisbon O JORNAL in Portuguese 25 Feb-3 Mar 83 p 27

[Excerpt] The secretary of state for the treasury, Walter Marques, told 
O JORNAL that Portugal's foreign debt service for this year calls for $900 
million in debt payments and an additional $1.3 billion in interest payments. 


Portugal’s total foreign debt in November 1982 was $12.3 billion, 28 percent 
of which was short-term debt resulting in great part to trade credit. 


Tespite a slight improvement in the foreign debt"s term structure (in 1981 
short-term debt was 32 percent of the total), the Finance Ministry and the 
Bank of Portugal are looking into having the central bank's guidelines 

revised. These guidelines required importers of essential goods to resort 


to foreign credit. 


Eventually, access to credit for non-essential goods such as automobiles, 
appliances, and video eqiipment, which weigh heavily in the trade balance, 
will also be restricted. 


According to Walter Marques, the government has two basic guidelines for 
managing the foreign debt: not to increase the weight of short-term borrowing 
and diversify the currencies and markets in which loans are contracted. 


As a matter of fact, we already turned to the West German capital markets 
in 1982 and for the first time we offered bonds on the Japanese market. 
These guidelines are being followed in 1983. 


Payment of the Large Loan 


The government anticipates a $2.1 billion deficit for this year. This 
deficit is to be financed by foreign loans. Of these, the government will 
raise $650 million, as the state budget authorizes, and the remainder will 
be raised by businesses, the Bank of Portugal and foreign investment. The 
outlook for foreign investment is not very bright because of the political 
crisis in Portugal. 








It should be pointed out that the $900 million debt payment, of which $200 
million is to go toward buying off the large loan of $750 million obtained 
in 1978, means a reduction in the foreign debt. This allows Portugal to 

obtain an equal amount in credits without increasing its level of indebted- 


ness. 


The secretary of state considers the interest payments on the debt to be 
"in effect heavy". Interest payments represent more than 50 percent of the 
expected current account deficit. Nevertheless, this item is showing 
relatively moderate growth: it was $1.2 billion in 1982. 


There will not be any Abnormal Difficulties 


As usual, this year Portugal will have to make short-term debt payments 
totaling $3.4 billion. These payments, however, will not be made only 
through incurring debt; Portugal has other sources of revenue. 


"There is no reason, in the short-term, to expect abnormal difficulties in 
paying otf debts," stressed the secretary of state for the treasury. He 
added that Portugal would have to subject itself to harsher conditions 

in the financial markets because of the decrease liquidity that has occurred. 


Walter Marques pointed out that that situation is not particular to Portugal. 
He noted that Spain, Denmark, and Greece, for example, have also had great

Despite the difficulties experienced in the international money markets, 
Portugal is going to negotiate a loan of between $300 and $400 million this 
March and during the second half of the year it should again turn to the 
financial markets to sell different kinds of instruments, such as the bond 
offer made in Japan and Germany. Another possibility *s to obtain credits 
in pounds as well as turning to the Eurodollar market.

INFLATION KEY TO DECLINE OF EXPORTS, DOMESTIC MARKET GROWTH 


Istanbul GUNAYDIN in Turkish 14 Mar 83 p 5 


{fText} In these days when we make great efforts to "promote exports", it has 
been pointed out that greater importance must be given to "the fight against 
inflation.” 


It is stressed that one of the most grievious blows inflation dealt to the 
nation’s economy was its being an obstacle to exports. Experts on economics 
draw attention to the fact that, because of high inflation, "domestic markets 
have become more attractive and profitable." They defend the theory that "in 
this kind of situation businessmen prefer to make sales on the domestic market 
instead of striving to export. Because inflation affects people's buying power, 
all sources which could have been turned to exports are used on the domestic 
market.” 


Foreign Currency Prices 


The experts also draw attention to the fact that, because of inflation, the gap 
between foreign currency official rates and free market prices is growing wider. 
When there are "delays" in readjusting foreign currency prices or an inability 
to fix "realistic rates", "exports" cease to be "profitable" and and imports 
yield higher profits, according to the experts who submit the following views: 


"In cases where a realistic rate is not established, export goods remain expens- 


nflatrian 


ive in foreign markets. And because we are unable to control inflation in our 
domestic market and because our inflation is higher than that of our competitors, 
our capacity to compete is shattered. We cannot sell goods abroad.” 


Heading ror Bad Times 


"Under the circumstances, imports become more attractive. As imports increase 
so does domestic consumption. And because our exports decline, the amount of 
foreign currency that comes into our country declines also, to a large extent. 


When foreign currency becomes unavailable to our industrv, it is unable then to 
buy the imporred commodities needed for pro '‘uction. Production is no longer 
possible. Hence a returmm to the old, bad days. 








The experts say that "the financial sources which are diverted from exports 
and channeled to other sectors" constitute a "second blow" to exports. Particul- 
arly the funds wnich are taken away from export credits and are used to save 
enterprises which cannot "match the pace of the new economic conditions”. 
Experts claim they hinder exports both because they raise inflation and because 
they curtail incentives to export.

KETENCI ON LEGALIZATION OF TOTAL UNION ‘IMPOTENCE’

[Text] Proposals on unionization and the formulation of collective agreements 
and the study of drafts of laws which will shape the future of the right to 
Strike will continue for a few more days. At the evaluation meeting held by 
academic experts on labor law in Istanbul, the wish was expressed that legal 
rulings about which almost unanimous reservations were voiced should be 
cevis:d so as to eliminate those reservations and that the rulings about which 
there were divergent views should be debated again. 


Turk-Is [Turkish Confederation of Labor] was not present at the above mention- 
ed seminar. Nor is it significant whether the meeting of academic experts held 
vesterday and today in Ankara reflected its opinions in a literal sense. Turk- 
Is and TISK [Turkish Confederation of Employer Unions] have submitted their 
views on the drafts separately, in writing. The TISK viewpoint reflects at 
least the opinions and aims of the majority of unionized emplovers. However, 
even if generally speaking, the Turk-Is viewpoint can be accepted as protect- 
e rights of the workers, it cannot be viewed as actually reflecting the 
of all the workers and all the unions. Those who could not be present 

can be reached through those who voiced their criticisms. The wav to labour 

o democratic trade umion rights will be open to the extent that 
constructive criticism is achieved. 


However, the draft rulings are a cause for concern insofar as to whether they 
are aDpDlicable to workers and their unions, to an autonomous trade union system, 
to umionization, to collective agreements and to the right to strike. As the 
articles of the drafts are studied and the consequences of implementation 
debated , an ever greater number of new dimensions related to restrictions 
emerge, to wit a simple comparison between a numerical breakdown of the 
various umions and the types of Labor and workplaces which prohibit striking.

The view that prohibitions on striking were broad and went beyond the intent 
of the law and that they should be tightened was expressed not only on the 
part of the workers but by the experts also. 


Another illustration with figures of the revisions related to union revenues, 
brings out the fact that a worker's remuneration for 17 years can be offset 
by the cost of one month of striking. 


On the whoie, the dratts essentially hurt the measures aimed at preventing 
union inflation and at developing strong unions, and the svstem which is 
based on the multiplicity and the autonomy of unions. If the rulings on the 
drafts are not changed, the system will automatically tend toward a single 
union; it will no longer be possible to plan for new stronger unions, and 
revisions of rights on this question will remain on paper.

REPORT ON NEW SEE ORGANIZATIONAL MODEL ~ 


Istanbul CUMHURIYET in Turkish 28 Feb 83 pp 1,13 


[Text | Ankara--A report that defines the principles necessary to adapt the 
SEE | State Economic Enterprises | to the new organizational nodel has been pre- 
pared. According to the report, the SEE will work in an autonomous manner 
within the economic rules of productivity and profit-making. A SEE Coordina- 
tion and Advisory Council will be established as well as a Union of State 
Economic Enterprises, headed by a minister acting in behalf of the prime minis- 
ter. Those who serve in legislative bodies or in political parties will not be 
allowed to serve in the SEE before a 5-year period has elapsed. Wages of those 
working in the SEE will be regulated outside the State Public Employees Law 

in accordance with market conditions. In addition, a personnel selection 

and placement center will be set up for personnel employed in the SEE. 


In the SEE organizational report, it was proposed that a framework law dealing 
with the subject be enacted. 


Under the new organizational format of the SEE, a Union of State Economic En- 
terprises will be tormed and will be chaired by a minister of state or a minis- 
ter representing the prime minister. The Union of State Economic Enterprises 
will consist of a chairman and eight members. 


In addition to the Union of State Economic Enterprises, an SEE Coordination and 
Advisory Council, also chaired by a minister, will be formed. Related minis- 
ters, the SPO ; State Planning Organization | undersecretary, the treasury secre- 
tary general, and the chairmen of the Erchequer and Audit Department, the Su- 
oreme Supervisory Council, and the Central Bank will participate on this coun- 
cil. The SEE Coordination and Advisory Council will be charged with the funce- 
tions of evaluating Union of State Economic Enterprises' proposals in the light 
of government policies and of relaying to various bodies related government de- 
cisions in accordance with the law. The council will also make proposals to 
the government on issues such as the establishment of new SEE, the elimination 
of any of the SEE, and solutions to joint problems of these organizations. As 
tor the administrative councils of sector holding companies, those of the SEE 
atfiliated with it will be the responsibility of the Union of State Economic 


Enterprises. 








Each of the SEE attacned to the Union of State Economic Enterprises will have 
an administrative council consisting of a chairman and four members. These 
members will be nominated by the SEE Coordination and Advisory Council and will 
be appointed by the government for 5-year terms. aA director general named by 
the Union or State Economic Enterprises will possess the executive responsibil- 
itv of the SEE. 


Some of the qualifications sought in persons who will become administrative 
council chairmen, members, and directors general in the Union of State Economic 
Enterprises, sector holding companies, and the SEE are: 


[1.5 Persons who have served in legislative bodies or on provincial or central 
administrative councils of political parties cannot be named to these posts be- 
tore a 5-year period has elapsed. 

[26 | Persons must have received a higher education in the field of operation, 
have worked tor 10 years in operations and in high-level public administration, 
and have been active for 5 years in administration. 


3.) No one empioyed in the SEE may serve in political parties. Writing arti- 
S, making statements, and participating in similar activities in support of 
olitical party are prohibited.

The report, which criticizes the ties of personnel employed in the SEE to the 
state personnel system, claims that the SEE are unable to operate within the 
rules of a market ecomomy with such a staff and concludes that it is necessary 
to reorganize the SEE personnel system through a law. When drafting a law deal- 
dealing with the personnel system, it is asked that these points be emphasized: 


Ll. Wages must be set in accordance with market conditions.

ZONGULDAK MINERS RETURN AFTER RETIREMENT SNAFU

(Text  Ankara--The situation of workers who were retired from their jobs at 
the Zonguldak-Eregli Coal Works at the initiative of the employer was taken up 
by the Marcial Law Commandant. Employees began to be called back to work 
through a "notary public" in accordance with Order No 762 dated 1 January 1983. 
Workers at underground coal works were retired when an article of the SSK 
|Social Security Organization Directorate General } law was interpreted in a 
variant manner by the employer. It was determined that this situation violated 
National Security Council decisions, and both the Martial Law Commandant and 
the Ministry of Labor were notified. 


The law makes an exception by giving workers at the Eregli Coal Works who are 

50 years of age and who have put in 1,800 days of work underground the right 

to retire. This, however, is to be carried out at the request of the worker. 
The employer took it upon itself to retire workers based on this statute. In 
order for an employer to retire a worker, it is necessary to base a decision on 
a health report as to whether or not the individual is able to work underground. 
Despite this, the employer, which is a public organization, used this applica- 
rion for close to 10,000 workers, and complaints arose. 


Consultative Assembly member Mustafa Alpdundar brought the suoject up before 
the assembly, and the Ministry of Labor and the Martial Law Commandant were in- 
tormed about the situation. Aiter investigating the status of young workers 
who had puc in 1,300 working days and who were re*ired at an early age, the 
workers began to be summoned back to their jobs the commandant through "'no-

INSURANCE FOCUSES ON AGRARIAN SECTOR, OTHER AREAS

[Text] Ankara--A draft law dealing with "social security for those working in- 
dependently in agriculture and insurance for their products," which will pro- 
vide social security to 10.5 million citizens employed in the agricultural, 
forestry, hunting, and fishing sector, has taken on its final form. The draft 
was prepared by the Ministry of Social Security. [Text incomplete. | Monthly 
disability payments will be calculated at 70 percent of the product of the pre- 
mium within the preceding year as noted on the index table multiplied by the 
basic index coefficient. Those receiving disability insurance who require con- 
tinuous care will receive monthly payments of 80 percent of this amount. Dis- 
ability payments will begin at the first of the month following receipt of a 
report establishing the disability. 


Life Insurance 


Life insurance benefits will be paid monthly to the spouse, children, and par- 
ents of the deceased. The bill, which includes a statute for the payment of a 
lump sum and coverage of funeral expenses, defines conditions for receipt of 
monthly payments from life insurance. It reads: 


"Beneficiaries of those who have paid insurance premiums for at least 3 full 
years at the time of death, of those who die while receiving monthly disability 
or retirement benefits or after obtaining the right to such benefits, of those 
insured who die whose monthly disability or old-age benefits have been ex- 
hausted, and of those who had paid insurance premiums for at least 3 full years, 
had requested a lump-sum payment, and had not received this payment will be 
granted monthly benefits by written request. However, there will be no re- 
quired term for payment of pre ‘ums for death from a work accident or an occu- 


pational disease while insure. 


"In no case can the death benefit monthly payment exceed 90 percent of the 
product of the coefficient multiplied by the basic level of monthly payment." 


Under the draft law, the death benefit monthly payment or the amount of the 


lump-sum payment will be calculated at 50 percent for the widowed spouse and at 
25 percent for the children.

Product Insurance 


The draft law proposes the provision of assistance under the name, "product 
insurance,"' for those who suffer partial or total loss due to disasters. Aid 
will also be given if a minimum loss of 40 percent of the crop's value is en- 
countered between the time of planting and harvesting. 


Covering Memorandum 


In the draft law's covering memorandum, it is pointed out that, while 10.5 mil- 
lion of the 18,187,000 persons active in business consist of families working 
in the agricultural, forestry, hunting, and fishing sector, social security has 
not been able to be provided to this sector. The covering memorandum states, 
"If the bill becomes law, in addition te guaranteeing social security, which 
has been the dream of the Turkish villager for many years in keeping with our 
constitution, products, harvests, and other agricultural resources will *:~ve 
been insured. In this way, social security, for which the first steps were 
taken in 1921, will have been developed and broadened after 62 years and will 
have attained the scope to include the entire nation."

BAHRO DISCUSSES DISARMAMENT, NEUTRALISM, REUNIFICATION

[Text] The coming to power of a conservative-liberal coalition headed by 
Chancellor Helmut Kohl in the Federal Republic of Germany has brought the 
Social Democratic Party (SPD) to view its relations with the movement of eco- 
logists and pacifists from a different angle. The "Greens" are now represented 
in the regional parliaments of Bremen, Hamburg and Berlin, Baden-Wurtemberg 

api Hesse, but have failed in Bavaria. With the coming elections on 6 March, 
one can find among them two factions. One group, with the former president 

of the Greens, Petra Kelly, categorically rejects any idea of a coalition with 
established parties, whichever they may be, the SPD included. The other, 

which includes many former Social Democrats, believes, in contrast, that 
confronted .ith the rise of the right, a circumstantial alliance with the SPD 
should not be excluded. The former believes that such an alliance might com- 
promise them in the eyes of its voters and lead it to abandon the major prin- 
ciples of ecology and unilateral disarmament. Its members do not want ecologi- 
cal issues to serve as a mere election springboard for the SPD as a new way of 
regaining power. Convinced that there can be no struggle of greater importance 
today than the fight for the environment and nuclear disarmament, they expect 
the SPD to place itself on their ground and not the opposite. 


As for the SPD itself, it has not yet taken a clear position, hesitating be- 
tween the attitude of former Chancellor Schmidt, who would like to see his 
party continue to move toward the center, and that of its president, Willy 
Brandt, who wants to open up to the younger generations, from which the Greens 
recruit most of their members and voters. The choice of Hans-Jochen Vogel as 
the Social Democratic candidate for the post of chancellor in the 6 March 
elections, may be interpreted as an initial cautious victory by Willy Brandt 
over Helmut Schmidt. Given the current circumstances, it is nevertheless 
impossible to say whether the SPD will have to choose following tune legislative 
elections, for it is mot at all guaranteed that the Greens will succeed on 

the federal level as they have regularly done in the provinces in recent years, 
especially since the r-cent election to the Hamburg Parliament rather indicates 


a decline in their voters. 
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Rudolf Bahro has lived in the Federal Republic of Germany since 1979. Sen- 
tenced in 1978 in the German Democratic Republic to eight years in prison for 
publishing "The Alternative: For a Criticism of Socialism That Truly Exists"! 
in the West, he was freed a year later, on the occasion of the 30th anniversary 
of the founding of the GDR. Establishing residency in the West, he immediately 
committed himself to peace and the defense of the environment. Between "The 
Alternative” and his current positions, Bahro sees continuity. Our correspon- 
dent, Jerome Vaillant, visited him in Bremen and talked with him about the 
future of the Greens in the FRG, disarmament, pacifism, neutralism and the 
reunification of Germany. 


[Question] In "The Alternative," you show that socialism produces its own 
contradictions in the East. Within the context of the controversy pitting 
you against Andre Gorz,? you say that the military policy of the Soviet Union 
is imposed on it from the outside by the arms race and you even say that the 
power which the military has in Moscow is not, in the final analysis, condi- 
tioned by the country’s domestic situation. But is the military power in the 
Soviet Union not the precise result of internal contradictions that are pecu- 
liar to Soviet communism? As proof, I would cite only the fact that in a 
country such as Poland, a military junta was put in power. Has the image you 
have of the Soviet Union changed? 


[Answer] No. I merely wanted to bring out one aspect of the problem within 
the framework of a controversy. Naturally, the process of militarization in 
the USSR fits into the line of the czarist military state. It also goes with- 
out saying that when for generations, one sets up -- for whatever reason -- 

a whole military machine, that machine takes on its own dynamic. And yet, 

I believe that it is powerful outside factors that constitute what strikes one 
the most about the Soviet Union today: its vulnerability. Think about the 
foreign intervention from 1918 to 1922, about Hitler, and then about the atom 
bomb dropped on Heroshima before the end of the war. The USSR could not fail 


to get into nuclear weapons. 


As for Poland, I do not believe that one can say that the arrival of the mili- 
tary was inevitable. The army did not come to claim its due; it came to get 
the party and Moscow out of trouble, not to take power. Ome cannot say that 
the militarization of Polish society was aimed at enabling the army to take 


power. 


Regarding the Soviet Union, it is possible that after Brezhnev, the military 
will gain in importance, but I cannot imagine that this would happen 

a la Poland and that the party vould lose power. In order to judge the role 
of the military in the USSR, one has to ask how the military men view the 
problems posed by the technological revolution of the 1980's. The distinction 
that Castoriadis makes between the military sector that functions and the 
others that do not is superficial. The electronic revolution we are witnessing 
will give the Soviet Union headaches and I think that the generals are ready 
to discuss economic reforms, while being careful not to compromise the overall 
balance of society. Castoriadis' reasoning amounts to denouncing the Soviet 
threat, which in the end has the effect of justifying rearmament in the West. 
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There is no better method for keeping Russia in the vicious circles of the 
armaments race. In this way, one only strengthens the causes provoking the 
militarization of Soviet society. That is exactly what the military caste 
needs in the USSR. 


[Question] In your opinion, if the Soviet Union no longer felt threatened by 
Western countries or by any other country at all, it would be willing to dis- 
arm. But because of its geographic situation, will it ever be possible to give 
it the feeling that it runs no.risk? 


[Answer] It is a double problem because one must distinguish between world 
disarmament and nuclear disarmament in Europe. I believe it is possible to 
make Europe a zone in which there would be no more nuclear weapons, indepen- 
dently of the questions posed by disarmament in general. It is possible to 
convince the Soviet Union that West Europe does not threaten it. In my 
opinion, the USSR is not afraid of the strike force, for example, although 
French missiles can reach its territory. It is not that the Russians believe 
that the strike force does not operate. Quite simply, they do not fear that 
the French will seek a confrontation with them, which they do fear with respect 
to the Americans. At the Komsomols congress a few months ago, Leonid Brezhnev 
said once again that if there was no threat from Europe, the Soviet Union would 
have no reason to threaten it and would not install any missiles east of the 
Urals aimed at Europe. 


[Question] You do not fear a process of the "Finlandization" of Europe? 


[Answer] The notion of "Finlandization" is first of all an invention of the 
Western military pact. It is in a sense part of the arsenal in the ideological 
struggle between the East and the West. The notion was launched as a preventive 
measure against the partisans of detente. I personally believe that the situa- 
tion for the Finns is totally tolerable and that the situation of West Europe, 
both economically and culturally, has nothing comparable to that of Finland. 

I remain convinced that Moscow would be very happy not to have any potential 
front on its western border. When it is said in the SPD that West Europe 

could be subjected to the blackmail of the Soviet Union, which, with its 

SS20 missiles, prevent us from getting oil from the Middle East. I can say 
only one thing: I am not concerned. I would even go further and say that 

this type of blackmail could have the most fortunate consequences for us. 
Europe would cease trying to defend anything in the world with military means. 


[Question] Until there is proof to the contrary, there would be some fear in 
West Europe that such a policy might deliver a defenseless Europe to the Soviet 
Union. You risk encountering profound skepticism, if not insurmountable dis- 


trust! 


[Answer] That policy is based on the idea -- not confirmed, of course -- that 
the Russians are not trying to take Europe. They have enough to do with East 
Europe. But if there is a danger of war, it is in connection with the problem 
of economic resources. If one locks at the Soviet Union, it has one-sixth 

of the land for necessary resources. West Europe has nothing. 
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What we need to do today is to reverse our way of thought. Mankind must cease 
thinking in terms of war and threats; it must cease threatening to make war. 
One must not say: "With what means, what counterthreats, shall I respond to 
such and such a threat?" We must break that vicious circle that comes to us 
from the thought of Clausewitz. It is not without risk, but in an atomic age, 


it is the smallest risk. 


[Question] You believe that the Europe which is economically and culturally 
stronger than the United States or the USSR should leave the two military 
blocs at the head of which those powers find themselves. How do you look at 


this? 


[Answer] First of all, we, the Greens, say the following: Whatever the Rus- 
sians do, we do not want missiles and atomic bombs in Europe. All that must 
disappear. There is no question of having them temporarily in view of future 
negotiations. We believe quite simply that all that must disappear because 
it is the work of the devil and NATO and the Warsaw Pact have strategies 
based on resorting to nuclear weapons. It is therefore necessary to leave 
NATO and if the Americans threaten then to withdraw their troops, we can only 
rejoice. WE do not need their protection. We see things in a radically dif- 
ferent way. Only the pacifist movement can save our continent. Consequently, 
among the rank and file and abroad, we must exert pressure so that everyone 
will realize it. In France, for example, where the left is taking over the 
policy of nuclear deterrence, it should be reminded that its mission is in 
fact the fight of Larzac. When we speak of creating a zone without nuclear 
weapons, naturally we are taking up the Rapacki plan, but we say that what we 
want to do is to force the government of every country to present such a pro- 
posal, under pressure from the grass roots. In the FRG, we want to make our 
government take the first step down the path of peace and disarmament, which 
will not then fail to have influence on the nuclear powers which France and 
Great Britain are. 


[Question] German pacifists are often suspected abroad of wishing the reunifi- 
cation of Germany at the price of its neutralization. Like Robert Havemann, 
you would then want Germans to be able to settle their national question among 
themselves. But the four former occupying powers retain particular responsi- 
bilities regarding Germany as a whole, as long as no peace treaty has not been 
signed. They would therefore definitely have something to say about the 
matter. Is it not a lack of realism to try to solve that problem in that way 
and too easily run the risk of being discredited abroad as nationalistic? 


[Answer] I was not in complete agreement with Robert Havemann. It is not go 
good to make the matter of reunification the key to the problems of peace and 
disarmament. In exploiting the interest which the Soviet Union has in the 
matter, I believe that if one should managed to neutralize the Federal Republic 
and that if, at the same time, West Europe ceased being a military concern for 
the USSR, then one might get the latter to relax its hold over the GDR and the 
rest of East Europe. As soon as a military confrontation on their border 

were lessened, the two German states would come together. But for me, reunifi- 
cation is not the most important thing. If the Americans, English and French, 
on the one side, and the Russians, on the other, left, then those powers would 
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not harm the reunification of Germany. Rather, they would show the world that 
it is no longer up to them to decide the fate of the Germans. The division of 
Germany is not something that the victors decided to bring about. There always 
existed the idea that a peace treaty had to be signed. There never was one 
signed, but it was not simply because of quarrels between Germans. The neutral- 
ization of the two Germanies and demilitarization would perhaps make it appear 
that there is no need to reunify Germany, since the GDR and the FRG are so 
different. They would probably not get beyond the stage of a confederation. 
One should rather start from the idea that in the long run, there will be two 
German states in Europe and that it is not absolutely necessary to reunite 
them. Furthermore, reunification would undoubtedly be a danger for the other 
European nations because of the economic might that would then be concentrated 


in a single country. 


The problem should in fact be solved by itself, if the ecological prospects 

are good, for if competition between national economies does not cease, mili- 
tarism, the danger of war, the ecological crisis and hunger in the world would 
not disappear either. Our goal is to change all the factors. The national 
State as the expression of aggressiveness toward other countries must disappear. 


[Question] From this standpoint, reunification would be a secondary aspect 
ana not the prime goal pursued? 


[Answer] It would not be accurate to say that in this matter, we are not also 
thinking about reunification. Franconia, on the one hand, and Thuringia, on 
the other, are regions that are much closer to one another than Prussia and 
Austria. It is not out of the question to think about reuniting those two 
regions. The problem is that the division oi Germany conceals other problems 
and that the solution to this matter may appear to be the solution to all 
other problems. At any rate, one cannot say that one has thought up nuclear 
disarmament, pacifism and neutralism in order to settle the matter of reunifi- 


cation! 


[Question] At the time of the Hesse elections on 26 September, the Greens 
definitely rose spectacularly, obtaining 8 percent of the votes, but they did 
not get the 10 percent which opinion polls gave them before the break in the 
social-liberal coalition. Could luck not turn against the Greens, with the 
SPD better able to compete with them since it is in the opposition and once 
again constitutes a pole of attraction for dissidents in West German society? 


[Answer] The historic event is not currently the end of the social-liberal 
coalition, the decline of social democracy or the change in government, but 

the rise of the ecologist and pacifist movement. It is not a question of per- 
centages, at any rate, not as long as the Greens and alternative movements 
exceed the 5-percent level. Too high a score and the prospect of a coalition 
with the SPD, of which there is now talk, in my opinion constitute a danger. 
The Greens would deny their origins if they embarked upon the path followed 

by the green and alternative list in Hamburg, which is, in fact, only a leftist, 
social democratic line. As a party of ecological reformism, that Hamburg list 
has already become useless because its program now ranges it among the 

attempts at regeneration of the Social Democrats. In other words, it no longer 
represents a specific organization in our society.

It is not a matter of winning percentages of voters, but of acting on the 
social conscience. If someone votes CSU [expansion unknown] (the CSU is the 
brother party of the CDU [expansion unknown] in Bavaria), but is somewhat 
worried about the dangers facing rhe environment and peace, we must go after 
that person. The ecology movement and the radical pacifism that I defend 
cannot be recovered by the SPD. By virtue of its traditions, that party is 
closely integrated into the industrial society. In that sense, it cannot 

make a political force that breaks with the industrial society and comes out 
in favor of a far-reaching transformation of the material foundations of 
society superfluous. It will be up to the Greens themselves not to let them- 
selves be won over by the euphoria of some immediate successes. But even if | 
there should be a coalition between Greens and the SPD, I believe it would be 
possible that despite their numerical inferiority, the Greens would retain the 
initiative politically and ideologically, for the decision will come about, 
not within, but outside of Parliament. Everything that we do in Parliament, 
we should do in order to mobilize the increase the following of the Greens and 
the pacifists in the country. If we abided by the conventions of "Realpolitik," 
we could only fail. We are only beginning to find the path, but the train 

has not yet passed. We shall see what confidence the new forces have in them- 


selves.

POLL ON DESIRE FOR UNILATERAL DISARMAMENT NOTED 
Helsinki UUSI SUOMI in Finnish 10 Feb 83 p 6 


[Article: "No Contradiction Between Peace Movement and National Defense; 
Clear Majority Rejects Unilateral Disarmament" | 


[Text] Three-fourths of the Finns would approve of disarmament measures in the 
country under certain conditions, On the other hand, steps toward disarmament 
that did not involve aii other countries as well would be approved of by only 
a little over a fourth of the population, ‘ivery fifth Finn feels that dis- 
armament is impossible under any circumstances, 


These data are from a poll commissioned by the National Defense Information 
Planning Board, one involving Pinns’ opinions on security policy, Commissioned 
by the planning board, the Finnish Gallup Company interviewed about 1,000 Finns 
who are 15 years of age or older last November—December, The respondents re- 
present a miniature picture of Pinland's adult population, 


Thus 15 percent of the Finnish adult population could entertain the idea of 
unilaterally reducing armaments in Pinland, Om the other hand, 12 percent feel 
that an acceptable precondition would be the adoption of disarmament measures 
by other small countries as well, Forty-seven percent feel that it would be 
possible to reduce armaments in Pinland if all countries did likewise, Twenty- 
one percent of the Finns feel that it would be impossible to reduce armaments 


under any circumstances, 
Parties Divided 


There do not appear to be any differences in attitudes toward disarmament be- 
tween men and women, The figures on voters in the four biggest parties who 
approve of unilateral disarmament measures ares 31 percent in the SKDL [Finnish 
People's Democratic League], 17 percent in the SDP [Social Democratic Party], 

9 percent in the Conservative Party and 5 percent in the Center Party, Corre- 
spondingly, those who would oppose arms reduction ares: 27 percent in the Center 
Party, 22 percent in the Conservative Party, 19 percent in the SDF and 11 per 
cent in the SKDL, 


In conjunction with other countries, 57 percent of Conservative and Center Party 
supporters, 45 percent of the Social Democrats and 31 percent of the People's 
Democrats would approve of arms reduction, 
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Either alone or with the other small countries, 51 percent of the Feople's 
Democrats, 30 percent of the Social Democrats, 18 percent of the Conservatives 
and 14 percent of the Centrists would approve of disarmament, 


Peace Movement and National Defense 


Comparing the effectiveness of the peace movement and national defense, six 
out of ten Pinns feel that both of these add to Finland's security, 


mvery seventh Finn believes only in the effectiveness of national defense and 
the same number only in that of the peace movement, On the other hand, every 
tenth Pinn is of the opinion that neither of these add to our security, 


. the voters in the four biggest parties, 67 percent of the Centrists, 63 per- 
ent of the Social Democrats, 57 percent of the Conservatives and 51 percent 

a the reople's Democrats believe that the peace movement and national defense 

simultaneously have a favorable effect on security, 


Thirty-six percent of SKDL, 16 percent of SDP, 6 percent of Conservative Party 
and 4 percent of Center Party supporters believe that the peace movement is 
effective in adding to our security but not national defense, Correspondingly, 
24 percent of the Conservatives, 18 percent of the Centrists, 7 percent of the 
Social Democrats and 5 percent of the People’s Democrats believe that only 
national defense is effective, 


Thus a majority of the voters in all the big parties believes that both nation- 
al defense and the peace movement add to Pinland‘'s security, Confidence in 
both of them is greatest among SDP and Center Party voters, Confidence only 
in the peace movement is more widespread among the People’s Democrats and only 
in national d fense among the Conservatives, 


"Opinions Are Moderate" 


Markku Earanne, the first secretary of the National Defense Information Plan- 
ning Board, stressed the fact that the results of the poll that have just been 
publishe? indicate the moderate nature of Finns’ opinions on security policy, 


There are few radical positions, 


Haranne could not answer the question as to whether changes have occurr d in 
Fimns' security policy thinking since the questions that figuredin this Gallup

In Haranne’s opinion, the fact that 15 percent support unilateral disarmament 
is by no means cause for alarn, 


"Unilateral disarmament does not in any event have the support of the peng:

In the opinion of Defense Minister Juhani Saukkonen, it is surprising that 15

"The influence of the peace movement, which appears as a powerful factor in 
the Western countries, is obviously to be felt in these relatively high per- 
centage figures," Saukkonen felt, 


Re is not, However, about to draw any far-reaching conclusions on the basis

[Text] Communist leader Aarne Saarinen, who is now retiring, demanded a 
thorough reappraisal of Finnish defense policy at the end of the week, The 
main points involved the signing of a border agreement with Norway or fortifi- 
cation of the border between the two nations, 


AS early as Sunday, Foreign Affairs Minister Par Stenback was in a hurry to 
say that a new proposal for peace on the border was not needed since the pro=- 
posal President Urho Kekkonen made in 1965 is still valid, 


Kekkonen had proposed treaty arrangements that would protect the border area 
between Finland and Norway from any possible military actions, even in the 
event of a conflict between the big powers, The matter has been under conside=- 
ration during negotiations between the two countries, but it has not received 


much public attention, 


Tnere have been significant changes in the far north since Kekkonen's original 
proposal, As far as Finland is concerned, the most important of these is the 
filling of the military vacuum in Lapland, From the standpoint of the big 
powers, of most importance is the concentration of a Soviet strategic missile 
arsenal in Kola and a submarine fleet at Murmansk that has taken place on the 
basis of the SALT agreements, As for NATO, it has among other things built a 
network of radar stations in Northern Norway, 


The change that has occurred in relations between the big powers is, however, 
only a part of their global balance, The general heightening of tension else- 
where during the past few years has, of course, also led to an intensification 
of stresses in the north where the military alliance borders meet, 

At the present time the big powers have, however, in the course of several ne- 
gotiations been seeking compromises to limit the number of nuclear missiles, 
This is also the prevailing direction in the Nordic countries, Therefore, the 
danger of a military encounter is not growing, which is why this is not the 
time for reappraisals either, 
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An agreement on peace on the Pinnish-Norwegian border would, of course, still 
be welcome, As regards this, the Norwegian Government has adhered to the 
policy it has adopted, in terms of which they are waiting for bigge. decisions 
affecting all of Surope, 


Finland mst not take the path of threats demanded by Saarinen in order to force 
the Norwegian Government to decide, Neither barbed wire nor concrete bunkers 
are in keeping with the borders between the Nordic countries, Finland's terri- 
torial defense system requires other kinds of measures; Finland's air sur- 
veillance covers all of Lapland and its border watch meets all Pinnish needs 

in terms of size, Saarinen's data are outdated, 


Constructive solutions are not produced by oneesidedness, Saarinen depicted 
Norway as some sort of passive NATO and U,S, assault base against the Soviet 
Union, Imitating the tone of the TASS News Agency, he branded only one of the 
leading major powers that are competing with one another as being guilty of 
the whole arms race and tne entire threat, Such behavior only causes harm, 
The fact that Saarinen nas a politician's right to say anything at ali without 
assuming responsibility for his statements in no way makes things easier, 


Saarinen was also thoughtless in proposing that the naval defense of the Gulf 
of Finland, the Baltic and the Aland area be submitted directly to the care 
of Soviet and thus Warsaw Treaty naval forces, According to him, Finland 
ought to surrender its responsibility to defend its own territorial inviola- 
bility, 


Tnis appeal to slice up our will to defend our country and give up the option 
of neutrality is a very odd farewell gift, even from a Communist leader, Such 
participation in a singing contest between military alliances would scarcely 
provide the SKDL [Finnish People's Democratic League] with an advantage in a 
postelection government's plans, It would be such a great deviation from the

According to Willoch, it would be politically impossible for Norwegian terri- 
tory to be used as a base for attack against anything, Willoch felt that a 
border peace agreement would be pointless, 


On Tuesday Saarinen distributed his reply to Willoch's comments to the news 
media, In it Saarinen said that the stir his Raisio speech created was no 
surprise to him “since I knew I had touched on a very sore point," 


"I stated that Finland has no enemies anywhere, Nor is Norway an enemy of 
Finland either, We mst, nevertheless, keep in mind not only the present situ- 
ation, but also the possibility that the situation may change," Saarinen said,

SIRMEN ON DIM PROSPECTS FOR SUCCESSFUL ATHENS COUP 
Istanbul CUMHURIYET in Turkish 3 Mar 83 p 3

[Text] During the past week rumors of a coup were rife in Greece. The rumors 
reached such proportions that the Government was forced to issue a statement 
claiming that/"There was nothing to worry about, that all rumors about a 
military coup were untrue."/ Greeks, who had vivid memories of the 1967 events, 
were constantly phoning newspapers, clearly showing that they were not satisfied 
with the Government declarations. 


A day later events took on a new dimension. The spokesman of the Papandreou 
government declared that /"In fact a state of alert for Athens and its surround- 
ings had been declared in order to test the democratic feelings of the people 

in the event of a coup and that before the alert was put into effect both the 
Pasok and Communist Party had been informed of the situation."/ 


Simultaneously with those declarations, 14 generals of the Greek army, among 
them the commander of the Air Force, were retired. 


This sequence of events justifiably brings to mind the question of whether a 
coup was attempted in Greece. 


As is known, in Greece two institutions were always against democracy: the Army 
and the Palace. Relations between these two institutions which walked hand in 
hand for a long time on the road of despotic rule, deteriorated after the 1967 
coup, not so much because of basically divergent views but because of irreconcil- 
able differences, and the Papadopoulos regime brought to an end the rule of the 
Palace. As for the Papadopoulos dictatorship, it was to collapse with the 1974 
/"Cyprus Peace Movement."/ 


Has an environment favorable to a coup evolved today in Greece? 


Fast rising inflation in the country, the economic block in the relations with 
the EEC and the damage suffered by Greece in its balance of payments because 

of it, the structural rather than periodical crisis to which Greek agriculture 

is led due to its inability to compete with EEC countries, the lack of work 

with which the Greek Merchant Marine is faced, together with the drop in revenues 
from tourism can all be viewed as adverse economic indicators. 
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However, in spite of all those developments, even though Andreas Papandreou 
was unable to maintain the 198? record vote level in last year's elections, 
he was still able to achieve a victory. 


It is a fact that Greece has serious economic problems. Andreas Papandreou him- 
self stated that he could not see how a solution to those problems could be found. 


Nevertheless, the PASOK leader has not yet lost the support of the people. The 
military can see that as well as he does. 


The fact remains that Papandreou has learnt to derive the necessary lesson from 
the events of 1967. Furthermore Papandreou the son, unlike Papandreou the father, 
is capable of using the language which can also secure support in the army for him. 
It must be pointed out with sadness that this language is based on an inherently 
very dangerous chauvinism which incites enmity towards Turkey and encourages 
rapid rearmament. Together with this language which allows no rapprochement with 
Turkey, Papandreou who never misses a chance either to hurl flashy accusations 
against NATO and the U.S.A., has managed so far by these methods to make people 
forget economic difficulties. On the other hand, the Premier's expectations 
concerning the economy are from few. Papandreou who met with the Soviet Prime 
Minister, may not have secured Moscow's support on the Aegean question. And 

even if the support he obtained on the Cyprus question looks as if it will not 

go beyond words, in the economic sector he has achieved results which cannot be 


underestimated. 


Observers agree that in the talks on bases, between the U.S.A. and Greece, 
despite all of Andreas’ attacks and his saying that he is fundamentally against 
the presence of those bases, a solution will be found. Should such an agreement 
be reached, the bill Papandreou will present to Washington is worth $1 billion 
annually, part of which amount will take care of rearmament and part of which 
will take the form of economic support. 


Notwithstanding relations with the EEC which are creating dangerous structural 
problems, Brussels’ economic help is, for the time being, alleviating the urgent 
problems of Athens. 


Not content with this, Papandreou, with a courage no politician would have 
contemplated before in the history of his country, is making attempts through 
nominations and purges in the army, to create Armed Forces which will be loyal 

to him. In the period to come, we shall see whether this courage will be extended 
to political maneuvering within the army. But if Andreas Papandreou intensifies 
his political maneuvers in order to keep the army in its barracks, might he not 
get trapped in a vicious circle that could bring about the very end he does not 


want? 


While looking for an answer to those questions it would be useful to repeat a 
fact we mentioned above: 


Among Greek politicians Andreas Papandreou is the one who knows the Greek army 
best and, peculiar though this may seem at first glance, he is the most likely 
one to find supporters there for himself. When all these facts are taken into 
consideration, even if one cannot say that a coup attempt in Athens today is 
impossible, it would appear to be very difficult.

JOURNALIST, IKV'S FABER DEBATE PEACE MOVEMENT

[Text] For 2 years, Renate Rubinstein, publicist 

and columnist for VRIJ NEDERLAND (Tamar), has been waging 
intellectual fuerrilla warfare against the IKV [Inter- 
Church Peace Council]. She has never studied IKV litera- 
ture: "I went on what the papers wrote." Her opponent 
Mient Jan Faber never read her columns or her collection 

of articles, "Met gepast wantrouwen, notities over de Hol- 
landse Ziekte." [With Suitable Mistrust: Notes on the Dutch 
Disease] “When I heard about it, I thought to myself, ‘No, 
thanks. I don't want to get into that sort of discussion.'" 
There was never a confrontation between them. Any meeting 
seemed out of the question after the word fascist was used 
to refer to the Peace March of November 1981 and Rubinstein 
compared it to Nazi demonstrations. After many long phone 
calls, a debate was arranged after all, on street fascism, 
nuclear weapons and civil disobedience, naive pacifism and 
the idea of a New Europe. 


Rubinstein, with an undertone of irony: "We have never gotten together before 
is mainly because I'm not at all at home in religious circles. But seriously, 
a few months ago the Brabant Press organized a discussion and Mient Jan did 
not want to talk with Bart Tromp and me. He felt offended by us. But things 


have changed now, it seems." 


Faber: "Tromp quoted me as saying that democracy was getting one last chance, 
something I had not said at all. On the basis of these so-called quotations, 

concluded that this sort of thing was no different from the street fascism of 

the 1920's and 1930's. And I heard that you agreed with him." 


Rubinstein: "Tromp is a man of intelligence and integrity, and he made no 
such statement. He said that it was similar to the argumentation of the quasi- 
fascist movements of that time. He could just as well have called it a commun- 
ist line of reasoning; as far as I'm concerned, fascism is not a bad word. 
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Susan Sontag once said that communism is fascism with a human face. I agree 
with her." 


Faber: "No, no, no, he said street fascism. I can show you the clipping." 


Rubinstein: "But you did say that the Parliament is not representative of the 
Dutch people, didn't you? And that the IKV will represent them on the street?" 


Out of Sight 
Moderator: "How do you know that he said that?" 


Rubinstein: "Because someone told me. I don't have any quotations though, 
you know." 


Faber, with a gesture of denial: "That reasoning is absolutely alien to me. 

I wrote Tromp that he should tell me all that to my face. I received a formal 
reply indicating that he would not retract. When people react like that, I 
have nothing more to do with them. Such a man drops out of sight. And you 
do, too. You people put a person in a category where he doesn't belong and 
don't realize that all kinds of people pick it up and pass it on. Suspicions, 
insinuations--that's what comes of it." 


Rubinstein, laughing: "You're a quick-tempered fellow, aren't you." 


Faber, very surprised: "Who? Me?" 


Rubinstein: "I have the impression that you resent the word fascist, but you 
make light of the reasons for the association. Well, it's my fault, too. 

But what are the reasons? I wrote that the Jews shouldn't participate in your 
demonstration because your call for a New Europe caused a shiver of recogni- 
tion to run down the spine. 


Unfortunate Slogan 


Rubinstein: "I received a letter from a priest who was as indignate as you 
about the piece. But he wrote me an apology later. He had seen a picture of 
demonstration on the same Museum Square, but this one was in June 1941, a week 
after the German invasion of the Soviet Union. Swastikas, Dutch Nazis and a 
banner hung the width of the Concert Building with the slogan ‘With Adolf 
Hitler Into a New Europe.’ Mient Jan, you chose an unfortunate slogan. I 
cannot help making the association to a time like that." 


Faber: "I don't blame you, but you should put your objections in writing in a 
letter to me. I'll remind you simply that that fellow Gerritse of ZERO very 
enthusiastically quoted you in his article ‘De wegbereiders van het fascisme' 
[The Pioneers of Fascism] and included me among them. Everybody has forgotten 
that I was talking about our building a New Europe with the help of Charter ‘77, 
the GDR Peace Movement, Solidarity and others like them." 
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Rubinstein: "I am not to blame for that debasement. All I did was write 

about that extremely ugly remark. You just didn't stop to think that it was 
one of Hitler's catchwords. Otherwise you would not have used it. I also 
dislike the expression ‘the New Man" that Harry Mulish was so keen on during 
his Cuban period. When I hear ‘new this’ or 'new that," I know already that 
something is wrong. But you are much too naive for that. You don’t yet under- 
stand the evil in the world." 


IKV as Parliament 


Faber: "I admit that I probably would not have used the expression if I had 
seen the Mussert photo before the demonstration. But why didn't you write me 
about it, instead of ...." 


Rubinstein: "Yes, but I disagree with your purpose completely! You are not my 
friend but my opponent. It might be due to my bad character, but I have the 
feeling that you're blowing all this up in order to look good. You are avoid- 
ing the main issue. Why don't you discuss the criticism in the 15 pieces I 
wrote taking issue with your opinions. That's what is important, and you're 
not going to distract me from it. If you say now that you simply made a big 
mistake, then we'll forget about it. I won't retract what I wrote. If you 

ask me, you're latching onto the matter so desperately because the IKV is not 
doing so well at the moment. Your best days have come and gone. 


"So now let's get to the business of the IKV--for instance, the fact you are 
acting as though you are assuming the function of the parliament." 


Faber: "Nonsense. I have been saying that the government must not step aside 
for any demonstration. That is a must in a parliamentary democracy. We take 
the Second Chamber very seriously, are constantly in communication with the 
members, invite them to the regions. They are often discouraged; they think 
that things can be changed very little. We believe very much otherwise and 
are trying to get them started in this direction with actions that don't 
conflict with the rules. For the rules apply tous as well." 


Rubinstein, sarcastically: "In brief, they are realists and you are dreamers." 


Faber: "What the average man thinks about it is no less realistic than what a 
politician thinks. Both are thinking within their own frame of reference. In 
this sense the Parliament does not represent what is going on in society.” 


Rubinstein: "Of course, these representatives talk with each other; they see 
that it's nothing but good-old-boy politics, but it works out pretty well." 
Impatiently: "The workings of politics doesn't have to come from the grass- 
roots, do they? Thoughtful people have to do it. The average intelligence of 
the Parliament is probably higher than the national average. They are also in 
better control of themselves than the general population. Dialogue promotes 
self-control. You see proof of that right here. I'm not strong enough to 
sock you, though, even if I wanted to. 
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"Moreover, it's my opinion that the Second Chamber can deal with the present 
discontent in the Netherlands. The opposition certainly can. Sometimes I 
think that as soon as an opposition is permitted in Russia like here, I won't 
be afraid of their nuclear weapons any longer." 


Nuclear Weapons in the Netherlands 


Faber: "From 1957--when nuclear weapons were introduced into the Netherlands, 
until 1969, there was no debate on the question. To the Parliament it seemed 
natural that in matters of weapons Washington and Brussels made the decisions. 
In the 1970's this position remained essentially unchanged, and continues some- 
what even today. But since then, people have seen that we have to take charge 
much more. And I see no signs that this widespread popular insight has much 
influenced the thinking of people in Parliament." 


The arms race was then discussed. 


Rubinstein: "If the status quo is maintained as much as possible, the world 
will continue to exist. Your movement is dangerous: you want to disarm 
Western Europe. You'll create a power vacuum that way." 


Faber: "That's not what we're after at all! There's no such thing as a sta- 
tus quo of two independent parties. All they do is build one weapon system 
after the other. If one goes off someday, there will be total destruction. 
That's why you have to stop the race with a small unilateral step." 


Moderator: "If politicians don't choose to do this, and do allow cruise mis- 
siles to be stationed here, will the harbors be blockaded and the trains 


stopped?" 


Faber: "You have to realize what will happen if a representative body rejects 
missiles but nevertheless agrees to retain a cabinet. If it does, don't be 
surprised that problems arise in de Nieuwe Waterweg [harbor installation]. 
This will even cause civil disobedience." 


Rubinstein: "You're not saying that the majority of the population is against 
these weapons, are you?" 


Faber, drily: "Look at the opinion polls. The latest poll showed that more than 
60 percent were against them." 


Rubinstein: "Is that so? I'm not familiar with these figures. After the elec- 
tion, we'll see a different picture. This cabinet will stay in power." 


There Can Be No Arbitrary Law 


Moderator: "Faber predicts possible large-scale actions. What will be the 
extent of it?" 


Faber: "There are certain things that are not permitted in this society. And 
they shouldn't be, either. If the Parliament comes to a decision, that means 
that we of IKV will aquiesce in it. We will continue to keep the question 
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alive in a legal way. But to take the law into our own hands...no, that cannot 
be tolerated in our society." 


Rubinstein: "I agree with that wholeheartedly. The same is true if the Second 
Chamber should reject the cruise missiles." 


Moderator: "I have never heard Faber express himself on this matter so clearly.’ 


Faber: "Sure, you can't say, ‘OK, people, go on out and blockade or occupy,’ 
however much sense it might make. Neither can you say to the ME, ‘What a shame 
that you're taking them off the rails.’ It simply cannot be allowed. And if 

it does happen, then people have to understand what the consequences are--round- 
ups, arrests. That's the way it goes. It's all in the game." 


The Great Chill 


Moderator: "In ZERO, Dr. K. Beer, director of Philips’ science laboratory, 
recently made the statement: 'Do not be surprised if by disrupting rail serv- 
ice for ideological reasons, you create conditions where other people in black 
shirts come along and disrupt something else.'" 


Faber: "That's precisely what I'm afraid of if it comes to civil disobedience. 
If major actions are undertaken that can no longer be explained to a large 
part of the population, if action is taken for the sake of action, this results 
in counteractions by people in other colors. That leads to an absolutely chao- 
tic and lawless society which breeds all kinds of movements--even fascist." 


Rubinstein: "Any strong emotional movement creates a countermovement. Mient 
Jan is smart to realize that. But it's not just blackshirts; most countermove- 


ments are made up of genuinely alarmed citizens." 


Faber: "If you could see the letters we get...the threats. Such a layer 
apparently does exist in society." 





Moderator: "There are IKV sources who say that civil disobedience is not out 
of the question. (See DE TIJD, 13 November 1981, Hans Lourens, IKV-ZALTBOMMEL: 
"Within 5 years, direct action will be routine for us." Father Mol, IKV-BOX- 
TEL: ‘There are total pacifists, pious clerics and anti-NATO people who are 
saying that they want nothing to do with Faber's carefulness.'" 


Faber, curtly: "We have premises in the IKV that are abundantly clear." 
Rubinstein: "But you aren't in control of everything, Mient Jan." 


Faber: "And I don't claim to be. All you can do is work conscientiously and 
talk when things threaten to go wrong." 





Rubinstein: "You did your part to let the genie get out of the bottle." 


Faber: "Oh, you know our followers are average citizens by looking at them."

Rubinstein: "Nice people, that's true. I know, because I get lots of mail 
from them. Who was it that sent me this IKV article? Erik Jurgens, presi- 
dent of the NOS [expansion unknown]. Now, that is a fine man. But there are 
also groups in your organization that cannot be kept in check." 


Faber: "Yes, that's true. In spite of the IKV campaign, they are there. I 
admit that they will take advantage of the climate created by the peace move- 
ment. I'm not evading that responsibility. You have to deal with that sort 
of thing when you are actively involved in this field.” 


Moderator: "Van Mier’o claims that nuclear weapons and democracy don't mix in 
the long run. Either nuclear strategy will undermine democracy, or democracy 
will undermine nuclear strategy." 


Faber: "Yes, actually nuclear weapons are able to play a role only in some 
form of dictatorship, where there is no public opinion to contend with. Ina 
representative democracy, people will say this is insane or that is asking too 
much. The danger is that the nuclear weapons will begin to control you, in- 
stead of the other way around, so that there's nothing else to do but increase 
their number to keep a balance." 


Rubinstein: "I don't fully agree with Van Mierlo. What he says is also true 
for conventional weapons. The masses who protested against arming in England, 
for example, contributed to Hitler's lightning victories." 


Moderator: "Can that happen now again and bring fascism a windfall?" 


Rubinstein, professorially: "It doesn't have anything to do with fascism 
specifically. It's a question of the possible benefit for any dictatorship. 
It was Nazi Germany that exploited our weakness in those days. And now it 
would be communist Russia. Just as in those days, the people here are against 
both war and arms. But I don't think that history will repeat itself. Con- 
trary to Van Mierlo, I believe that the people can be educated. You can ex- 
plain to them that we cannot allow ourselves to lapse into a former error--an 


error that is preached by IKV." 


Scornfully: "Because people--even our enemies--would be good and honest. 
Absolute fantasy." 


Faber: "This is ridiculous. We say man is inclined to evil, and we must see 
that he doesn't have such terrible weapons. On the question of history repeat- 
ing itself, I think one of the major risks we're taking is the dissolution of 
our seciety through massive unemployment and economic crises and the lawless- 
ness that will result from it. Then we'll have street fascism. In this situa- 
tion, the parties, the Parliament and the government are repudiated. That's 


what I am afraid of." 
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Rubinstein, heatedly: "You're contributing to it; that's what you're cultivat- 
ing." 


Faber: "Why, no. I only meant to say that we must keep democracy healthy so 
that nuclear weapons don't gain control and demand more, more, more." Somber- 
ly: "I have pitifully few ideals. I myself am not at all an idealist, because 
I see what a mess we are in and where things are headed. You are looking for 
away to start that up again. But the fact remains.” 


Moderator: "Your attitude hasn't changed. It's been the same since 1977." 


Rubinstein, before Faber could respond: "You know, maybe there is something 
to your idea about Holland starting with a unilateral step in the hope that 
others will follow. But you would make it sound more realistic if you said, 
"We'll set a deadline of 1 or 2 years; if the other side doesn't react to it 
in that time, we'll call it a mistake and accept the loathful protection of 
the nuclear umbrella.'" 


Faber, laconically: "OK, if it doesn't work, it just doesn't work.” 


Rubinstein, shaking Faber's hand: "This is a historic moment. The IKV has 
come to its senses. I no longer oppose the IKV!" 


"Too Risky” 


Faber: "The Netherlands could do it. Let's make it government policy and work 
for it in NATO." 


Rubinstein: "But the deadline...I think from election to election would be 
too long. After 2 years at most, a country in the Warsaw Pact has to follow 


suit." 


Faber: "We'll have to talk that over. Well, well, I agree with you, this is 
indeed historic." 


Rubinstein: "It seems that you have matured. Maybe because of your contacts 
in Eastern Europe?" 


Faber: "No, I am my usual self." 


After a pause, Renate Rubinstein says, "Uh, I'm sitting here still thinking 

cr something...and now I'm forced to say that it actually was not a considered 
opinion. I'll have to talk first with some military experts, because I very 
well might be in error...no, I think it's too risky after all." 


Faber: "Oh, well!" 
Rubinstein, after the discussion has ended: "I'll be sure to send you my book. 


Maybe you'll understand me better. You've surely read Wigbold's book against 
the cruise missiles?" Faber nods. "I just knew you had, and it's terrible." 
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Faber: "I admit it is.” 


Rubinstein: "I wanted to meet you earlier, but you were afraid, of course, of 
a reconciliation and what would become of the militant movement then. But now 
that it's over, I must say, "Mmm, a fine fellow. You didn't disappoint me one 


=a.” 
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POLITICAL SPAIN 


PSOE-POLISARIO AGREEMENTS POTENTIAL EMBARRASSMENT 


Madrid EL PAIS in Spanish 1l Mar 83 ppl, 3 


[Text] The agreement signed during 1976 in Algiers by Felipe Gonzalez and the Poli- 
sario Front, the publication of which the government has tried to prevent, was 
picked up last October by the Algerian press. It recognizes Polisario as "the only 
legitimate representative of the Saharan people," and "supports the proclamation of 
the Saharan Democratic Arab Republic (SDAR)." 


According to a report from Manuel Ostos in Algiers, the essential features of that 
document, signed by Felipe Gonzalez and Polisario's top-ranking leader, Muhammad 
Abdelaziz, were published in the 31 October 1982 issue of the government newspaper, 
AL MUDJAHID in an article entitled "Promises To Be Kept." The aforementioned docu- 
ment declares that "the Spanish Government's liability (in connection with the Madrid 
agreements whereby Sahara was distributed between Morocco and Mauritania) will remain 
binding” until "the total liberation of Saharan territory." 


The heightening of the tone of the Saharan recriminations against the Spanish Social- 
ist government has been interpreted in Rabat as a desire on the part of Polisario to 
have a uegative effect on Spanish-Moroccan relations. is 


As Domingo de Pino reports, in addition to this, the forcefulness with which the 
Spanish Government has established relations with Morocco as a priority in its 
foreign policy is shocking the Moroccan capital. Already surprising was the "good 
intentions" on behalf of Morocco expressed by the minister of foreign affairs, 
Fernando Moran, during his recent visit to Marrakesh; and even more surprising is 
the fact that Madrid has not kept the Western Saharatrick longer as a "playing card" 
in its relations with Rabat. 


Yesterday, Fernando Moran contradicted the report published by EL PAIS regarding the 
pressure that the government has brought to bear in order to prevent the publication 
of the Algiers agreements. The foreign minister told National Radio that "the 
Spanish Government has not exerted any pressure on the Polisario Front,” aithough 

he admits that "Spain's relations with Polisario are not very good relations, in 

the sense of being very intimate." Yesterday, Morocco announced to the "non- 
aligned" the holding of a referendum on Sahara, under the sponsorship of OAU 


[Organization of African Unity]. 
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Algiers (Manuel Ostos)--The Algerian and Saharan media have chosen to keep an 
official silence regarding the statements made by the Spanish foreign affairs minis- 
ter, Fernando Moran, which, according to reliable sources, lack "significant evidence" 
for assessing the direction of the current Spanish policy toward this part of the 
Magreb. This discretion has been prompted by a desire to eliminate anything that 
might dramatize the context of the forthcoming visit by the vice-president of the 
Spanish Government, Alfonso Guerra, a visit which is considered the beginning of 

the resumption of political and economic relations of a new sort between Algiers 

and Madrid. 


Prevailing in Algiers is a feeling of bewilderment over the "highly impassioned" 
nature of the reaction evoked in the Spanisii Government, preventing the publication 
of the joint communique signed by Felipe Gonzalez and the Polisario leader, Muhammad 
Abdelaziz, in November 1976, on the occasion of the trip made by the then first 
secretary of PSOE [Spanish Socialist Workers Party] to the "liberated territories 

of the Saharan Democratic Arab Republic (SDAR)." 


The opinion in Algiers is that the “haste” with which the Spanish Government acted 
was due to its unawareness that the incriminating document was not at all secret in 
nature, since its essential portions had been published by the Algerian pro- 
government newspaper AL MUDJAHID. According to that newspaper, in this communique 
"PSOE recognizes the Polisario Front as ‘the only legitimate representative of the 
Saharan people, supports the proclamation of SDAR and issues an appeal to all demo- 
cratic and progressive forces to be in solidarity with this position." 


In an article entitled "Promises To Be Kept," dated 31 October 1982, this newspaper 
gave a verbatim reminder that Felipe Gonzalez “had paid a visit to the Saharan 
refugee camps located in the Tinduf region, on which occasion he signed a joint 
communique with the Polisario Front, wherein he stated that the Madrid tripartite 
agreements were ‘null and illegal,’ and that the Spanish Government's liabilities 
would remain binding so long as the Saharan people suffered the consequences of 
that betrayal and until the total liberation of their national territory had been 


procured.” 


The Spanish Government's ignorance of this publication prompted it to mobilize all 
its devices to prevent the dissemination in EL PAIS of a text that could have been 
found out in its entirety by consulting the EL MUDJAHID file. 


In the aforementioned issue, that same newspaper added: "Felipe Gonzalez has recent- 
ly given a reminder that Spain bears an historical responsibility for the conflict 
in Western Sahara and that, consequently, ‘it cannot afford any mistakes, particu- 
larly in the foreign policy area'" adding, by way of an Algerian notation: "At the 
present time, the Spanish Socialist Workers Party is in power, and it is faced with 
the dispute over Western Sahara, to correct the mistakes of the past. The Saharan 
people hope from the new Spanish Government that one of its first acts will be the 
notice of termination of the tripartite agreements and their secret c]auses." 


The pressure from Polisario to have the terms of the agreement between the Spanish 
Socialist Workers Party and the Saharans recalled is clearly concentrated on the 
same line desired by Algiers, although this latter capital, unlike the independence 
front, has selected the discreet path of the talks at Moncloa cloaked in the 
"fraternal" relations between the Algerian National Liberation Front and PSOE. 
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Very Interesting Agreement 


In November 1980, Felipe Gonzalez described the communique as a "very interesting 
agreement" in an interview granted to the National Liberation Front's organ 
REVOLUCION AFRICANA. "With regard to the problem of Western Sahara, we are in 
total accord with Polisario. We went down there in 1976, and did a great deal 

to break the wall of silence which was surrounding the war. Later, we brought 
the problem up before the Spanish Parliament, and the international forums. In 
some areas, we even caused the Polisario Front to be recognized, and in the 
Socialist International we adopted resolutions which are think are reasonable 

and close to the positions that we have been upholding," stressed the Spanish 
leader. 


Alfonso Guerra, for his part, in other statements made to the Algerian newspaper 
AL MUDJAHID (published on 24 October 1982), explained: "We are friends of Polisa- 
rio. We have helped Europe and the Socialist International to take its legitimacy 
and representative status (that of the Saharan movement) into consideration. I 
realize the difficulties involved in finding a solution to that problem, but PSOE, 
now that it is in power, will remain an advocate of the Saharan people's self- 
determination, and will continue to be a friend of Polisario." 


It is not precluded in the Algerian capital that those discreet pressures and the 
more spectacular ones from the Polisario Front are associated, not so much with 
the desire that Madrid assume a leadership on the issue (which, in any event, 
does not appear to be Algiers’ wish) as with a search for "elements for another 
change" in a strategy that takes into account what has been described here as the 
French Socialist Government's intention of not becoming linked with a joint plan 
of diplomatic action with Spain, cooling for the moment the hopes that had been 
aroused in the mind of the foreign affairs minister, Fernando Moran, during the 
trip made by a group of high-ranking Spanish officials to Paris, in January of 
this year, by the French proposal to act jointly in the Magreb. 


During the recent visit paid to Algiers by the Spanish undersecretary of foreign 
affairs, Gonzalo Puente Ojea, the latter was able to learn about the "advice" 
given by the Algerians with whom he spoke, in the sense of suggesting Spain's 
own action in the Magreb area, without any link to the Paris strategy.

PSOE CREDIBILITY QUESTIONED ON SECRET POLISARIO DIPLOMACY

[Text] While in the opposition seats, the Spanish Socialists were highly critical 
of the "secret diplomacy" practices of the Centrists and advocates of lending the 
international relations area clarity with respect to reporting. This. odd reconci- 
liation of politicians with the reality inherent in holding power now appears 

to be swaying the government to readjust its former principles in this realm, so 
that they will not overly upset the operation of the so-called reason of state. 
Otherwise, there would be no explanation for the pressure brought to bear by the 
Spanish authorities (later denied by these authorities, although recorded by EL 
PAIS staff writers) to prevent the publication of the agreement signed on 14 
November 1976 between a PSOE [Spanish Socialist Workers Party] delegation, chaired 
by Felipe Gonzalez, and the Polisario Front. 


Between that date and the present, Spanish history has undergone such acceleration, 
and the North African policy has been an area of so many changes, that the correc- 
tion of the original Socialist stances is not only imaginable, but most likely 
warranted. In the fall of 1976, PSOE was an illegal, or alegal party, which was 
planning its 27th Congress and its disengagement from the "ideological accumula- 
tion" (to use Felipe Gonzalez’ words) and revolutionary verbalism of the clandestine 
period. Six years later, the Spanish Socialists have attained the absolute majori- 
ty in the General Cortes, and have assumed responsibility for governing a country 
in a state of crisis, subject to possible international challenges on its southern 
flank, the materialization of which (for lack of a wise, skillful diplomacy) could 
jeopardize its internal stability. No one could be surprised that the Socialist 
government has cooled its initial emotional adherence to the cause of the Polisario 
Front and is seeking an equidistant position in the Magreb, based upon the security 
of Ceuta and Melilla, the starting reconciliation between Morocco and Algeria and 
the new balance in the area. But the citizens are entitled to have the executive 
body explain that change in strategy to them, and not rob them, regardless of how 
annoying the recollection of its stance of 6 years ago might be for PSOE, of 
information on the agreement signed in 1976 by Polisario and a Felipe Gonzalez 

who had just given up his clandestine name of "Isidoro.”’ On the other hand, the 
reactions recorded in Madrid at the announcement of statements made by Saleck, 
spokesman for the Polisario Front, reprinted in EL PAIS yesterday, evoke fear 

that the habits of "secret diplomacy" are now being accompanied by a proliferation 
of “parallel diplomacies", multiplying the Spanish lines of action in Northern 
Africa, to cause greater confusion. Hence, it does not appear that the president 
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of the government, the vice president of the government, the minister of foreign 
affairs and those in PSOE responsible for international affairs have reached suffi- 
cient agreement on all the details and nuances of a suitable strategy on the Poli- 
sario Front, the Sahara conflict and relations with Morocco and Algeria. 


The Polisario Front appears destined for the gradual abandonment of Algerian aid, 
and it is only logical for it to seek in Spain (after all, the Front is largely a 
Spanish creation) some protection and a slight hope for survival and for a rational 
solution to its demands. Repeating the old refrain that the conflict in the Sahara 
is a conflict inherited from the previous governments (as Santa Cruz palace has just 
done) is useless. All the conflicts that this executive body has are inherited from 
the past, but this does not mean that, in that past, and especially in the more 
recent past, PSOE too has not had responsibility and positions now included in the 
legacy. In the concrete instance of Polisario, it reveals an essential shift in 

the Socialist policy, which seems to have been proven by facts. Perhaps that shift 
is correct, but PSOE cannot disregard the feelings of solidarity that Polisario and 
its cause have produced among extensive sectors of the Spanish left, which would 
like to see the Socialists keeping their commitments freely assumed a few years

ROMERO ON ESTABLISHING DEFINITION OF BASQUE SELF-GOVERNMENT

[Commentary by Emilio Romero: "Scorpions Do Not Rot Away in Your Hands"] 


[Text] The president of the Autonomous Basque Government was interviewed by 
Daniel Gabela in the newpaper EL PAIS and his statements are of the greatest 
importance. I am surprised by the silence of the Spanish press and especially 
by that of the Spanish Government. I am not going to yield to the easy tempta- 
tion of overlooking this interview, even though I am faced with the burden of 
SO many attractively anecdotal happenings in Spanish life. There are two main 
subjects and a postscript that I am going to talk about. The "“lendakari" 
{Basque president] declares his support for the legalization of independence 
options. The arguments are the following: "an end is put to what amounts 

to an injustice for these options; they are deprived of the alibi that they are 
fighting a system because it forces them to remain clandestine and because 
these ideas cannot be rejected by a democratic system." Carlos Garaikoetxea's 
clarity and sincerity deserve praise. The problem is no other than this: in 

a democratic system, can petitions against the basic matter of the constitution, 
as is the idea of Nation and the identity of the State, be treated as legal? 

We have a certain abundance of professors of political law who could answer 


this question for us. 


It would be worth the trouble for the government to summon half a dozen of 
these people to a conference table and consult with them. The first and second 
articles of the constitution are clear: "national sovereignty resides in the 
Spanish people from whom emanate the powers of the State” and "the constitution 
is based on the indissoluble unity of the Spcnish nation." What is also 
happening is that this second article does not do a proper job of massing its 
evidence, for after saying this, "it recognizes and guarantees the right of 
autonomy of the nationalities and regions that go to make it up.” What is the 
identity and what are the autonomic limits of the nationalities? And what 
identity, family relationship or connection do nationality and Nation have? 

The editors of the constitution of 1978 were liberal, generous, lyrical and 
beneficent and had no idea of the trouble they would have on their hands with 
the question of the so-called self-governments. And this is another of 
Garaikoetxea's paragraphs. When Daniel Gabela asked the president of the 
Basque government about this question, the reply was crystal clear. "We are 
dealing with the basic problem of this country," said Garaikoetxea. "There is 
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here a great demand for self-government and, like it or not, a demand for 
conscience and national replevin. It was a matter of interest to define what 

a self-government is that can deserve to be qualified as such and that responds 
proportionately to this nationalist sentiment.” Four years after the approval 
of the constitution, we are still dealing with the initial and basic subject, 
that of learning what self-government is. The serious part of all this is: if 
the treatment of the question in the constitution shows ambiguities, it turns 
out that it shows very few if any in the autonomy statute for the Basque 
country, the so-called "Guernica Statute." That statute was worked out in the 
famous and long shirt-sleeve conversation held by Adolfo Suarez and Carlos 
Garaikoetxea. Neither of the two was a constitutionalist. But one of the two 
was an ardent Navarrese Basque who tried to get everything he could from a dis- 
oriented politican and strategist of the nation. And he succeeded. Therefore, 
when they say in Madrid that the Basques have already achieved 80 percent of 
the statutory development, the president of the Basque government replies that 
that is a lot of nonsense. In the preliminary title of the Basque statute, it 
is stated that that people are set up as an autonomous community within the 
Spanish state, but it is then necessary to read the first title on powers, and 
there the Spanish state is left stripped to the bone. 


These two subjects, the possibility of legalizing the independence option and 
the territory and boundaries of the self-government, were the main topics dis- 
cussed by the “table of peace," which was a failure. Let it be made clear once 
for all that not only Herri Batasuna, but the Basque Nationalist Party which 
governs that nationality, maintain that the democratic system advises the legal- 
ization of the independence options, and that the self-government ceiling that 
Madrid is considering is a low one. Following the expression of these two sen- 
sational and most important attitudes, there is a postscript of enormous weight. 
"No one should fool himself," says the lendakari, “the problem of violence 
exists because the police cannot handle a problem that has the support of 
200,000 citizens." Neither the governments nor the citizens of Spain can turn 
a deaf ear to a statement as serious as it is obvious: Basque nationalist 
violence has vast support among the citizenry. Therefore, and since the 
Ministry of the Interior is preparing to improve State Security services, and 
this means nothing different from what is happening in all the democratic and 
modern countries of our time, it is also best that it not fix its attention 
only on police methods with respect to the Basque Country, since the affairs of 
that area are of a political nature which transcends, with all its vigor, these 
statements to which I refer, made by the president of the Basque government. 

As long as Madrid does not clearly understand the whole Basque question in its 
different facets with respect to what constitutes a nationality, everything 
else will be the application of hopeless remedies. Right now, it is best to 
concur with the distinguished members of the Constitutional Court with their 
bill on the Harmonization of the Autonomy Process. I think that the Basques 
and the Catalans are quite right in repudiating this text. The problems had 
their origin in the constitution and in the editing of the statutes. There- 
fore, in answer to these unhappy circumstances of earlier date and the nation- 
@list desires of the Basques, it would be advantageous to do something more 
meaningful than the famous "table of peace.” Something more significant than 
this occurred to President Tarradellas and to me two years ago, when we were 
already beginning to sense what was in the offing. It was another "table" for 
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the definitive organization of the state, and at the table would be seated a 
host of great national leaders and, among them, the Basques and Catalans, who 
were not to get up and leave until they were successful in arriving at a 
common interpretation of the constitution. The risk of going on as we are 
with this matter is in no way different from the risk that involves the exis- 
tence of the present democratic system. No one in any political regime can 
endorse the postponement sine die of a proper reply to the precise and timely 
Statements made by the president of the Basque government. Scorpions do not 
rot away in your hands, they destroy then.

SEGOVIA INTEGRATED INTO CASTILE-LEON

[Excerpt] By application of the "national interest" principle invoked 
by article 144 of the Constitution, the province of Segovia, by virtue of an 
organic law, has been integrated by the joint session of the congress into the 
autonomous community of Castile-Leon, with 190 votes in favor of, 98 against 
the people's group and 12 abstentions. In this way, the contrary initiatives 
of the local bodies of the province of Segovia, which had declared themselves 
in favor of uniprovincial status, are replaced. 


The Segovian representatives of the people's group, Modesto Fraile and Carlos 
Gila, upheld respectively amendments to the entire proposition and alternative, 
which would be rejected by the socialist majority. The former supported his 
arguments with the fact that the initiative advocating integration with 
Castile-Leon failed in Segovia, whereas that to establish a uniprovincial auto- 
nomy was successful, and he therefore opposed the application of article 144 of 
the Constitution, since, in his judgment, the reasons of national interest 
invoked by the article were not given because the autonomy initiative via 
article 143 had been unsuccessful. Modesto Fraile stated that greater respect 
for the Constitution was exhibited by his proposal to wait for the next muni- 
cipal elections so that the new bodies of magistrates would be those to express 
their opinions again after the mandatory 5-year period. "The will of the 
General Courts," said Fraile, “cannot be imposed on the sovereignty of the 
Segovian people, a majority of whom have declared themselves in favor of auto- 


nomy for the province." 


For his part, Carlos Gila defended the will of the majority of the Segovian 
people with an alternative amendment, the design of which was that the munici- 
palities of Segovia would also be able to express their opinion again after 

5 years and that, in the meantime, Segovia would remain associated with the 
Castilian-Leonese community, its deputation assuming their corresponding duties. 


Juan Munoz, socialist representative of Segovia, in turn expressed his negative 
opinion on behlaf of the majority group. He defended the reasons of state 
favoring the utilization of Article 144 of the Constitution and was doubtful 
that the uniprovincial initiatives would have been successful, arguing that 
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Segovia has been united with Castile for 750 years and therefore its exclusion 
now would amount to relegation to the status of a "canton village." Fernando 

Inguanzo, the communist, spokesman for the mixed group, and Gabriel Cisneros, 

centrist, supported the bill. 


Actually, as soon as this law goes into effect by virtue of the eighth transi- 
tory provision of the Castile-Leon statute, Segovia will be automatically 
integrated into the aforementioned autonomous community, since the statute of 
same, in its eighth article item nine, which was passed with the negative vote 
of the people's group, provides that "in case an organic law authorizes the 
incorporation of a province conterminous with the territory of the autonomous 
community of Castile and Leon, such incorporation will take place without 
further requirement when said organic law goes into effect, in which case, the 
second article of this statute, where the provinces of which it consists are 
specified, will be modified automatically with express mention of the province 


incorporated."

FRANCO-GERMAN COOPERATION FOR NEW ARMY SYSTEMS

[Text] An armoured force of about one thousand battle tanks, and a large 
anti-tank helicopter fleet: these are the two pillars on which France plans 
to build its Army organisation for the next decade, according to instructions 
given by the Defence minister, Charles Hernu, to the Army Staff. A central 
"hardened" mechanised force, deployed on both banks of the Rhine, together 
with a more mobile, multi-mission helicopter force will form the main part of 
a conventional battle corps which France could deploy in support of Allied de- 
fences in Central Europe, according to the new doctrine and tactics which are 


being evolved in Paris. 


Mr Hernu recently presented these two proposals, in the name of the French 
government, to the members--all general officers in command of high-level 
formations--of the Conseil Superieur de l'armee de Terre, who were then re- 
quested to modify or amend the provisional structures in light of operational 
experience or military requirements. 


Initially, the Government's suggestions comforted the Army's officer corps, 
who feared a reduction of the Army's role and importance in light of the new 
doctrine recently adopte. for engagement of conventional ground forces, and 
which in fact reduced the army to the simple role of highlighting the threat, 
facing any prospective enemy, of engagement of tactical nuclear weapons. In 
short, the Army, it was feared, would become an auxiliary to the tactical nu- 
clear forces, especially since the announcement of the enhanced capacibities 
of the Hades new-generation nuclear missile, having a range in excess of 350 


km. 


However, the officer corps, who feared a revolutionary change of the army's 
organisation and structures, realised that the government's proposals in fact 
were contingent on the conclusion of an industrial cooperation agreement with 


West Germany which, for the moment, seems rather far off. 


The difficulties which face both countries in reaching a agreement as to the 
characteristics, the performance and the industrial workshare concerning a new 
battle tank, to replace both the AMX-30 and the Leopart II, for example, are 
well known. In addition, the military requirements of the two countries are 
dissimilar, as are the planned in-service dates, where there is a difference 
of several years. 
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France, having the more urgent need for a new tank, summed the German govern- 
ment, last year, to make its definitive position on this programme officially 
known, but recent and unexpected developments in German internal politics made 
an early reply impossible. However, from the French side, the preparation of 
the next five-year military programme law for the 1984-88 period inevitably 
calls for detailed, and drawn-out, discussions between the four services, and 
the economic and financial crisis, which has also affected the defence minis- 
try, has had the effect of slowing down the AMX-30B2 product-improvement pro- 
gramme, while at the same time stressing the need for an early answer to the 
question of the eventual replacement of both basic and product-improved 
AMX-30s. 


A similar situation, with all attendant difficulties, also exists for the 
planned bilateral new-generation attack helicpter, which France would like do 
develop in conjunction with West Germany. There again the requirements ind 
the time scale are not identical, and several other subjects of disagreement 
are likely to crop up in fugure. The french are pushing for a helicopter 
which could also actively effect anti-helicopter missions, in support of a 
ground or air-mobile army forces, while the German's main requirement is for a 
simpler, anti-tank machine to bolster their defences. 


If to these diferences one adds the fact that the two countries are trying to 
define the new-generation fighter air-craft--possibly in cooperation with 
Britain--, and to improve the anti-aircraft protection of German air bases by 
deployment of additional Roland surface-to-air missiles, one measures the dif- 
ficulty of reconciling the two countries’ diverging points of view. 


Can France, by itself, envision designing, developing and funding two equip- 
ment programmes as complex, and as expensive, as the EPC (Engin Principal de 
Combat, or Main Combat Vehicle) and the HAP (Helicoptere d'Appui et de 
Protection--Support and Escort Helicopter)? In fact, its margin for maneuver 
is extremely thin, for self-evident budgetary considerations. To date, re- 
search founds have been put aside for both programmes in the 1983 defence bud- 
get. But the considerable cost of developing both systems--provisionally set 
at 3,500 million francs ($548 million) for R&D for each programme--is such 
that it seems difficult to imagine France going it alone. Consequently, coop- 
eration with Bonn is not only a political desire, but also a financial and 


military necessity.

EUNOMISSILE, MATRA DEVELOP NEW TACTICAL WEAPONS 


Paris DEFENCE & ARMAMENT in English Jan 83 p ll 


[Text] An extensively improved version of the Roland surface-to-air missile, 
tentatively designated Super Roland, is presently being developed by Euromis- 
sile, who is planning to exhibit it at next June's Le Bourget Air Show, in 
Paris. Fitted onto a truck-mounted shelter, this new variant will have an ef- 
fective range of 8.5km, as against 6.2km for the present production version; 
its initial velocity will be of 700m/s. The firing unit will have four ready- 
to-fire missiles, with eight more in reserve; automatic reloading will however 
only be possible for the two lower launching rails. Feasibility studies have 
already been conducted, an Euromissile estimates that the new version will 
have a combat efficiency some 20 pi ~cent greater than the present version. 


Matra, while continuing development of the Armat air-launched anti-radiation 
missile, is also conducting preliminary design of a new air-to-surface weapon 
System, provisionally designated Apache (Arme Planante a Charges Ejectables-- 
Submunition dispensing glide weapon). Weighing approximately 1,000kg, the 
Apache is some 4m long, half of which would be taken up by the submunitions 
dispenser; wing-span withdployable wings would reach 3.5m. The basic ver- 
sion, feasibility studies of which are presently being conducted, will have a 
range of between 7 and 15km, depending on the launch altitude. Two other ver- 
sions are also planned: the first, also unpowered, would have a range of be- 
tween 25 and 30km, while the second, powered, version would have a range of 
about 50kn. 


An unspecified number of submunitions (anti-personnel fragmentation mines, 
self-forging anti-tank charges, anti-runway bombs etc) would be dispensed at 
pre-determined intervals over the target area.

NEW EUROMISSILE VICE PRESIDENT--Ludwig Kathrein was recently named deputy managing 
director (vice president) of the French-German economic interest group (GIE) Euro- 
missile. He is replacing Friedemann Striegel. Kathrein, who has also been director 
of GIE Euromissile Dynamics Group (EMDG), was a member of the board of directors 

of the missile division of Messerschmitt-Bolkow-—Blohm (MBB) until his new appointment 
and was responsible for economic questions.

PAPER EXAMINES PURCHASE OF SWEDISH DRAKENS FOR AIR FORCE 
Helsinki KANSAN UUTISET in Finnish 23 Jan 83 pp 14-L5 


[Article by Jukka Parkkari: "Larger Decisions Postponsed Until 1990's: 
Finland To Buy Used Drakens From Sweden"] 


[Text] Finland will buy used Draken fighters from Sweden. 
The official decision has not yet been made, but in practice 
the matter is already completely settled. 


The Drakens will be based near Tampere at the new Pirkkala 
base of the Satakunta flight detachment. The base is being 
completed at this time, and it should be ready to receive 
new aircraft by 1975 at the latest. 


The official decision to purchase the aircraft will be made 
in good time before then. 


A relatively small number of the planes will be purchased, and they wili be 
obtained at very favorable cost, since Sweden will in any case have to take 
these Drakens out of service on account of the decrease in the size of its 
air force. 


The sale now being negotiated means in practice that decisions on a higher 
level about obtaining aircraft for the air force will be postponed till the 
1990's. At that time a decision will be made on where to obtain successors 
to the Drakens now being purchased used and those already in Finland. 


It has been asserted in public for a long time that fighters to be obtained 
for the Satakunta flight detachment could only be Swedish Drakens or Soviet 
Mig 21 BIS's. Finland has both these types in use, and acquiring a third 
type would be impossible in practice. 


Parliament's Third Defense Committee, which recommended the purchase of the 
aircraft, allocated the 1982-1986 equipment budget for the air defense in such 
a way that, when other purchases that have mostly been made already are 

taken into account, only used Drakens can be considered now. 
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So the Migs have been neatly rushed out of the picture, although Finnish 
pilots have been extremely satisfied witii them and their purchase would have 
meant a considerable balancing of Finnish and Soviet trade. 


JAS the Real Aim? 


There will not be a possibility of obtaining more of the Mig 21 BIS planes 
now in use when the decision is made in the 1990's on purchasing new aircraft. 
Although this aircraft is the latest development of the famous 21 basic model, 
it would not be reasonable to purchase it as the aircraft for the next 
millenium. 


In replacing the Finnish Drakens, the choice will be some newer Soviet 
fighter or the Swedish JAS-39, of which only drawings and a wooden model 
exist at present. 


It has been publicly hinted that the decision to purchase used Drakens was 
made just to improve possibilities for JAS planes. The matter is also 
connected with the future employemnt situation at Valmet's Kuorevesi aircraft 
plant. 


At this moment the situation seems to be that after a few years Kuorevesi 
will have no work other than maintenance of air force planes, and this will 
mean a significant decrease in the number of workers. 


Valmet has for a long time had warm relations with SAAB, which is behind the 
JAS project, so that assembly of the aircraft in Finland and manufacture of 
parts at some level are probably being envisioned. At least so far, the 
Soviet Union has consented only to sell finished planes. 


Goal of Years 


The air force has for years demanded the acquisition of a third flight of 
combat planes. At this time the Lappland flight detachment has Drakens and 
the Karjala flight detachment has Mig 21 BIS aircraft, but the most effective 
equipment of the Satakunta flight detachment is the Hawk training fighter. 


The Hawks are not sufficient for that flight detachment, which watches the 
air space over southwestern Finland from Pori and Pirkkala, because of its 
slow speed, among other reasons. In level flight the Hawk attains a speed of — 
990 kilometers per hour, so it would be time-consuming for it to overtake 


even an ordinary passenger plane. 


But the task of a fighter includes identifying and expelling fast military 

planes of other countries that from time to time violate national air space. 
For this purpose, both Drakens from Lappland and Migs from Kuopio have had to 
perform guard duty at airfields in the area assigned to the Satakunta flight 


detachment. 


The air force has frqquently emphasized that this kind of guard duty by 
fighters at airfields other than their own, where they do not receive proper 
maintenance and other services, is an extremely difficult and expensive 
operation. The acquisition of a third detachment has even been justified from 
the economic point of view, in spite of its considerable cost. 
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Opening the way With a "Half Fleet” 


Only after a hard struggle was the third fighter flight detachment put into 
the Third Defense Committee's opinion, where the purchase was described thus: 


"The Pirkkala air base will be equipped for fighter activity, and purchase of 
half a flight detachment will be started in order to strengthen the Satakunta 
flight detachment with fighters, so that violators of the air space can be 
identified and expelled from the area of the entire nation." 


Military people laughed about the peculiar "half flight detachment" when the 
opinion was delivered in March 1981, as it was just an idea invented by 
politicians, who wanted to express that aircraft could not be purchased in 
impossible numbers. 


Committee Chairman Jan-Magnus Jansson defined the number of aircraft in the 
half detachment more precisely by announcing that according to his under- 
standing it could not be more than 10. 


The number of aircraft in a half detachment would be easy to state if it 
were known how many fighters are in a whole detachment. However, there are 
more aircraft in a Finnish combat-plane detachment than in those of many 
West European countries, for example. 


The Lappland flight detachment has easily 25 Drakens, though some of these 
are two-seat training versions. The number of Migs at Rissala has never 
been stated in discussions of trade conditions, but certain sources have 
hinted that there are some 30 of them. 


In truth, talk about a half detachment has been pure politicians’ nonsense. 
The decision of the defense committee means in practice a proposal to begin 
acquiring a third combat aircraft detachment. The modern base at Rissala has 
not been equipped for any “half detachment." 


Three Opposed 


The Third Committee was not at all unanimous in recommending the beginning 
of purchases. SKDL [Finnish People's Democratic League] representatives 
Jorma Hentila and Matti Viialainen joined in a dissenting opinion on this 
matter. Raimo Vayrynen of the SDP [Social Democratic Party] also came out in 


opposition. 


Hentila and Viialainen understood what was going on, and they observed in 
their dissenting opinion: "The prceposal contained in the purchasing program 
to complement the Satakunta flight detachment with a half detachment of 
fighters really means a decision in principle for a third fighter detachment. 


Hentila and Viialainen stated their own view of the matter as follows: In 
our opinion the Pirkkala field should have been equipped so that in peace- 
time it could act as a base for fighters, permanently transferred from the 
Karjala flight detachment, guarding southwest Finland and the Baltic Sea." 
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Raimo Vayrynen also expressed similar ideas in his dissenting opinion: "The 
goals for air surveillance set by the committee could be achieved by trans- 
ferring half the detachment at Rissala to use by the Satakunta flight detach- 
ment when needed. In spite of opinions to the contrary, the costs of using 
such a half detachment would scarcely be higher than the corresponding costs 
of the half detachment now to be purchased.” 


Vayrynen also saw what is really coming: "By starting now with a half de- 
tachment, we are also probably committing ourselves to expending significantly 
more funds--estimated at a billion marks of today's money--for the purchase 

of a whole detachment in the early 1990's." 


The other Social Democrats in the committee did not present dissenting opinions. 


[Caption] Finland is divided into three air defense areas, each having one 
flight detachment. The Satakunta detachment, whose main base in being shifted 
from Pori to Pirkkala, lacks real fighters. Jyvaskyla has a reconnaissance 
detachment, equipped with older Mig 21 F aircraft, among others. Drakens 

are based at Rovaniemi, and new Mig 21 BIS fighters at Kuopio. An air war 
college operates at Kauhava, and there is a transport detachment at Utti, 


near Kouvola.

SOVIET MI-8 HELICOPTER PURCHASE--The Interior Ministry authorized the Border 
Patrol last Wednesday to purchase a new medium-weight Mi-8 helicopter from 
the Soviet Union. The purchase price of the helicopter with standard equip- 
ment, spare parts, and switching device will cost at most 11 million marks. 
Authorization for the order is included in the third supplementary budget 
of last year. The new helicopter will replace the similar medium-weight 
helicopter that was wrecked last year at Kustavi. Before it is placed into 
service, necessary preparations and modifications will be made at the air 
force's depot. The Soviet helicopter will be equipped with electronics ob- 
tained from western countries, suitable for sea rescue operations. With the 
additional equipment, the price of the whole purchase will come to about 15 
million marks.

RPV CL-89 TESTED--The French Army's 7th Artillery Regiment, stationed at 
Nevers, carried out last November the first operational evaluation of the 
CL-89 short-range, remotely-piloted photographic reconnaissance drone. This 
RPV, which can operate by day or night in clear weather conditions, has a 
range of 45km; at its operational altitude of 300m, it can cover a strip of 
terrain measuring 25 X 1.8km by day, and 2.4 X 1.8km by night. A CL-39 obser- 
vation battery is part of the Army Corps’ surveillance and target acquisition 
regiment. The RPVs are mounted on ordinary Berliet GBC8KT lorries, and have a 
reaction time of about one hour. [Paris DEFENCE AND ARMAMENT in English Jan

SEP INVOLVED WITH SATCP--The SATCP portable weapon program (very short range 
ground-air missiles) is being developed under the responsibility of DTEn, by 
the MATRA Co, acting as industrial prime contractor. MATRA has commissioned 
Societe Europeenne de Propulsion (SEP) with development and production of the 
power plant of this new missile. The power plant has been in development with 
SEP since 1978. It is made up of two solid propellant units refered to as 
"ejector" and "main propulsion unit", to which a deployable wing is associa- 
ted.

During the second phase, the essential speed 
gathering takes place through ignition combustion of the main propulsion unit. 
All inert components of the propulsion units (tube rims, diverging passage, 
thermal protection, front and rear) are entirely made of composite materials 
designed by SPE, especially Kevlar. They are merely bonded together, which 
provides mechanical liaison and seal. The solid propellant grains are sup- 
plied by Societe Nationale des Poudres et Explosifs (SNPE).

CONTRASTING STATEMENTS ON RETIREMENTS, PROMOTIONS 
Suspicious 'Antidemocratic' Activities

Text/ The realignments 2 days ago in the leadership of the armed forces 
ve created deep concern in those democratic circles which know persons 
and situations in the forces. 


Specifically, as ETHNOS pointed out yesterday, political leaders who 

know the political sentiments and influences of high-ranking officers 
feel that there was a real persecution of democratic cadres and a siml- 
taneous promotion of others who gathered "laurels" only during the 7-year 


dictatorship. 


The fact that Lt. Gen. Panagopoulos remains in the position of chief of 
the army is considered a surprise of the highest degree. It was believed 
certain until the very last moment that he would be replaced by Lt. Gen. 
Kourkafas. It is said that Panagopoulos remains in that position by the 


demand of a nonparliamentary leader. 


Lt. Gen. D. Demestikhas, commander of the Fourth Army Corps, was placed 
in retirement. Until the last moment it was believed that he would assume 
command of all around forces. It is reminded that Lt. Gen. Demestikhas 
was known for his anti-dictatorial activities during the 7 years and that 
the junta had retired him. He rejoined the army following the fall of 


Maj. Gen. N. Davvetas, commander of the Eigth Army Division and an 
officer known for his democratic beliefs, was retired. It must be noted 
that Davvetas is the brother of a PASOK cadre who was a candidate for 
deputy from Arkadia in two parliamentary elections. Also, Maj. Gens. G. 
Vorgias and G. Mageiros, known for thier democratic belie‘s, were retired. 
On the contrary, Lt. Sen. Zourdis, commander of the Third Army Corps and 
an aide to /Cen./ Zoitakis during the years of his "regency" remained in 
his present position. 


G. Sifaras, known in the military circles for his relations with the 
"former" [Ring Konstandinos/ was promoted to lieutenant general and 
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assumed the command of the important First Army Corps. The same circles 
said that other promotions were unfortunate. All these newly promoted 
persons will be rating the lower ranking officers. 


As a result of last weekend's military exercises the fact was further 
revealed that many known "leftovers" from the 7-year dictatorship are 
serving in sensitive positions in the Attiki basin. 


Political leaders pointed out to STHNOS yesterday that all these events 
show that something is wrong with the Ministry of National Defense.

[&xcerpt/ Of the 32 major generals in the armed forces more than half--a 
total of 17--were finally placed in retirement, as were 6 of the 15 
commodores. 


According to our information, all political as well as military leaiers 
of the country consider these retirements normal. The basic criterion 
was the congestion in the immediately lower ranks and no other reason 
related to non-military or political circles. 


An explanation for the impressive number of retired major generals was 
given last night when Deputy Defense Minister And. Drosogiannis briefed 
reporters on military matters following the meeting of the Government 
Council for Foreign Policy and National Defense. Specifically, he said: 


"There was no butchering. The retirement of the 17 major generals is due 

to the fact that the 19,9 and 1950 classes of the Military Academy were 

too large. Naturally, it is not possible for all to become lieutenant 
generals since their number /in the is fixed. (Editor's note: 

There were 15 major generals from the class of 199 and 17 from the class 

of 1950. Two 1950 class major generals were promoted to lieutenant 

general because it is customary and because it is a practice to have 
lieutenant generals who are graduates cf not one but many classes. Thus =e 
there are today 23 major generals from the class of 1950 and 9 from that 


of 1949. 


Three lieutenant generals are from the class of 1918 (Army General Staff 
Chief Panagopoulos, Army Inspector Bimplis and Army Commander Kourkafas), 
7 from the class of 1949 and 2 from the class of 1950. It is obvious, 
therefore, that the retirement of the 17 major generals was inevitable. 
Otherwise, a real butchering would take place in 196. On the other hand, 
it should not be forgotten that there is "congestion" in the lower ranks 
(brigadier generals, colonels, etc.).

BILL FOR RADICAL MILITARY PENAL CODE ADAPTATIONS PLANN&D

[Sxcerpts/ National Defense Deputy Minister Drosogiannis announced that 
within 1%3 a bill will be introduced in the Chamber of Deputies which 
will radically change the military penal code and will regulate matters 
concernilig the administration of justice by military courts, 


The issue was raised during a debate in the chamber yesterday on a proposal 
by KKE to change the military penal code and more specifically to abolish 
the military courts. Finally the proposal was voted down. 


Antidemocreatic and Anachronistic 


During the debates the KKE branded the existing military penal code as anti- 
democratic and anachronistic. It pointed out that it was voted during the 
Metaxas dictstorship and that it is "a copy of foreign regulations and a 
copy of the past century." They warned that the most important provision 
of the code is the extension of the military courts to nonmilitar} crimes 
and to nonmilitary persons and asked that such cases be referred to penal 


courts. 
"I'll Send You to the Military Court" 


Majority whip Koutsogiannis pointed out the servile provisions of the 
military penal code. He stressed that the code contains provisions which 
"smell fascist" and underlined that one such provision provides for forced 
labor and that no provision exists for condemning military coups. 


He also rointed out that honest and innocent Greeks were sentenced to 
death and executed instead of being alive and free today and that many 
Greeks were sentenced to long and life terms in prison where they rotted. 
Finally, he underlined that military law 20-1 provides for the “inter- 
vention of the armed forces to protect the regime--it provides, that is, 
for military coups."

"SELF-MANAGED’ ARMED FORCES APPOINT MEMBERS OF ABOLISHED RC

[Text] The three general staffs of the armed forces are managing their 
respective services under the power granted them to authorize expenditures 
and orders from the chief of general staff and the chiefs of staff council. 
Because of his departure, Freitas do Amaral--who has only participated in 
cabinet meetings--has left the defense ministry practically paralyzed and 
the armed forces high command in a true state of self-management for the 
first time since 25 April 1974. Im fact, right after the coup that overthrew 
Marcelo Caetano, the chiefs of staff were under the direct control of the 
Junta of National Salvation, of which they were members, and after March 
1975 they were under the direct control of the Revolutionary Council, of 
which they were also members. 


The defense law gave the defense minister broad powers which have practically 
not been exercised since the local elections. When the law went into effect 
on 16 December 1982, Freitas do Amaral made a speech at general staff 
headquarters in Restelo announcing a number of measures to be implemented 

by his ministry in the short and medium term. However, according to what 

O JORNAL learned, only those measures of an immediate nature were ordered. 


Days after the Restelo ceremony, the government told Gen. Garcia dos Santos 
it intended to fire him because the government feels relations between him 
and the defense minister are deteriorating and not, as was reportedly said, 
because of alleged professional incompetence. The government's decision, 
however, has not been carried out due to an apparent lack of political power; 
the prime minister had previously given his resignation. 


Freitas do Amaral has insisted with Balsemao that the latter's dismissal 
decree be given to the president of the republic. According to our findings, 
the prime minister is said to have promised to do it but has not yet done so. 
Gen Eanes received a letter from Freitas do Amaral justifying his resigna- 
tion, and we believe the president told the prime minister that, given the 
reasons presented by the defense minister, he agrees. However, no decision 
has been reportedly reached at Gomes Teixeira on the replacement process. 
Although Balsemao is inclined to take over the defense portfolio left vacant 
by Freitas do Amaral, he acknowledges that the solution could be found by 
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upgrading the present secretary of state for defense, Carlos Pardal, to 
minister level. Normally, this solution would be rejected by Belem because 
it would force the president to install a minister in office in an interim 
government. In conclusion, it is acknowledged at Gomes Teixeira that a CDS 
[Social Democratic Center Party] minister, presumably Basilio Horta, could 


take over the defense portfolio. 
Balsemao's Letter Still Unanswered 


Meanwhile, Belem has not responded yet to a Balsemao letter calling for, 
among other things, a meeting of the defense council. The law calls for the 
council to meet every two months but it is improbable the president of the 
republic will convoque it before the elections. 


Seven ministers, the chiefs of staff and a representative of the parliament 
make up the Superior Defense Council. Despite the legal requirements for 
that body to meet periodically, the government is in no condition, at this 
time, to demand that Belem convoque it. Besides, in view of the Defense 
Ministry's paralysis and the caretaker status of the government, the position 
and influence of the supreme commander is heightened. This is accentuated by 
the fact that Gen Eanes’ reputation is intact among the military, says an 
army source to O JORNAL. 


Former Revolutionary Councillors all Assigned 


The members of the defunct Council of the Revolution who were not put in 
the reserves, have all been assigned. Gen Charais is the new chairman of 
the Examination of Accounts and Responsibility Determination Commission 
(the military "Accounts Court"); Brigadier Pezarat Correia was appointed 
ground forces chief of staff, this position is being reactivated and is 
directly under the army vice chief of staff; Commander Martins Guerreiro 
was assigned to the navy general staff and lieutenant colonel Costa Neves in 
the air force general staff. Major Vasco Lourenco is in charge of the 
communications department, Captain Marques Junior returned to the Practical 
Infantry School in Mafra and, finally, Captain Sousa e Castro remains in 
Restelo where he heads the committee that is overseeing the Council of the 
Revolution'’s winding down.

SUCCESS OF NEW ANTARCTIC EXPLORATION SHIP REPORTED 
Frankfurt/Main FRANKFURTER ALLGEMEINE in German 26 Feb 83 p 7 


{Text] Prodigies of technology also sometimes suffer under the exaggerated 
initial expectations placed in them. But this is apparently not true for the 
world’s latest Antarctic exploration ship, the Polar Star. The ship was 
entrusted to Cpt Suhrmeyer and his crew on 9 December. Still in the same 
month, after a short test, it left Bremerhaven and headed for Antarctica. 
Because of much novel technology, among it especially a new type of bow, an 
improved engine and a special dual-wall steel hull, it had been called the 
world's best ice-breaker even before putting to sea. At this time, radio 
reports to the Bonn exploration ministry confirm that the Polar Star has 
indeed earned its laurels. It runs at a speed of 6 knots (approximately 11 
km per hour) through ice one meter thick; but it has also been able to break 


up ice barriers 6.5 m thick. 


Already on 31 January the Polar Star and her 106 men aboard reached their 
first destination, the permanently-manned German Georg-von-Neumayer research 
station on the Eckstroem Antarctic ice-shelf. For 3 days, supplies and 
scientific equipment was unloaded. At present, technicians there are 
engaged in the construction of a second energy supply installation, which is 
to ensure the survival of the German polar researchers even in case the 
first--and so far the only--generator were to fail. 


The Polar Star herself meanwhile left for Antarctic waters for further re- 
search work. She took two English scientists to a British research station 
and also paid a visit to an Argentine Antarctic base. Her longest stopover 
was at the Soviet Druschnaja station. Fuel was also stored there for the 
German summer station, which had been built 20 km off the coast on the 
Filchner Iceshelf and 1,500 km from the Georg-von-Neumayer station, but only 


about 200 km from the Soviet base. 


The German summer station is of light conrcruction. It can be used only 
during the short Antarctic summer from January to March. Already a year ago, 
automatic measuring equipment was left there. Its data is now read and 
evaluated by German scientists under Professor Hempel. The scientists were 
flown by helicopter from the Polar Star to the station for that purpose. A 
Soviet helicopter also took German and Soviet scientists from the Druschnaja 


base to the German summer station. 
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At present, the German scientists are returning on the Polar Star from the 
summer station to the winter station; the trip home is planned for March. 
Only eight men will remain behind, to keep the Georg-von-Neumayer station 
in operation during the long Antarctic winter and to do limited research, 
since temperatures of up to minus 60° and snowstorms will hardly permit any 


outdoor activities. 


Meanwhile, a 45 m high pole was erected for the meteorological station, 
which will also operate in the winter. Also installed was an air quality 
control laboratory to monitor global air pollution, which today--to a lesser 
extent--also reaches the poles of the earth. With a special drill, 
scientists Karl-Heinz Baessler and Heinrich Reese have also drilled through 
the ice shelf to a depth of more than 200 m; the ice samples, which can 
provide information about the pollution of past years and decades as well as 
radioactive fallout from earlier nuclear tests, are to be examined in German 
universities. So-called clinometer pipes have been installed in drill holes 
in order to determine the movements and acceleration of ice masses. 


An antenna was also installed to determine the frequencies of super-long- 
wave weather research. Samples of sediment were brought up from the bottom 
of the sea, from which they expect to obtain data about the climatic history 
of our planet. Finally, a new ice-anchor was tested which serves to anchor 
buildings to the ice; until then, regular anchors--so-called "dead men"--had 
been buried in the ice; but they had not been completely satisfactory. 


In spite of all the successes, the first deployment of the Polar Star has 
not been entirely without its setbacks. For example, the shaft-driven 
alternator--which provides energy needed on board--was by mistake turned off 
while the shafts were going at a high speed but there was no major damage. 

A helicopter was also lost; it tipped over while landing in the snow and 
burned; the pilot and eight passengers escaped unharmed. (This helicopter, 
however, did not belong to the Polar Star, but to an escort vessel, the 
Polarbjoern, which had reached Antarctica already in the beginning of 
January.) All in all, the Ministry of Exploration in Bonn is very satisfied 
with the new German Antarctic exploration ship. Herwald Bungenmstock, in 
charge of Oceanic and Polar Exploration, also said that the Polar Star had 


proved herself outstanding.

ANALYSIS OF IMPACT OF SOCIAL, CULTURAL CHANGE NOTED

[Text] When the social and cultural consequences of the material changes surf- 
aced we ali felt a little panicky. This feeling of panic is nothing new. In 
fact it started in the fifties. Professor Hirsch characterized the period of 
purges at the university, in the forties, as a /"departure from humanism."/ 
During the days when attempts were made to throw out of the wiversity Profess-— 
ors Muzaffer Serif and Pertev Naili Boratav, some academics wanted to give 
Hirsch a beating when he said at one of the meetings /"We must listen to their 


de fense."/ 


What happened next? Hirsch, who had been invited to come by Ataturk returned, 
embittered, to his country Germany, which was in a state of moral and material 

ruin. Muzaffer Serif and Pertev Naili Boratav, who were expelled from the wivers- 
ity on the pretext that they were leftists answered the enticing call of capitalist- 
ic countries beyond the Atlantic and left. Wherever they went, they worked to 

serve the cause of science, in those countries and in the world. 


Turkey did not collapse. In fact it accelerated its material recovery. The roads, 
the dams and the factories which were built between 1950 and 1960 changed the 


fate of Anatolia. 


Around the fifties inland Anatolia still had no roads and was cut off from the 
national market, while its agricultural products and its raw minerals were 
exported cheaply from coastal ports. After a quarter of a century Anatolia was 
still unable, in spite of all the efforts, to change the colonial structure 
shaped by centuries. The building of roads which connected the smallest wits 
to the national market and the pumping of inland production completed the work 
and brought about an irreversible change. It has been calculated that if an 
attempt were made today to establish the industry which, awry though it may 
be, rests on this national market and emerged thanks to it, this would cost 


from $150 to $200 billion. 


After 1960, in the wake of an army intervention, Turkey attempted a turm towards 
a pluralistic democracy and greater freedom of thought. The ideological and 
political spectrum widened to such a degree that it sent the system into a new 
State of panic. As a matter of fact, if instead of yielding to panic prematurely 
far seeing, rational views had been adopted, it might have been possible 
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to establish sound foundations for achieving in our day a balance between 
material developiwnt and cultural progress as well as greater structural 
strength. 


We are lagging behind in that respect. It is an important must for every form 
of thought and every social movement which is in favor of material development 
and growth, to admit openly this state of affairs. 


It is worth noting that in our political spectrum, from the far right to the 
far left, there is no tendency which is against investments, against development, 
against striving for a "great Turkey." Because this is a basic desire. 


This pressure which arises from the bottom, in the direction of growth and 
change, is still the same today because our people who have long memories and 
who carry in their genes centuries of oppression, long for progress regardless 
of their status, no matter to what class or political party they belong. 


It will go on being that way. 


Structurally, we are wnlike some countries which spend their time passively 
sitting on their unlimited oil resources or their rich copper mines, without 
making any investments and, consequently, without making any changes in their 
people. Our resources are such that each one taken separately is not sufficient 
to ensure impetus but, when development begins, they are so varied as to make 
progress unavoidable. Therefore Turkey has no choice but to strengthen and 
diversify its economy, its industry, its trade and its agriculture and to 
include in these big changes the /"new individual"/, the /"new culture"/, the 


/"new people"/. 


Our human potential is the most important of our resources, it has lived through 
a thousand year old state, survived the rise and fall of the empire and has 
been handed down, from generation to generation, a wealth of experience and 


suffering. 


Our state and our institutions may show some hesitation at times in being 
receptive or takine the steps new conditions require. But our people do not 
wait, they make spontaneous leaps, on their own. 


The author of the book he turned into the film /"A season in Hakkari"/, which 
won a very high award at the Berlin Film Festival even though it had not gone 
through Turkish censorship and had not been entered officially, Ferid Edgu says: 


/"I face this great success with some bitterness within me. In my heart I could 
have wished that this film represented my country officially and that we could 
all be proud of it."/ 


It is not possible not to share this bittermess. But if this latest award is 
perceived as a new link in the creative vitality our filmmakers generated 
during the last quarter of a century, without any support from the state, 

it is not possible either not to be optimistic in the long run. The other day 
the HURRIYET published the names of films, by years, which received foreign 








awards. This is an /"honors list."/ An accelerztion can be clearly seen: whereas 
one award a year was won in 1956, 1957 and 1960, there were two awards in 1970, 

two of our films received another two awards in 1977, in 1979 Turkish films win 

3 awards and in in 1980 they win 4 international awards. The balance for 1982 

is two foreign awards. And as for 1983, it started with /"A Season in Hakkari."/ 


Our workers in Europe, in the Middle East, leav over the centuries and reap 
success. Our experts and our engineers perform miracles abroad. ur doctors, 
our orchestra performers, our pilots, our oil experts have risen to the level 
of international "international personalities" respected by foreign markets. 
One again this year Yasar Kemal is a candidate for the Nobel Prize. 


At present, we are worried by the large number of mature academics who resign 
from our universities and we know that a_ large number of them will be invited 
to other countries. Dogramaci, who tries to dispense medecine in proportion to 
the panic caused by the social consequences of the changes, makes rectors 

he initially got to work for him and who are wnder his-orders say /"We are 
content"/, in order to cover up the loss of blood at the wiversities, while 
striving at the same time to bring more academics from England. 


But his resistance is vain. It is not the likes of Dogramaci who will lav the 
foundations for tomorrow. We are hoping that the Turkish Armed Forces, which 
saved our country from a fratricidal clash that would have delayed its inevit- 
able progress into the future, will sooner or later grasp the true potential 

and the realities of our cultural and scientific world. In fact, to achieve this, 
all they have to do is listen to those who are a cause of complaint as well 

as to those who complain. 


Turkey will realize it is an often verified law of progress that artists and 
thinkers who are respected and whose achievements are praised give weight to 


social criticism in fast changing societies, it will learn how this phenomenon 
can be used as a_ stimulating force and it will act accordingly. 
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
